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P R E F A C E. 



r^HE Litters of Emgr/tti<m publijhed in February 
^75^^ h ^^ illuftrious Houfi of Budingcn 
againft the Moravians, fettled in that Country^ 
made different ImpreJJtons on the Minds of the Readers^ 
according as they were differently affeSed^ from tbntf 
different Perfuajions or Priqudices. Tbefe Liters 
were fcarce ijfued out on Feb. i8, when as early as 
March, 4, O. $• the fame Tear^ there appeared at 
TuonAonfome Remarks upon them^ which were after^ 
wards fuhjoined to a Moravian kreatife^ intitled^ A 
hearty Addrefs to the Children of* God, put forth 
at Leipfick in the Tear 1 75 1 . By virtue of which tb§ 
Advocate and Gaffes of the Moravians would bear 
the World in band^ that they were a Body of Peopto 
not well known in Budingen, that the apologetick 
^Declaration' was drawn up from unfair and partial 
Reprefentations^ and )ipt from authentick Accounts, 
and was bejides charged with af^ additional Load ef 
groundlefs Aceufations^ And there were infertedint^ 
: a Counter-declaration^ publijbed on the Charge laid ta 
A&^- Score of the Moravian Brotherhood^ feveral Ex- 
ceptions tOi and pretended Confutations ef^ the Reafons, 
contained in the apologetick Declaration^ yet without^ 
cnce naming it. From feveral refpeHable Quarters 
it was given out J that fome of the moft confiderable 
Courts ^Germany had declared the whole of the Tranf- 
aSlions in Budingen /^ be m other than a Series of 
epprfljive Meafures entred into ^ainft a Set of innocent 
People. But amidft all thofe Clamours^ thofe of Bu- 
dingen continued in that CalM of A£nd^ which is ever 
the it^arabk Attendant on a good Confcience. It was

PREFACE. 

imagined, that the gentle JVay^ which was in genera^ 
taken with the Moravians in the Territtnj of Budin- 
gcn, required no particular Defence: That Truth is 
never at a lofs to defend it f elf with thofe, who do not 
wilfully fhut their % Eyes againji it. And in general j 
that the illuflrious Houfe of Budingen had no need^ 
on its own Account, ^ojufiify its Proceedings in a public 
Manner, and to add to the Number of Books, that are 
already extant, which any private Conarnwould never 
put the Author upon. 

But, firfty the World cannot he unacquainted with 
the groundlefs Affertions, indufirioufly propagated by 
the Moravians : That the Council of Budingen was 
underhand concerned in thofe Interviews, or Dif- 
eourfesy intitled. The Myftery of Iniquity difdofed ; 
in which, however, . none of them had any Share, di^ 
reSlly or indire£lly ^ and that by fuch Management 
the Council fought tp have fome fpecious Grounds to 
iloak the Proceedings in Budingen. . . . 

• Secondly, fonu Perfons of high Rank and Charac- 
ter have expreffed their Dejire, as have alfo fever al of 
my Friends and JVell-wifi^rs, of having a full Account ^ 
mt fomuch of the apologetic Declaration, as rather 
of the whole of the ConduSl of the Moravians, the 
quondam Inhabitants ^Budingen, and what of their 
Principles and Infiitutions was Qome to the Knowledge 
eff the JVorld. 

Count Zinzendorf, in a Letter written in 1744, 
to a late Counfellor ^Budingen, has explained himfelf 
as to the Cafe of the Moravians. 

*' Tofupprefs the Affair is none of my. Advice. My 
** Method is to gain upon the World by^f^r and up^ 
" right Healing, by which I fjfiay hope to get my Con-- 
** duajufiified in the Hearts of Mankind.""^' 

As tbefe were the very Motives that prevailed with 

me to lay thefe Occurrences before the Public: And as^ 

heftdes, I deem it to be my Duty to give the Wqrld the 

Alarm upon any approach of Danger^ and to expofe^ 

\ . ' ' ' in 
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injhme Meafure^ tbofe Princes y on which Mora- 
vianifm refis: So Count Zinzendorf bimfilf is ny 
fVarrant\ who tells uSy he is for aSing ah^e Baard^ 
and not forfupprejfing of Matters. And in reciting tb^ 
Moravians/^, I in like Manner endeavour to gain 
upon the fFbrld by candid and upright Dealing. 

And thus Count Zinzendorf ba% no injuftice done 
him J even fhould he happen to he difpleafed at the re^ 
cital of Falls, wpich all Circumftances confidered^ 
^ere never intended for the Age of the Public. 
. ^he whole of the narratrve Part is taken from un^ 
exceptionable Vouchers and Documents J as Letters^ and 
public ASlSj which in their proper Places are inferted^ 
Kvhere they were not too long: And where not injerted^ 
they are Jiill extant ^ to be produced at Dejtre, The 
equal andJmpartial Public is noWy from this Account^ 
put in a Capacity to pafs Judgtpent on the Influence the 
Moravian Injiitution may have on the Power both in 
Church and State ; and when it has done fo^ to conjider 
whether the Judgment has exceeded^ or fallen fbert^ 
been too Severe^ or too Mild. ^ 

It was thought neceffary upt and down to point at 
their Arts and Intrigues : J^ofhew the Danger threat- 
ning StateSyfrom their Settlements or Colonies: In a 
IVord^ to follow the track of Truths and endeavour to 
put it in a diJiinSl and clear Lights for which Purpofe 
the Remarks were added: And that^ as the Mora- 
vians are wont to exprefs themfelves in fo general^ fo 
tovert and concealed^ fojly and artful a Manner y that 
'tis not an eafy Matter to found their Dejignsy with- 
cut fome previous Knowledge of the Men^ or at leajl 
fome Infight into their Syfiem. 

But as this Syfiem is built onfuch Foundations as 
no State can well fuffer to take Place ^ without nmnifeft 
Prejudice to^ and an Abridgement of its mojl valuable 
Privileges^ and at the fame time without producing 
AnimofitieSy Heart-burnings and DifcontentSj amof^ 
tie prefent Generation^ to be tranfmitted^ poffibly to 
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laf€jiPofterity::Be/idij, as tbeViews of the Moravians 
sre general^ carried on by fuch Means^ as widely 
fwervefrom the regular Methods of proceeding in the 
IVorld about them: . So this fuffidently accounts for 
the Mifcarriage of the Moravian Scheme in the Terri* 
tory of Budingen. 

' AUaw me now to add my hearty Prayers to Gody ^ 
that he would he pleafed to preferve ali States from be^ 
ing ever involved with the Moravians in the Manner 
the illujirious Houfe of Budingen was : tho* this can 
he no Diminution to the Honour of that HoufCy feeing 
it nofooner got any Inftght into the CharaSlers of fo exr^ 
traordinary a Set of Men^ than it dijlinguijhed itfelf 
from all Engagements with them^ even to the overlook^ 
4ng its own worldly Advantages, and to the lofs of the 
Income of a Place in itfelf fo fair and promifing\ pre- 
ferringy as it was butjujl^ the public to private Be^ 
nefit. 

May God alfo open the Eyes of the World to fee ho*t» 
widely different thefpecious external Appearances of the 
Moravian Brotherhood are from what they arein reality^ 
und that their InJHtution and artful Management are of ^ 
fuch a Nature, as to afford fufficient Grounds for rank^ 
ing them among the political Evils of the Age \ as their 
DoSrine has been now for fome Time pdji^ from con^ 
vincing Reafons, reckoned by candid Divines among the 
Evils of the Church.

Moravian BrethreHj. ^c, 

HE Kingoi Pdland,l^\t6iot oi Saxo^ 
ny^ on the i8th of ildS^y,; 1736, de- 
.puted a local Commiflion to enquire 
into th^ Affairs of the Moraviansj 
who repaired to Herrnhut. Count 
Zinzendorf^ not thinking proper to be prefent at 
that Conjunfture, went into tVetteravia^ where he 
was acquainted with Godfry Newman^ one of the 
Infpired, who then lived at Marienborn^ an empty 
Caftle in the County of Ifenhurgh-MeerhoUz^ of- 
ficiating as Clerk of the Granaries. With him 
he ftaid but a little while, afterwards went to 
Undheim^ a Village belonging to the Family of 
Schrautenbachy and from thence to the Caftle of 
Ronneburg^ belonging to the Count of Ifenburg- 
Wachterbacb^ which, at that time, was rented^ 
along with its Appurtenances , by the Bailiff 
Scbuchard^ who had ^ermiflion to let out the. 
empty Rooms of this Caftle. From him Count 
Zinzendorf^ and his Retinue, took fome Rooms, 
firft by the Week, then by the Month, and, af- 
ter the arrival of the Countefs his Spoufe, by the 
Quarter.' 

This ftay fornilh'd the CotTnt and his Affiftants 
yith two Opportunities: Firft ^ they had agreed 

Bf * ^ wittk 
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*^Ith the Landlord in their quarterly Contra6t^* 
fiird up the 2 2d of July^ 1736. 

" We refer ve for us, our Domefticks, 'knd fuch. 
'' as we bring with us, ox that fliall follow us ; 
" the free private Exercife of Religion in our 
"^ Rooms, in the manner as we- have enjoy'd 
*' it hitherto, and as it is quite unnatural, againff 
*' all Proteftant Principles and Laws of Hofpita-^ 
*' lity, to infringe upon the Liberties of Free- 
*' holders. Inhabitants or any others, or to force 
*' them to our Congregations, but it is in every 
*' one's free Option, to come and frequent the 
*' fame as he pleafes ; fo the Landlord on his fidi^ 
*' ftipulates, to hinder none, Inhabitahts or Stran-? 
'' gers, from vifiting the fahie, in any way whati 
*' foever.'' 

By thefe means, the Moravian Piilpit was erec*. 
ted in the Territories of Ifenburg^ tho' in minia-' 
ture, and under the Pretence oif private worlHipi 
but fpon pull'd down again, the Regency oiWacb* 
terbach not being willing to let the Count hav^ 
this Habitation. This laft was the Reafon, that 
jthe greateft Part went to Frankfort^ and kft only 
a few behind, not to lofe entirely the Connexioa 
with Ronneburg. 

Secondly^ The Moravians obtained by this fta^" 

an Opportunity to inform, themfelves perfectly 

of the Situation oi JVetteravia^ and to fhidy the 

Conditions and Tempers of the Sovelreigns in thilK 

Province. Their Intention was ui)doubted}y tt> 

fettle thereabouts, in a ^lace, which the Count 

ihould judge proper for it. They wanted, ^ 

hath been related, Permiflioh to do this in the 

County of Hanqu^ at a Place near the River 

' Mayn^ but could not fucceed. Their Wilhes tor 

<)btain the fame, by the new Buildings at 'Offen-^ 

' hachy a City near Frankfort y > belonging to Ifen-^ 

tur^ Birfieini were alfo ia vain. They made, la 

the 
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thfe Year i737,/Pfopofals to the Counts of Ifenburj^ 
Wachterbacby about letting them have dae Caftlc 
Ronmh^rg', which can^ to no Iffue. At laft they 
addrefled themfelves to the Count of Ifenburg Bur 
dingetiy to obtain the Liberty of hini, to build a 
new Town, upon one of his Demefnes, fituated 
near the Road to Frankfort . This was not done 
by Count Zinzendorf\ with whom the Count of 
Budingen would have nothing to do from the 
beginning, but by other Moravian Brethren, viz. 
David Nitfih^an and Virugeljiein^ Mf A. who 
for their purpofe, wanted to purchafe for the real 
Value, if not the whole Tradt of Ground, at leaft 
ioo Acres, and to Let them the Cafile M^rienborn ; 
but this laft, as they-gave out, was only with this 
View,, that the new Families might have their 
Abode therein, for a while, to bring the new 
Buildings to perfeftion. 

SECTION IL 

The People that petitioned for their Reception, 

and Permiflion to ereft thefe new Buildings, con- 

fiibed of 30 or 40 Families, and their Propofal _ 

jKihil?ited by Nitfchman and Virugeljiein in Septem- 

\ . ber 1737, was to this purport : 

i " Our People will moftly live by eftablifhing a 

\ ". WopUen and Linen Manufaftory, fpinning 

; " (£ Yarn or Wool, working in Steel and Iron, 

? ** Tanmng, doing Joyners, Mafons[ and Car- 

'** penters Work, or by following other Callings 

., ** beneficial to the Country (l). As for Tailors 

(i) The Count of Budingen had already took great Pai6s to 
enrich his Dominions by enrouraging Mandfadurers, thcre- 
fo>e the Mora'vians made fuch Propofals, as they knew. 
,^ .would be the moft agreeable. They fhewed Samples of dif- 
, fcrent coloured and white Linen, which j as they pretended, was 
^0 be manvfadured in their Town: bat Tivat hath pitjved, 
that this was not their View, for not one Manufa^Ofy hath 
ifccn by thiJBa ereftcd. 
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** and Shoemakers, they can be of no prejudice. 
*' to any Body, there being but a fmall Number 
*^ of them with us, who amongft ourfelves will 
•' find them Employment.'* 

The manner in which the Petitioners defired to 
be received, was, that in cbnfideration of a cer- 
tain Sum, yearly to be paid for their Proteftion^ 
they Ihould be free from all other Incumbrances ; 
but nevcrthelefs, 

*' Would, like other Ffeeholders, be fubjeft to 
*' the Sovereign and his Regency ; and defired 
" only in Regard to Liberty of Confcience, to 
^' have the free Exercife of Religion, to main- 
•"tain their ancient Church-Difcipline, in the 
*' fame manner as thefe had been laid before the 
'' whole World, in the Opinion of the Uniyer- 
" fity at Tubingen.'' (2) 

The 

(2) It was therefore upon Suppofition, that they really 
were fuch People as their produced Vouchers reprefented 
V them to be, that the Count faid. We are coffvikced. But they 
foon after gave him reafon to change his Sentiments. For, 
in the beginning they pretended to be of the reformed Church. 
Their Ecclefiaftical Elders fending in No'vember i j^Gy fome 
Records to Budingen^ iigned by Count Zinzendorfy and LewiS' 
William Weis, called Prothonotary, faid: 

" We befeech your Grace to look into the annexed au- 
^ thentic Papers, that you may inform yourfelf of the Con- 
** dition of our reformed Body, and to caufetthe fame to be 
** preferved, for the Inftru6tion of ecclefiaftical and temporal 
** Courts, fo that whenever our reformed Brethren, dwelling 
** in your or the Dominions of your Relations, fhall have 
•* Occ^ion to refer to thefe Records, they may be at no 
*• 'trouble to produce diem." I 

Then they called themfclvcs of the' fourth Religion, as^ 
Count Xinzendorf {didiiTi a Letter of the i8th of Feb, 1748, 
this exprefsly, vide Se£l. 38. After this they ^iled themfelvefr 
Followc;rs of the unaltcr'd Augsburg Confeffion, vide Sedl. 37. 
and Count Zinxendorf {zi6, quite the contrary, $e6l. 38. Nay 
in a Letter ^9 ^^wfeUojr Brautr, th« Sth of January 1748, 
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The Count of Bitdingen took thefe PrQpofals 
into further Confideration. One Member ' of his 
Council reported, 

" It was known from Ecclefiaftical Hiftory^ 
*' that Luther^ his followers, and the Cahinijisy 
•' had acknowleged the Moravians to be evangeli- 
*' cal Proteftant Chriftians, fo that' there was no 
*' Reafon to doubt their Orthodoxy." 

The reft of the Council was of Opinion, that, 

*' No fcruple could be made to receive them,' 
•' if they profefled no other Doftrine, than what 
'' had been fpoke of in the Opinion of the Divines 
*' at Tubingen^ and by Pfaff in his Ecclefiaftical 
" Hiltory/' 

But all agreed fo far, 

'^ That it was advifable to demand their Cer- 
^* tificates of Orthodoxy." 

After this, new Negociations were carried oi>, 
which ended in a real Contradt, Rgntd^' April 24^ 
1738 ; by virtue of which, 30 or 40 Families were 
received,^ partly Manufadturers, partly others, and 
the Permiflion, under fbme Reftriftion, granted 
them, to ereft new Buildings, upon the eight 
Hufes of Land, fold to them at the current Price 
of about 1280/, fterling (or 8000 R;x-dollars). 

This Reftridion was as follows : 

*' Wefuppofe in the /y;^ Place, and are fully 
«* convinced, by the printed Teftimonies, particu- 
** larly by the Theological Opinion of the Univer- 
*^ fity at Tui?ingeny the produced Vouchers of Or?-. 
*« thodoxy, given by the Diredtorsof the reformed 
<* Church at Berlin, the two Epifcopal Patents 
'< figned by Dr. Jablonskyj Bifliop of the Mora- 
*.* vianSy firft Chaplain to the King of PruJJia, as 

•* I wiih Hermhaag was folely an evangelical Lutheran 
** Town, after the Difcipline of the Brethren," which Con- 
tradiction to his own Words he repeated a little while after. 
Sea. 38. 

B 3 ** ^v:^ 
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f^ alfo by his Majefly's Letters df 'Confirmation 
*' and Recommendation, that thefe Petitioners 
** who want to fettle in our Dominions, are no 
*' Seftaries, but profefs the Evangelical Religion ; 
*' they having promifed, carefully to conformi 

, " themfelves to the Liturgy of the evangelical 
*' reformed Church, fo that there h no Appear- 

' ** ance of Separatifm, Particularifm or Schifm. 

It being thus exprelly prefuppofed, by reafons 
of the faid Teftimonials, that thefe Colonifts are 
of the evangelical Religion, as the fame is pro- 
feiTed throughout the Roman Empire, no fcruple 

^as further made, to grant them the Direftion of 

the Rules of Worlhip. Which Article runs thus : 

^' Sixthly y .We have granted to thefe ' Colorfifts, 

^' the Direftion of the Rules in their Worfhip 
" and Church-Difcipline, the Right to call arid 
" appoint their Preachers, and to regulate every 
*' thing belonging to the form of their Church, fo 
*' as they enjoy thefe Privileges under their Ma- 
*' jefties the Kings of Poland and Denmark^ at 

• " Herrnhut jand Oldenjlow^ (3) and in the fame 
*' form, as the French Refugees have obtained 
*' the fame in Pruffta dr eMewhere, fo that they 
•' have full Power to chufe, ordain, appoint, or 
" difmifs their Minifters, Church-Elders or Ser- 
*' vants, and therefore not to be Parilhioners at 
*' Haak^ nor to pay any Church-Dues, but to pof- 
*^ fefs by Right their own Burying-ground." We 
referve to ourfelves. 

Seventhly ^\ " That before the real Iriftitution of 
*^ a Minifter, the faid Perfon fliall be brought be- 
*' fore us or our Chancery, to be there approved 

(3) This wasafubtle Artifice of theirs, becaufe that the 
Regency at Bmhgen could not be well enough informed what 
Privileges the Moravians eifewhere really and at every time 
•ujoyed. ' 
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** of, that we may fee whether his Dodfcrine and 
*' Cgnfeflion of Faith agrees with the above-men- 
*^ tiOned Teftimonials. Befides, it ftiall be in our 
** Pleafwre to CommilTion one of our Council 
** to be .prefent at luch Inftitution, to fee that 
** Things are done in due order, who, however, is 
** not to intermeddle with this Aft, but the Com- 
** mu^ity may do according to their Rites. We 
*' engage our Word, that never any frivolous 
*** Difficukies ihall be raifed about oiir Approba- 
^^ tion, unlefs there (hould appear fomething 
** eflential alledged againft the^ l^urity of his Doc- 
*' trine, or his fcandalous Life (4). 

It was neyerthelefs apprehended, that fome- 
,thing die might be conceard under the Liberty 
of Confcience, quiet Exercife of .Religion and 
Church - JDifcipline, aboiit the Confervation of 
which the Petitioners werefo anxious, therefore 
it was thought neceffary to guard againfl: any pa- 
tent Defign by thefe Words : 

(4) This does not include an Independency in ccclefiaftical 
Matters; as they afterwards claimed the fame by bringing 
all Church Affairs under the Title of Liberty of Confcience, 
vide Sedi. 16. Nor is here nleant a Theocracy which th« 
Count, by fending a Scheme of their Rules to Budingerty ^th 
oijan, 1748, mx'ihxxt&di to Herrnbaag i he faid, 

" If this is rejefted, this Day will be the laft of my inter-. 
'* peddling with it, for having ^ready fold my Houfe to 
** ^^r. Lcartjhy I fhall in February next, with all that belongs 
** tb me, quit this beloved Place, founded bv our Saviour for 
^* his Theocracy^ which he wont fail to maintain." 

And one of his, Brethren fpoke fliil more expreflive, thus, 

" All Sovereigns of the Earth lUuft confcnt^ in the Theo- 
** cracy of the Moravians^ or have no Brethren at all in their 
** Dominions." 

Nor do the Words of the Grant mention a Hierarchy ac- 
knowledged in England, according to Count 'LinzendorJ^s Let- 
ter of the 2ift o£ O^oier, Sedl. 38, but only certain Rites in 
ccclefiaftical Matters, which were however to be fubordinate UX 
/ the Sovereign's Authority. 

B + The 
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The Purchafers, 
. Eighthly^ " By the Allegiance which they owe 
•« their Lord, aflure us, that by Diredion of their 
" Rites in Worfhip and Church-Difcipline, they 
** do not intend or defire to have any other 
" Sovereign : but that, befides our Lord and Sa- 
•^* viour Jefus Chrift, they acknowledge or know no 
*' other but ourfelves, and would enjoy their Pri- 
«< vileges in Peace and Tranquillity (5). 

SECT. m. 

As to Matters fubjedt to the Cognizance of the 
civil Power, an unlimited Subjeftion was agreed 
to by the Herrnbuters in thefe Words : 

" The Purchafers and all that build upon this 
«* Ground, or that live in their Place, are to be 
•« obedient to us or our Regency (i) in tempora 
*^ Matters civil'or criminal, as are our other Sub- 
•* jefts without any Reftriftion, and muft there- 

(5) This Claufewas inferted againft QoMntXinzendorfzn 
Jiis Reprefentatives. For the Mora^ians^ not liaving afled up 
to their Tcftimonials, it was thoyght neceflary to oblige them 
to renounce this their fuppofed Head, by doing homage 
in 1750. Itw^ a Sufpicion grounded upon their own Ex- 
preffion, that made the Regency at Budingen infill upon this, 
for they had in the luftrument drawn up in the fame Year, 
iaid, 

" If even Count Zimcendorf^ out of Condefcenfion would, in 
«* regard to us, refign his Place and Care which he hath in all 
« Communities of the Brethren, we neverthelefs herewith 
♦* proteft, that we cannot comply with this concerning our 
♦* ecclefiaftical and ceconondcal Affairs, for this would caufe the 
«* moft difmal Confequences." 

The Brethren bringing afterwards all and every thing under 
thefe two Denominations, Ecclefiaftical and (Economical, the 
Managemeiit of which was in Count Zin%endorf\ Hands, who 
elfe but he could be their Sovereign ? His Authority among 
them was fo great, that he faid, " 1 am SynMck with full Power, 
♦* and need not any body's Advice." Such are the Subter- 
fuges they ufe to elude their Homage to their real Sovereign. 

( I ) The mauncr ir\ which they >vanted to elude this, vide 

'' foro 
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** fore do us Homage according to the annexed 
f^ Formulary." 

This Formulary befides its ufuil Contents re- 
quired of them, not to raifc any Rebellion, Mu- 
tiny or Confufion in thefe Territories, and to 
conduft themfelves as becomes loyal Subjeds. Dr. 
Ruker^ the 2gd of Jpril 1738, explained the Sen^- 
timents of the Community, faying : 

** Wc intend to make no more Confufion than 

*^ the Apoftles of our Lord. They preached 

** and fpoke only of the true Faith in the cruci- 
^* fied Jefus, and about keeping his mofl: holy 
*' and faving Rules. 

In civil Points an inferior Court was granted 
them to take Cognizance of trifling Matters or De- 
mands, whofe Fines were not exceeding ten Rix>- 
dollars, and were obliged to prefent to the Chan- 
cery upon every Occafion, one Juftice and two 
Jurymen that fhould hold this Court, who there 
'ftiould be confirmed. 

SEC V. IV. 

The Condition of thefe Colonifts was in the 
Contraft thus defcribed -, 

*' Eleventhly^ Tho* by receiving thefe Pec^le 
" we chiefly intend Manufadhirers, our Intention 
•* not 'being to have our Country crowded by 
** common Tradefmen, yet we will receive them 
*' top, provided their Number is not too great, 
*' fo that they may earn their Bread honeftly, 
** without prejudicing our natural Subjefts and 
^' Inhabitants." (i). 

(i) No Manufadlurers were by them brought into this Coun- 
try, but inftead of thefe, a great Number of Tradefmen, fo 
that the old Inhabitants very often complained of being hin- 
dred by them in their fiufmefs.

The Colonifts were to be free from all Taxes 
For the fpace ot 'five Years ; and further it was .fti- 

.pulated, that nobody befides the above-mentioned 
families fhould be received without a fpecial ^er^ 
miffion (2); or the new Buildings and Appurte- 
nances alienated to Strangers, or fuch as the So- 
vereign difapproved. The Deputies, on the other 
Side, referved for their Brethren, that nobojdy not 
belonging to their Society, fhould any ways be 
intruded upon them, .nor (hould fuch be admitted 

^to acquire any Properties amongft them (3). li'ur- 

,ther it was promiled, that in Cafe the Manufac- 
turers would employ any m;arried People, they 
likewife Ihould be i>ermitted5 if their Matters 
woyld find Security for the fame (4). 

The firft Stone of thefe new Buildings was laid 

. in a Place chofen by Count Zinzendorf by Lot, 
and the C2iMtMarieniorn was Let them for fome 
Years, under the Conditions mentioned, Sedt. i. 
A great many Herrnhuters reforted now at once to 
this Place, whofe Opinions pretty much differed, 
for all that the Conceflion extended only to Bo- 
bemian and Moravian Brethren, (5).

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S E C T. V. 

The firft Years were moftly fpent in the build- 
ing of the new Town, Herrnhaag^ and regulating 
their ecclefiaftical and temporal Matters, which, 
were tranfafted with fo much Circumlpeftion, 
that the Records gave very little ground for Suf- 
picion. That Member of the Council, with whom 
they had made their Agreement, was treated with 
the greateft Marks of Civility, he at that Time 
having the Command of all Things under him. 
Good Measures were taken to bring nothing df 
their Afiairs before the Regency, but only before 
him. Even this was not done in Writing, but 
only by Word of Mouth, paying him a Vifit, 
and in the fame Manner did they receive his coun- 
fels or Orders, which occafioned the Records of 
this Time to contain fo little. They did all they 
poffibly could to make him like, approve, at leaft 
in Appearance, their gaining . of Souls, which 
ferves them as a Cloak. He was invited to their 
Feafts, to be prefent at their Synods, and to be a 
Speftator of every Thing done by them, as he 
fometimes-^as. They knew the Finances of fome 
of the Counts of Budingen to be rn a difmal Con- 
dition, and as one Beuning of Amjlerdam^ d, Man 
of good Fortune was with them in the Year 1742, 
they made Offer to lend thefe Counts a certain 
Sum. Negociations were then brought upon the 
Tapis about this Affair, which ended in the fol- 
lowing Agreement. A hundred and fifty thoufand 
Guilders were lent to the Counts, upon Condition, 
that they put th'e Lender in Pofleflion of fomfe 
freehold Lands, Mills, Tythes and other Reve- 
nues at Dude/Jbeim and Rohrback^ for the Payment 
of the yearly Intcreft of the Capital lent, and 
Part of the principal Stock. The Lender had the

Exemption From the Jiirifdidtipn granted him. 
The Community at Herrnbaag made ufe of this, 
to ehlarge their Limits, to gain more Privileges, 
and to pave the Way for their teal but hidden In- 
tention, in fhort, to have fuch Things fixed, as 
/in Time could fecure Herrnbaag againft whatever 
might obftrud their Scheme, which they were nbw 
in Hopes to accomplifh. The fecond Contrad 
with them was therefore ercfted, and on both Par- 
ties figned the 13th oi January ^ 1743; in which 
were the following Claufes, 

*' The Community of Herrnbaag^ the Vouch- 
** crs for their .Orthodoxy, being known, and Cre- 
** dit given to the fame, was to proceed according 
*' to their Rites and Cuftoms, But they were to 
*«' give Notice whenever a new Minifter fliould 
•' come tp be their Preacher. The Perfon chofen 
*' was to be prefented to the Sotereigns, who, if 
** they ftiould think proper, fliogld commifTion 
*' one of their Council to be prefent at his Infti- 
" tution*' (i). 

They referved on their Behalf, in Regard to 
civil Matters, ^11 that had been granted them 
before, Seft. 4, (2) and did on their fide, upon 
the Word and Faith of good Chriftians, which 
was to have the Force of an Oath, promife to 
find Security for themfelves, that they and all fuch 

(i) Tho' Hit Herrnhuters by this new Contrail acquired new 
Privileges, thcfc were granted them by believing their pro- 
duced Teftimonials. The Divines of Tubingen, moreover, 
changed their Opinion foon after, and found themfelves as 
well deceived as they at Budingen, where nobody had any 
Notion of their general Diaconat ; a Court of Juftice difperfed 
all over the World without an Abode, vide Sed. 22.

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as now or afterwards flipuld live at Herrnbaagl 
would beSubjefts to the Sovereign in criminal and 
civil Matters, and this they ftipulated under their 
Bond and Judgment. It was to be in their Power 
to receive whoever they fhould think proper, (3) 
but were to give a quarterly Specification of them, 
except Strangers or Vifitora that intended not to 
ftay feme Time with them. The Court which 
took Cognizance of fmall Matters, its Fines not 
exceeding the 5um of ten RixdoUars, which was 
to be paid in the Treafury at Budingen^ was in 
this Contraft granted them as in the former, 
Sedt. 3. The Counts of Budingen having in Ex- 
pectation of the promifed Loan, taken their Mea- 
sures accordingly, were by the Herrfibuters now 
only put off with Hopes of having the faid Sura 
©f Money lent them. Their Intention in making 
thefe Delays was nothing elfe but with greater 
Eafe to obtain other Privileges -, the Payment of 
a yearly Sum for their Proteftion, aii^ other Taxes 
having already been remitted them. A Detail of 
-thefe Privileges was fent to Budingen h^ ?^ Mora- 
vian Bifliop, Polycarp Adulter. The Conditions 
under which the Loan fhould be given, were fo 
clofcly connected with the Stipulation of their 
wiihed-for Privileges^ that neither could fubfift 
without the other. Both Parties were at laft fa- 
tisfied. The Herrnhuters came, according to the 

(3) As foon as they found the leaf!: Inclination one had to 
turn from their Flock, they refufed to give Security for him. 
By permitting them to receive or to rejeft others as they fhould 
think proper, and that a Stranger fhould at leall be a Year a 
Gueft amongft them, they obtained that nobody but their own 
People, were admitted into their Town. After the Noviciat 
of tills Term, the fame was rejefted or received, during whieh, 
no mention was made of him in their quarterly Specification, fo 
they kept clandeftinely.or fent away whom they pleafed, and 
the Sovereign could never know what Sort of People inhabited 
hisDominions, if Rebels, Malefadlors, or fuch like, that in other 
• Territories had cfcapcd the Hand of Juilice, or honeHones. 
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Accounts of the Regency, into the Pofleflion of 
yearly Revenues of 7700 Guilders, 6000 of which 
were for payment of Intereft, and 1700 in Part of 
the principal Stock. The following Words of that 
(^ounfellor who made this new Contraft with the 
Moravians J fhcw mdtjJainly, how much he loved 
theni •> he wrote, the Jmoi February^ ^743^ thus to 
their common Juftice : 

" As to the Contraft in particular, let mc 
** hope, the Community will put fo much Confi- 
*^ dence in me, that I Ihall be as good as my 
" Word, and give them as much as lies in my 
** Power. I am not ufed to make many Words 
*' or Promifes. I hope I fliall in Tiihe have ftill 
*' a greater Idea of Herrnhaag. But my Maxim 
•' is that which Tacitus praifes in our Anceftors,*^ 
Plus efficiunt qiiam fcribunt. Count Zinzendorf^ 
Letter to this Counfellor, written foon after this 
Contraft was figned, 24th of Jpril^ 1743, proves 
liow much ii$k delighted him : 

Firjl^ *' I kifs you at my Return. I take Part 
*' in all good Things done here^ by the Saviour^ sPlea- 
^^ fure^^ even fn my Abfence^ and one of my heartieft 
*' Wijhes is now fulfilled (4.). I likewife pay you 
** my CompHments about that pretty Heritage, 
•* to which you claim a Right, and as there is no 

(4) This Letter, dated a few Weeks after the Conclufion of 
the Contraft, is certainly a convincing Proof, that Count Z/«- 
' %mdorf was Art and Part in all that had been done, which he 
afterwards boldly denied; for in a Letter of the 1 3 th of Febru- 
ary ^ 1747, he fays: 

" The beloved Counfellor (this was the fame that he kifs'd 
«* at his Return) did not love me ; nor would he enter with me 
♦* into any Conference, but treated of thefe Things generally 
** with ignorant mean Perfons. This is the Reafon that I ne- 
^* ver have feen any Contraft, unlefs half a Year or even a 
** whole one after it had been figned, Juftly may I there- 
*' fore fay, that of a hundred Things I have no other Idea, 
" than what they will give me, yet more explicit are the 
« Words of one of th^Cgunt's AflHlants, A. 1743. 

'I Law- 
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^ , La^-foit about it, you may at any Time takis 
^' Poffeffion of the fame." 

"The Father,. (Count Zinzendorf) heard of 
<< the Agreement, and ^ifapproved the making 
^^ ^ny Contraft without him, as the Community 
*' Was not ignorant that he had above three YeariS 
*• correfponded with Counfellor Brauer upon the 
^' Subjeft. ^eing the Original of the fame, he 
^* rejefted it entirely : 

*'.For that there no mention was made of th6 
*^ Theocracy of the Moravian Brethren, in which 
*« ali Sovereigns of the Earth muft confent, or 
'* have no Brethren for their Subjects, the fame 
'' bfeittg therein treated as a Form of Religion^ 
** t^hcfeas the Community of the Brethren i^ only 
** an authorized Society in the Religion." 

" For that inftead of having obtained a 
^' free Diredtion over the Rules of the Brother- 
"•' hood, which, as far as the fame<iepends upoa 
** free Minds, and hath no Limits given by Laws^ 
.** never can be balanced, there had been ftipulated 
*' another legal Jurifdi6tion, of which a Commu-' 
*' nity hath not) nor ought not to have any Notion. 
*' He affirms, that this finally would be of no Ad- 
*' vantage to the Community, but embroil their 
** Rights." . '- 

SECT. VL 

The ecclefiaftical and civil Matters at Hmi^ 
Jbaagy were now managed according to the Pleafure^ 
Advantage and Intention of the Herrnbuiers^ and 
for feveral Years their Proceedings were as much 
connived at, as if their Conftitution had been in- 
dependent of the Sovereign's Authority. They 
were fo cautious, th^t the Records mention but 
very little of this Time. We ihall here only ob- 
ferve certain Circun^ftanccs, H^hich fhould have 

made

putdc them at Budingen refleft what they werd 
about. 

No Manufadburers were arrived, the Re- 
ception of thefe fuppofed that fuch as fhould em- 
ploy them, would, if not fettle here, at leaft flay 
there for a confiderable Time ; b«t1the Inhabitants, 
nor even they ~th»t had biiilt Houfes for them- 
felves, did fettle ther^ for a Conftancy, Their e.ccle- 
fiaftical and civil Elders had taken the Direftion 
over all Things at Herrnbaag upon them^ without 
the Confent of the Sovereign, and all thefe they 
had fo ordered, that the Sovereign ncycr could 
know his Subjefts in that Town. Admiffion was 
granted to Moravian and Bohemian Brethren, who, 
as they gave out, had .been forced to quk their 
Country, being difturbed tjiere in Liberty of Con- 
fcience. But no fooner had this new Tovvf\ been 
built, than it was crowded with People jftf all 
Sorts of Religion, who ftiled themfelves M^gviau 
Brethren, and who never had been in their 4§Bfun- 
try, nor been molefted about the evangelic^'JR-e* 
ligion. : 

Their Minifters were, contrary to their Pro* 
mife, Seft. 2. never prefented to^ their Sove- 
reign. They evaded fuch a Prefentation liy a 
Vifit, or by Notice given to that Member of the 
Council, who had the Care of the Affairs at 
Herrnbaag. Moreover they had not one, or one 
conftant Minifter, for this Member far exceeded 
that of the Years of Herrnbaag\ Exiftence. 
Minifters thus prefented, left them without the 
Sovereign's Permiflion as often as they pleafed, 
or gave Notice from foreign Countries that they 
were gone away, and fignified the Name of their 
Succeflbr. Sometimes Mr. Langbut^ then Waib- 
linger y M. A. or Wentzel Neijfer^ or others, were 
their Ordinaries. Sermons were preached by Lay- 
men and other Tradefmen, of whom it cguld not 

be 



he known if they had learnt rightly their Gate-" 
chifin, fo far were they from having a true thco- 
io^cal Syftem, 

They 'had promifed to' conform themfelves to 
the Liturgy of the reformed Church, Seft, 2. 
but whea they were reproached about not ob- 
fcrving the fame, Count Zinzendorfy in a Letter to 
a Member of the Council, 12th of Fek. ^740^ 
iaiii: 

** I have heard thatyt)u havtfaid, the Hem- 
^ buters had promifed to conform themfcivts 
*' . to the Liturgy of the Calvmjts, and did not do 
** fo, and that you would have patience a Kttle 
*^ longer, &c" to which he directly adds, 

*« The Community would direftly leave their 
^ Houfes and Goods, if their Liberty of Con- 
** fcience was difturbed." 

Thefe Words of Mr. Langbut^ written to the 
fame Minifter, were ftill more remarkable : 

*' How far and what you propofe in religious 
** Matters of the reformed Church, or how you 
<* will mend its Faults, I cannot telL • To cure old 
«* Sores is a Difficulty. Hence we^ in our Commu- 
^ nity^ plough up a frejh Ground^ and I perceive 
♦' daily more andmore^ that it anfwers no Purpofe to . 
'* mend old Nets. But he whofe Duty it is, may 
** catch Fifh even with old broken ones, but this 
•* requires more Trouble, and the new ones are 
** more fit. Do yoii neverthelefs what is your 
** Duty, and what lies in your Power. Oh ! 
** how ihould I rejoice if Chrift was preached in 
^ all the Pulpits of thefe Dominions. 

They ftiew that their Intention was to hatch a 
new. Religion, to reje<5t the true Evangelicaly and 
the Calvinifts and Lutherans ^ for both thefe have 
here the free Exercife of their Religion ; he ac- • 
cufes them of not preaching the Saviour of the 
Yforld. : His Wifli that Chrlji might be preached : 
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in all the Pulpits of thefe Dominions^ mfani no^4 
thing elfe, but to wifh the whole Country to be of 
the Herrnhut Opinion. Their Intention, which 
through their Care, was already reliflied by that 
Councilor with whom they had concluded their 
Contrads, Was fufHciently here betrayed : he ci?'* ' 
plains this with his own Words, ufed in a Letter 
to Mr. Betmng^s Adminiftrator, 5th of January^ 

1743- 
*• To hear that there fhall be a Moravian Com- 

** munity at Leufiad^ caufes me to fhed Tears of 

•* Joy, thinking myfelf that unworthy Inftru- 

*• ment by our Saviour made ufc of to lay a 

*f Foundation for all thefe Things. Oh ! that the 

*' Lord would fend me Power to introduce the 

*' Moravian Difciplinc in all our Villages,' 

*' Churches and Scnools, I^ould pull down all ' 

^^ Lutheran and Calvinijls Pulpits/' 

By reflcding upon this rafh Step, and the. 

Things that followed, tlje Reafon may be found 

why, in fo uncertain Limits, the Affairs of the 

Moravians had fb quick a Succefs, till it pleafed' 

God to make an Alteration in fome Perfons, to 

hinder the Moravians in the Execution of dieir 

Defign, and to fix their »^/^/iAriy//r^. 

SECT. VII. 

• 
Their civil Affairs were by them fo managed, 
that except tjie mere Name of^ Sovereign, nothing 
remained of his Authority. Their Juftices and • 
Jurymen were changed is often, and in the fame 
manner as their Miniiters. Now was Mr. Luzow^ 
Baron Bibran\ now Mr. de Peiftelj then Mr. de 
Afii^j/ or others ; many of which had not fta**. 
died the Laws at all, fo were their Jurymen, 
Tradefmen, ignorant of all Law-Matters, and' 
lUDne of (hciri wer«fwQm into thclrOffica, nor did/ 

they 
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tliey like to proceed according to the Laws of 
Germanj^ or any other wholfom Regulations, 
When the Regency demanded of them to have 
their Jufticcs put in their refpeftive Places, ac- 
cording to the Contraft, and the Sovereign's Or- 
<iers, Mr. de Pe\jtd anfwer^d as he did, A. 1740. 

" This fliall be done by and by in a Confe- 
*' rence. God fend us only a worthy man to it; 
** for r am not the Man, and hope to be foon 
*^ freed from this Office." 

' By long delaying this, they prevented thefc 
'Things to be more infifted upon. The Proceed- 
ings of the Juftices, and their own Perfpns, wholly 
dfipendtng upon Count Zinzendorf^ they were 
obliged to' leave their. Places to others, and to go' 
away whenever he fent them fuch Orders. 

GzuliiiSj one of their Jurymen in a Letter Writ- 
ten to the above-mentioned Counfellor, yt 1744^. 
faid : 

*' Yefterday arrived Mr. de Seydlitz with, 
** Count Zinzendorfs Orders to Brother de Peiftel^ 
** for him to fet out immediately for GnadentJUaly, 
" which he did Half an Hour after. He there- 
" fore hath ordered me to give your Honour, 
** this Notice thereof." 

To give Notice in this manner was by them, 
thought to be fufficient t6* inform the Sovereign oC 
a vacant Place in his Teri-itories, and that another, 
had occupied the Place: ^Mr: ^ Peijiet upon the^ . 
likie Occafion, wrote thiiS; 1740. 

*• Mt. de Marjhall^ (he was prefented as com- 
•^ moli'. Jtiftice) hath taken a Journey into Eng- 
** hndj and dcfires you to remember him kindly,, 
•* I have taken his Plicetill his Rieturn, which 
•« it is hoped wiU be fopn; Ilhall upon the next 
^ Occ!^afion pay my Rfelpefts to you. 

A Vifit or this fort Was to ferve inftead of the 
PHfefttatiOD'refcTved for the-Sotereign, whenAfy 
C 2 obtai^^A. 
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obtained their Grant. But they altcr'd this en- 
tirely, for the Perfon who was to be their Jufticc, 
was not to fill this Place before the Confirma- 
tion of their Sovereign ; who, by granting them 
an inferior Court, had no Intention to give them 
any higher Jurifdiftion, than what fmall Towns in 
Gertnan^y or elfewhere, ufed to poflcfs. But under 
this inferior Court which they talked of, they 
cloakM only their Defign to gain fuch a Power 
in this new Town, as was ferviceable to their 
^rand Scheme. For as they were called to an 
Account of their Proceedings in this Court, they 
gave, by Baron Bibran^ Mr. de Peiftelj PaulWeis^ 
luch an Account of this Jurifdi(5tion as the Sove- 
reign neVer had thought of. They faid : 

'' Our common Court is divided into two 
** Branches, the voluntary and the litigious Jurif- 
** diftion. The former extends itfelf very far 
** over fuch People who commit themfelves to 
*' our Care, they mujl always like our Proceedings^ 
** or they muft not meddle with us this way. The 
** Other hath to do with Strangers that have Deal- 
** ings with us, which are but in a civil Cunnexion, 
** and are not by us regarded in a parental View. 
*^ In Matters belonging to thefe, our proceed- 
** ings are fhorter than the common ones, nor 
** do we like to have many of thefe upon us. Nor 
** even is Mr. Schuchman a fufficient Man for 
*' Cafes ef this Nature, he being a regular bred 
^ Lawyer.' The'firft fort can, without fcruple, con- 
** tent themfelves with our common Juftices, who 
** often have as many thoufand Subjefts of their 
*' own, as all the Communities together are able 
*' to produce; nor can they complain that they are 
*• mean People placed in thofe Polls, for we chufe 
" to them fuch Men as can aflift the Inhabitants 
•^ like their Fathers. The Regulation of this Court 
*< is fuch^ that in the fame is the Seat of the Difci-^ 
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fline of the Brethem ; for we do not know afg 
*' fucb Tubing as the ecclefiaftical Difcipline^fo much 
*' praSiifed in the World. Our Difcipline regards 
*' only civil MatterSy andfreventSsthe religious Part 
^^ of the Community from raiftng Scandal or Irregu^ 
^^larity.{i) 

SECT. VIII. 

Their Elders and Wardens treated all things ac- 
cording to the Principles of this common Court, 
giving thereby a good Proof how artfully every 
thing had been inltituted. Never were any Dis- 
putes between two Herrnhuters brought before the 
Regency at Budingen -, and they had neither much 
trouble to effeft this, as it was in their Power to 
fend People away whenever they pleafed ; which 
they did not fail to do, even fome times in very 
great hafte, as foon as any one feemed difgufted with 
their Proceedings, nor could fuch a one obtain 
their Permiflion to go to Budingen^ or an other was 
given him to accompany him thither in whom 
they could perfeftly truft. This caufed their 
Proceedings to be by the Regency more efteemed 
than they merited, if every thing had been taken 
under right. Confideration. There happened fome 
remarkable Difputes between them and Strangers 

( 1 ) After the Permiffion to hold an inferior Court, they efta- 
blifhed a Common Court, which, tho' the Regency thought 
the contrary, was entirely diiFerent from that Jurifdiftion 
which had been really granted. Their common Court confifU 
of two Ranks, (i) the College of Juftices, and (2) the f Con- 
ference of Afliflants. The Decifions of the former are fubjedl to 
thofe of the fecond Rank, which is compofed pf fuch as arc 
foiind truly attached to their Intereft and Defign. They pro- 
ceed juft as they think to be the moft proper for them ; are alfo 
quite arbitrary. Both thefe Ranks are under the general Dia- 
conat, and the Regulations of Count Zinzendorf^ for in his Ca- 
binet, or, as he cdls it, perfonal Chancery j Seft. 22. all things 
are prepared that are to bring them to theif grand End, 
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to their 5o|cicty.' We fhall here only relate the^ 
Circumftauces of a few of them, 

s E c T. ^ ix:. 

iUdrew Walthery a Freeholder at Sundbaufen ncaif 
LdngenfaltZy re-demanded. Anno 1743, his Wife 
and Children from Hermhaag. His Wife, who 
was entirely devoted to the Community, faid her 
Husband was a Vagrant, produced a Certificate 
of the Burgomafter Chriftim Frederick Mulier^ 
about the PlantifF's being not ohiy often troubled 
with fplenetic Diforders, but that he committed 
the moft ridiculous Things, that his Will w» 
lifce the Weather in Jprily and was not able to 
manage his own Affairs. Mr. Brukner^ Chaplain 
to the Court of Saxe-Gothay and Earnft Polycarpus 
Muller^ Miniftejr at Sutdhaufen^ attefted the fame* 
His Wife and Childten, who were foon after lent 
to England by the Hermbuters ( i J, were not diredtly 
delivered to the Plaintiff, he having bought a 
Houfe at Herrnhaag not very long before. As the 
Regency of BudingeUy to which the Plaintiff made 
his Complaints, would enquire into this Matter^ 
the Herrnhuters called this a Violation of the 
Rights of their inferior Court, and Count Zinzen^ 
dorf gave this Inftruftion to one of his Brethren. 

" I know how this is beft to be managed, vi^z. 
*' to do, in confidence of our Saviour, all that 
*' the.Sovereign pleafes -, not to reafon much or 
•' refledl upon Prejudices and Infringements, i^c. 
*' for if it^fhould be impofTible to do his WUI, 
*^ this Anfwer may be made: I have been fUent 
•* a thoufand times, as I could fufFer Things to be 
" done fo, at prefent I cannot, this m^cs me 
^* fpeak.'* ' _

The meamng of thefe Words is this : Let the 
Regency enquire or order what they will, obey 
them if it is not contrary to our Scheme, but if 
fo, then let the Sovereign demand as long as h« 
will, his Will fhall not be done. 

SECT. X. 

The Accident that we fliall now give an Ac- 
count of merits ftill more Attention, amazed 
the Sovereign, and ferved to make him open 
his Eyes. His Excellency Count Schoniergy then 
Ambaflador of his Majefly the King of Poland 
vrotc from Frankfort^ the* 7th of Marchy in the 
year 1745, the following Contents : 

^* One Son and a Daughter of Major Schuch- 
•f tnauy in the Service of his Eledtoral Highnefs of 
•^ Saxony^ live, by the mifconduft of his deceafed 
** Wife, in the Community of the HerrnbuterSy 
^* which whenever they liad been recalled by him 
** as their Father, were retained contrary to 
•^ all Laws. The Father having of late heard^ 
** that his Daughter 5«/i/»»/j Sophia dwelt in 
** Hermbaagj humbly prayed to bring his Daugh- 
«« terby Power of Sovereignty out of the Sifter's 
** Houfc to a feaire Place, till he Ihould fetch 
*^ her away ; he fearing that fhe might be of the 
' ** number of 30 or 40 People newly married 
** there by Ballot, which were to go to Penfihania, 

Tht Refolution thereupon was taken, 

" To bring the Lady to the Houfe oiCqfiellan 
•«* Preifs^ who had no more Children but one 
** Daughter living with him, for her to be kept 
*« there till this Affair, after the Examination of 
.^* both Parties, could be determinated. 

Cafiellan Preifs received this Order along With 
the Ambaflador's Letter, not only to fliew the 
fame to the Hmmbutersy but alfo to teing the 
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young L^^ along with him to BtuHngen. He 
fcrout direaly, but returned v;ery late, along with 
Mr. de Marjhal their temporal Elder. He delivered 
him a Protocol of what had paffed at Herrnhaag the 
9th oiTi/Iarcb iy4.Sj defiring the fame to be fcnt 
in Anfwer to Count Schonherg"^ Letter, 

^^ I have humbly obeyed the Count of Budin^ 
** gen's Orders fent me by Caftellan Preifs^ for to 
*' repair to Lady Sbucbman^ and to enquire into 
** the Circumftances contained in Count Schonberg^% 
*^ Letter, (i) The Lady notwithftanding that flic 
** by her dwelling in this Place was exempted 
** from this Jurifdidion (2) hath neverthelefs^ 
*' becaufe flie happened to be juft prefent, de- 
V clared herfelf as foUoweth : 

^ueji. How old are you ? 

Anf. Twenty-four Years. 

^ Are you ftiU under the Authority of your 
Father? . • 

A. No, my deceafed Mother, for Reafons 
which I out of refped: to my Father will omit, 
hath effefted that my Brother and I have been 
exempted from his Authority. Guardians were 
then conftituted, but it is well known that we arc 
no longer Pupils or Minors. 

^ How came you to live here } 

A. I came hither to pay a Vifit to my.Friendf^ 
and I ftay here becaufe I like the Place. 

^ Have you been asked to Marry any body ? 

A. No, and what Count Schonberg faith about 
this hath not the refemblance of Truth. 

^ Have you ever been ordered to go to Pen- 
/ilvtini^? 

(i) Such Order? hadl not been given. 
, .(2) This plainly proves they wanted to be Independent, 
:for ambngft one hundred of them, there are not five that fettle 
.in one ix'd Place. Vide Sed.. 22, 37. 

'•• •;• A. No, 
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^A. No, I never heard or dreamed of fucK 4 
thing. 

^ Wai you go back Home at your Fathcr*i 
j-equeft? 

A. No, I will, not be forced, nor is it in his 
Ppwer to do fo. 

^ With whom have you lived here ? 

A. With the Counters Zinzendorfy and the Ladies 
ScbweinitZy Brukdorfsind Lein. 

^ Have you made any Agreement with your 
Father to feparate your refpcftive Lands ? 

A. Yes, all Things have been regulated about 
that Point. 

^ Arc you Independent ? 

A. Yes, I may do as I pleafe. 

^ What would you do if the Magiftratc 
fliould order you to go back to your Father ? 

A. I fee no Reafon they fhould force me^ to 
do any thing againft my Will. Every Body may 
live where he pleafes, and therefore will I not 
be forced (3). 

^ What do you thing of what Count Sbonberg 
fays about the Houfe of the unmarried Brethren 
and Sifters? 

A. I think he never had Opportunity to learn 
the Truth ; and my Father Ipeaks out of Animo- 
fity, therefore his Words are not worth any Notice. 

This was a a ftrange thing to the Sovereign, 
who direftly called for one of his Council, whom 
he ordered to read this Protocol to him, and to 
give his Opinion of the fame. This Gentleman 
reading the fame in his Lordfhip*s Prefence, made 
the following Remarks upon Mr. MarJhaL 

{a) That Caftellan Priefs was not ordered to 
kt the common Juftice examine the Lady, but 
to caufe her to be delivered into his Cuftody. 

(3] Here they conftfs'd that they wooU not refpe^t the 
1lk«eenqr^8 Orders. 
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(h) It is againft Reaibn to fuppofe the hndy 
to be exempted from the Jurifdiftion of Budingen^ 
for all JPcrfons, not excepting thofeof the higheft 
Rank, that dwelt at Herrnhaagy are fubject to 
the Authority of the Sovereign of Budingen. 

(c) The fecond Queftion that hath been aflced 
her is a very abfurd one for a Juftice of Un- 
derftanding, for it, is no queftion of a point of 
Fa6t but of a point of Law which no Child can 
decide. 

(d) The fixth Queftion is of the fame kind, for 
the Juftice cannotlcnow before both Parties have. 

. been examined, if the Lady was to be obedient 
to her Father or not ? 

Mr. il4if/&^/ replied. 

To (a) That the Orders had not been rightly 
delivered. 

(b) That they thought thofe who were not fet- 
tled at Herrnhdag to be exempted from the Jurif- 
iiV^on oi Budingen \ and, 

(c d) That the Lady could not be a Minor as 
/he was a Saxon^ dnd therefore could her Father 
have no more Power over her ; wherefore ftie was 
not obliged to return Home. 

Caftellm Preifs being confronted with Mr. Mar- 
fiudl depofed, he had brought an Order to him to 
deliver Lady Schuchman into his Cuftcdy to re- 
main in the fame till this Affair Ihould have been 
brought to its Conclufion. The former was 
therefore neprimanded for telling fuch Falfities, 
^uid for defending Cafes that were againft ail 
Laws : and he was ordered to deliver up the 
young Lady. .To this he replied : 

" The Lady who h^ only. paid a Vifit at 
** 'Herrnbaagy was. already goiie out of thefe Ter- 
^' fitories to Ldnl^eim, aa immediate Village bo-' 
5* longing to the Knights of the Empire. 

He 
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f- He addreffed himfclf to the Sovereiign praying 
of him, 

'' To mitigate the too clofe Queftions of this 
^* Counfellor, and he would drop this Matter. • 

The Prince told him, that he very much dif- 
^pproved their Conduft, and infilled upon the 
delivering up the Lady as foon as (he fliQuld 
come to them, forbiddiing in the mean time to 
Marry her againft her Father's confent. This 
Affair was not touched any farther, as Major 
Shuchman fecni'd to have dropt it, nor were the 
HerrnhtUers 2SVf more troubled about it, as both the 
Aufirian and French Armies invefted this County, 
which confequently felt all the Troubles of Wan 
It was befides this, a favourable Accident fOT the 
Moravians^ as two new Counfellors had but juft 
taken their Seats in the Regency of Budmgen^ 
who therefore were quite ignorant of the former 
Proceedings, and did find Employment enough 
in getting fufficient Intelligence of this Prince-'t 
AiFairs, befides this Syftem. 

SECT. XI. 

Mr. Beuning came by the means of a Loan to 
the Poffeflioil of Robrbacby Dude^Hm and Leufiadt^ 
("Sed:. 5.) which lafi; he had let again^ but his 
Admimftrator took Care of the two formcn 
His Moravian Brethren meddled in feveral Occar 
fions with thefe Affairs. In the Year 1745, arofe 
, many Complaints againft fome of the Inhabitants 
of thofe Places, and thefe moftly about Agree- 
ments for buying, concluded by the fame with the 
former Inhabitants and Subjedts, pardy with fo- 
reign People, The Defendants rehifed to appear, 
being duly fummoned before any BaiTiflFi or the 
Chancery, This caufed the Mortgage-Contract 
to be looked well into i wherein it was ^wjod, .that 

the 



the Sk)vereigii had exemjpted them from the Jurii^ 
didtipn of inferior Courts : faying, 

« The Creditor, his Servants living in the Caftle 
•^ and Houfes at Rohrbach^ Leuftadt^ Dudelfheintj 
** whereof he is the prefent PoiTeflbr, arid in thofe 
*' Places wherein he has the Privilege to receive* 
** whom he pleUfes, giving Security tor fuch Per- 
*^ fons, are entirely fubjeft to our Jurifdi6tion in 
** criminal Matters, and the fame are, in except 
^' thefe Points, exenipted from the Jurifdiftion o£ 
;•* our Regency. - 

This did not involve an entire Independence 
from the Superior's Authority, as the Creditor 
Was obliged to find Security for fuch People as 
he fhould receive by him. The Sovereign there- 
fore deputed a Committee of his Council to en- 
quire into his :Rights; and thefe Difputes. The ' 
Moravians^ on their fide, forbid the Defendants to 
appear before the fame : and Mr. Beumng^ to jufti- 
Tf thisj-alledged, that the following Words were to 
be found in an Original of the Mortgage Articles, 
which one of them had thus written : 

" Are entirely exempt from Our(i), and our 
5* Regencies Jurifdiftion.'* 

Upon thefe Words he grounded his Pretenfion 
to his Independence, and would in civil Matters 
be immediately under the Emperor. He would 
have the Exercife of a Court before which the 
foreign Plaintiffs were to appear when they were 
to complain againft the Moraviam , which 
fliould be adjufted there, or tfiey fliould 
come with them to Amjlerdam. Count Zinzen- 
dorf was here not idle, for he delivered a Nar- 
• (i) It eafy to gucfs how thefe Words from Oury were to be 
^and in this MSS. and were wanting in that of Budingen. 
Hence it a|)pears that th«y wanted to poflefs an aSH've Jurif- 
didlion : Could this be of any life to the Lender that dwelt 
at Amfterdam ? But it was of great Service to them if their 
Intention had met with Succefs. Vide Sed. fequ.

Tation of the Faft by Mr. Beuning^s AdmlAiftrii. 
tor Shukard^ and caufed the former to bring ia 
his Grievances* But the Sovereign remained in 
the Pofleflion of the Exercife of the Jurifdidlion, 
as they neglefted to appear upon his Summons i 
and becaufethat in the Articles they never had 
been declared Independent, neither had ♦another 
Jurifdiftion been therein ftipulated unto them, 
Remonftranfces were .made to Mr. Beuning and to 
Count Zinzendorf wherein it was reprefented, that 
they had taken Pofleflion of fuch Lands, that 
never before had had any perfonal Courts, but 
had always been fubjeft to thofe of fome Bai- 
liffs, and this merely to have therefrom the Pay- 
ment of the Intereft and of part of the lent Ca- 
pital. The Lender would not alter his falfe 
Opinions', and Things went on fo far that 
^le pretended requifitorial Letters fhould firft: be 
lent to him before any of the Inhabitants of 
thefe mortgaged Lands fliould be funnnoiied, ta 
anfwer for himfelf before the Regency upon be- 
ing indicted for Felony, which on the other- fide 
could never be allowed. 

The Moravians m2At afterwards the following 
Propofals. 

" Mr. Beuning^ or his Adminiftrator for him, 
*'. fhould have the firft Cognizance of Complaints 
** that Strangers fliould make againft any of the 
•* Inhabiitants of thefe mortgaged Lands, without 
^' doing any prejudice to the Right of appealing 
*^ to the Sovereign. They referved for themfelves, 
** that if the Sovereign would determine fiich 
" Suits wherein they were Defendants, he fliould 
*^ on the other fide when they fliould appear as 
** Plaintiffs before him : as when they fliould be 
*' attacked/ ill ufed, infulted by others, or fliould 
' ' . ** have 
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f^ have Occafion to feek for his Proteftion, dtf 
* them the utmoft Jufticc in his Power (2). 

The Prince was not willing to let the Lender 
have" this firft Cognizance, which had no Con- 
nexion with that Exemption from the ordinary 
Jurifdiftions that had • been granted them, ndr 
would he give any thing up for having a Right 
to defend a Religion he fufpedted already, and 
lyy deferring to give his final Refolution re- 
mained in the Pofleflibn of that Jurifdidtion thef 
wilh'd to have in their Hands. 

SECT. XII. 

The Houfe otifenburgh Meerholtz borrowed at 
diat fame Time 150000 Guilders of Mr. Beuning^ 
and mortgaged for this Loan the C^&ltMarien^ 
hnm with its Appurtenances (i). But the fame 
ibund foon afterwards how much it had been 
miftaken by being too forward in this Affair, 
and wanted therefore Redrefs for its Grie- 
vances ; or^ that the Caftle Marienhorn fhould be 
reftored after the Loan had been paid of No 
pofitive Anfwer could be obtained to this, becaufc 
chat Mr. Beuning had already, without the Count 
of Meerholtz\ Confent, put. the Countefs of 
Zinzendorf into the PofTeffion of it, the i8th of 
Jan. 1744, for her to enjoy the fame at the rate 
he had them, that Ihe might have them during 

{2) This Count Zinzenihr/ had put down himfelf, fo vigo- 
roufly does he fbrive to gain his Point. This Demand w^s de-^ 
trimental to the Lender, who was under an entire Subje6lu>n 
to Count Ztnzeiuiorfs Order, who made the fame for to mak« 
the former Odious, and fo to get the Mortgage the eaiier into 
Other Hands. 

(i) Count Zinxifuhr/ivi a Letter dated 27th of JMa^, ^7^7p 
to the Privy Counfellor Buljmger, by. giving a Defcrij^on of 
Marienbonty had, befide's telling many more Falfitics, the Impii« 
(t^QC \Q ^dU ii^ Spv^reigns of IJjft^gh his NtigUvurs. 



^Jier Plea/ure (2). For this Reafon Count Zitfzm^ ^ 
^rf made Prbpofals for 4 Convention with the 
Count of Budingtny for he faid that he would have 
nothing to do with the Count of Meerholtz^ as he 
iancy'd the fame to be his perfonal Enemy. Mr* 
JBeuning was foon expefted again in thefe Ter- 
xitories, and a good Idea of his being a fair Dealer 
'land reafonablc Man was always kept of him, and 
therefore the Convention was protradled. He 
arrived at laft at Marienbom^ and came alfo to 
Herrnbaag^ in the Spring of the Year 1747, 
•where Count Zinzendorf was at that Time : but 
the Hopes of feeing any favourable Propofals from 
the former entirely vaniftied, when he foon after 
ckclared,. that he was quite unwilling to conde- 
icend in the leaft, and how ready he Ihould be, 
tr> bring his Complaints before the Chamber of 
the Empire at Wetxlar^ if things Ihould not be 
done to his liking : which Declaration he repeated 
in the moft unbecoming Expreflions, the 20th 
^f February 1747. (3) Now Count Zinzendorf be- 
gan 

(2) This was done like all the cunning Tricks her Hufband 
deals in. Mr. Beuning had thefe Lands only one Year in his 
PoiTeflion, during which he was at great Expence to improve 
the fame. After this time the Price of all their Produ^s was 
x^fedy and Count Zinzendorf was in PofTeflion of them as long 
as the Count of MeerhoUx approved of him. But no fooner 
did the Differ eaces begin between them, than Count Xinzen- 
dor/ fcreencd himfelf with Mr. Beumng, who figned hi» 
Name- to every Letter that was written about this Affair, but 
Co^tXinzendorf y^2i%\^^ Secretary, who corrected all of them} 
which' Originals can prove. 

(3) At Siis Conjun^lore the Hermhuters werefo bufy about 
Mr. Beumng^ that altho' he formerlycame diredly to Budingen^ 
Jie now did not come th^re at all ; for they were afraid tha^ 
he, moved by his good Nature^ ihould enter into an Agree* 
ment without confuking them. Count Zinzendorf. perfuaded 
hixn to write a raoft uncivil, Letter which he himfelf had over- 
lo^k'd' and correfted, to make? the Sovereign hate Mr. Beuning 
mofe aiui more. All thefe Intrigues were pew things to thp 

new 
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gill to appear as a Mediator, thereto authorl^tcdT 
by Mr. Beuuing. He fometimes faid that he him- 
felf had given towards this Loan the Sum of 
90,000, and at others, of 100,000 Guilders, he 
declared himfelf willing to take the Mortgage for 
hlmfelf, and in Regard to the Count oi MeerhaUz^% 
Grievances, he made fuch Advances as feem'd to 
promife this Affair would be very amicably ad- 
jufted. He himfelf began the Negociation with 
Counfellor Brauer^ to whom the Count oiBudingen 
had given plain Power for to tranfaft this Bufi- 
nefs ; and to make' this Gentleman believe that 
he loved. Equity, he condefcended fomuch, that 
all Grievances were redreffed on the 23d of March 
1 747, fo that the Count of Budingen confented 
in the Ceflion to Count Zinzendorf {^). 

SECT* 

new Counfellors of BuJingen, To Mr. BramrYit wrote thus^ 
the zzdi oS February 1747. 

" This Moment I hear that Mr. Beuning at Marienbom^ 
. •* whom I, hindred by fo many Affairs, have not feen for 
** fome'Days, hath fent an Anfwer regarding his Affairs, to a " 
•' Refcript which had very much affronted him j (this was Mr. 
<< Beunings that he had corrected) I really am in fome fear» 
<* abo^tthc fame." 

Thefe Means he ufed to make Mr. Brauer believe, he knew 
nothing at all about this Letter before it had been difpatched, 
.to make the Gendeman think that he was afraid this Letter 
would affront the Prince, that he (hould be forry for it, if fo^ 
and then to infmuate, that not his Perfuafions but the rouglL 
Expreflions of the Refcript had occaiion'd fo unpolite Ex- 
preilions. 

(4) Here you fee another of Count Tjinzendorf^s Trick* 
which he ufed to obtain his Ends. In a Letter of his to th« 
t^ount of Budingen J the I oth of February 1 747, he faid ; 

** I often have told you that Mr. Beuning hath borrowed 
** himfelf the Money for this Loan, and the greateft Sum of 
** me at 4 per Cent, and that I have the Poffeflion of Markn-' 
<* bom inftead of the payment of Intereft." 

The 6th of December 1748, he faith, that Mr. Beuning had 

ptud but twelve thoufand Guilders towards this capital Loan.

At this T/ime, Mr. Brauer was Counfellor at 
the head of Affairs, who but lately was come td

his Admimftrator 5i^ai^^, the \ziia, oi Aftily 1747, thas: 
^ ^' I think it was always intended, Count TAnzendarf^ Nam^ 
*^ was not to be mentioned. How is it with this ? I cannot 
•* imagine why they want me to iay, I had Ixmtmed Money* 
** Does iny complying with their Demand, give any more 
" Right and Title ? 1 wiih you would refolvc me thefe Quef^ 
«* tions as foon as poffible, efpecially beca^fe 'Brother Weii 
*^ thinks I fhould give all my Affairs at Budingen and Meerholtx. 
** to the Mother (the Countefs of ZinzenJvff) but this I done 
" rdifti." 

This Letter was written a whole Yazif before COunc 
tiinzendotf became PoflefTor of the Mortgage, ^d hence it 
appears, how artfully he had fct the Wheels to move, to bring 
.Mr. BeumngiiiXo his Views. An Extrad of a Letter from ttieif 
diief Dean, Weisy written to Mr. Shukard, B^tddng^s Adminiftra* 
tor, the 20th oi September 1745, will ferve for the firft Proof of* 
what he here advances *, there he faith, 

" I have it ftill at Heart, that Beuning ihotfld make cvei' 
<* at 4 per Cent, to the Countefs of Xinxmdorf^ atl that ha 
«* po&fTes in the Counties of BuMngen and Meerholtsc. For my 
** Opinion is, that this would be good for him, for the Sifters 
«« and Brethren, and even for thee. Our Saviour fo corrobo^' 
<* rated my firft talking to him about it at Amftirdam^ that he 
'** agr^ to it. Since he altered his Opinion^ but at laft fa« 
** gave it a little more favourably." 

Sir. Beuning sinX&i to the- fame Perfoh &e ^thotS^pfem^ 
hety 1746. 

** They plague me moft fadly to ^ve toy Ai?axrs at Ar- 
*< dinffen and Meerboltz into the Cduntefs <3i7*inxeHdorfs Handsi 
** and thev promife to pay me the Intereft at 4 per Cent^ 
** from all ^cpences in Holland. Their Reafon is, that thou 
** walk obliged to ferve two Mafters, which gave birth to 
** feveral Troubles* I am obliged to give them my defini- 
<* tiVe Refolntion at the Arrival of the Brethren from England. 
** My Wif€ ha^ fpoke wiUi the Counteffe about this Matter^ 
** and fhe is not fdr it, and my Opinion is,,diat I could turif 
«« naoy Aings into more Profit by pofFeifing RoMuchi"' 
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proper to give him Notice that he was arrived at 
Herrnhaag. This he did in a Letter, dated the 
2dioi January 17 ^7 ^ which was a moft civil one j 
and he concluded the fame by laying, 

''I recommend me to you, and to the kind 
•' Direftion of you and your Lord." 

The fecond Proof of our AfTertion we fhall find in the Per- 
fuafionthey made ufe of to make poor Beumng{z,y, he had bor- 
rowed Money towards this Loan ; and the third is plainly to 
be feen in their urging this Gentleman, who did not approve 
of their Intent, to make the Writings of the Mortgage over to 
them. This Aey did before any mention about it was made 
to the Count of Ifenburg, Brother Wets by fly Means brought 
Mr. Beuning over to their liking, which thefe Words ofuis 
Gentleman, in a Letter to his Adminiftrator, the 7th of 
March i747> niake clearly. 

" Brother PTeis having play'd me a Trick a little while 
" before my Departure ; by afking me, whether I had fcnt 
*« fufficient Orders to deliver all Things to them ? Was an- 
** fwered : That I had given Orders, to deliver all the Grain, and 
'* that I ftiould fend my Accompts from Holland, 7bh caufes - 
. ** him to put many odd Things into the Father s (Count Zinaxn- 
** AorTs) Head. He fent me a Billet ^ ^whereupon Igaroe biiHthe 
*' Deeds of the CeJJiony but I begg'd that Brother Wcis JhouUkt 
" me alone. 

Count Xinxendorfy notwithftanding, wrote thus to the Count 
of Badingen^ the loth oi March 1748. 

" Had not you brought me into thefe Affairs, I fliould 

** have nothing to do with them^ — Mr. Beuning knew 

<« no other way but that I ftiould take Marienbomy and 
<* that he ftiould be the Poffeftbr of the Lands in Budingen:] 

This Nobleman always profefted that all he did was done 
to ferve the Counts of Ifenburg: for he wrote to the Count of 
Budingen the i oth of iv^r^^ry, 1747. 

** As he, (meaning our Saviour) hath been in this World, 
*' fo do I like to dwell in the fame. Now he was not up- 
«' on Earth that he would be ferved, but that he would ferve." 

'Tis true. Count Xinzendorf ferved fo far as to redrefs the 
Grievances of the Houfe of MeerholtXy but this he did to ferve 
himfelf, which really is againft that Principle which he, the 
17th oi January 1746, declared for out of his fundamental 
ones : when he faid : 

" Our Community hath this fundamental Maxim : Serve 
« others without bringing tiiem under any Obligation. Vid$ 
Scd 13. Numb. 31. 

Doubtkfs 
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Doubtlefs this Nobleman ufed thefe civil Ex- 
preflions to give Mr. Brauera favourable Idea of 
himfelf. For, by Orders of the Sovereign^ their 
Congregations in the City of Budingenj which a* 
Herrnhut Minifter held there, had been interdic- 
ted. This Count Zinzendorf did not like (i). 

(l) The Hermhuters were not contented to have their Ef- 
tablifliment at Hermhaagy but they did ftrive to fpread along 
the whole Country. They began to infringe the Rights of 
other Parifhes, and to perform the Church's Service when- 
ever any of diem came into another Village to pay a Vifit* 
They chriften'd the Children of them that were their Followers 
without afldhg any Permiflion, and even began to oppofe if 
they were hindred in it. Martin Doher, who at fcveral Times 
was the Miniilers at Hermhaagy baptized Children at Budingen ; 
and Count Xtnzendotf 6idi not fcruple to tell Mr. Brauer, when 
he had been admoniihed about this, 

** I did not know that it was in my Authority to hinder 
** him (i. e. Martin Dober from baptizing.) For if I had 
" known any Argument againft it, I Ihould not have permit- 
** ted him to do fo. I ftiall be obliged to you if you commu- 
«* nicate the Grievances of the Prefbitery in fri'vate. Ill 
** make good ufe of them^ and the Synod, which now is 
«' holden, is a favourable Thing in this Cafe. This Synod, 
** and not the Sovereign, ought to decide the Privileges the 
•« Hermhuters have at Hem^aag, I dire£Uy oppofed, but 
•* could not deny that the Gentleman belonged to the Com- 
•' munity of Herrnhut ; for they brought in fome other In- 
« fences.'* 

This plainly fhews how far they wanted to extend their Ec- 
defiaftical Rights ; for Count Zinzendorf faid, Jnno 1 743, about 
a Calvinift Minifter baptizing a Child ; 
" «« If the Father and Mother of the' Child are of the Lu- 
«* theran Perfuafion I'll protcft againft the Child's being baptiz- 
** ed by a Calvinift, and will hinder the fame as far as lies in 
«* my Power. And I (hall really miad if any fuch Thing is 
" done without giving Notice, if both Parents don t declare 
** themfelves Calvinifts." 

Mr. Langhuth behaved more mild, and would hinder the 
fam6 by the Animadversion he made. 

** It is to be obferved, that the Calvinifts look upon a Child 
*< baptized in their Confeffion, as upon a Profelyte, if ever 
<* th^ begin to keep up with other Religions, and this would 
** be the &ne if the Fadier of the Child would let ik^ fame 
** be educated in the Lutheran Perfuafion.'' 

D 2 The 
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The Irfiabitants of Hermbasfg who, by letting 
their People very hard to Work, beg^n to en- 
grofs the Commerce of the whole County to 
themfelves, were forbidden to do fo, becaufe they 
woiild not bdong to any Livery (2). The£x-i 
chequer began to miftruft their Specifications of 
feveral Sums of Money which they (hould pay 
for their PrOte6tion, as well as their common 
Court of Judicature, which fent thefe Reckonings 
in. The Regency of Budingen fufpe6led them* 
more in particular, not to deal fairly widi fuch 
Sums as Strangers were to pay when they would 
become Heirs of any of thefe new Inhabitants. For 
no Jujlice had taken any Oath for this (%). The 
Exemption from the Sovereign's Jurifdiftion had 
not been granted them, (Vide Stdi. 11.) and the 
Regency began to look upon Herrnbaagzs aDe-r 
triment to the Sovereign, as by fuch peculiar Rules 
his Emolument could be but fmaH. Count Zi»- 
zendorf wrote upon this laft Article to Counfel- 
lor Brauery the 27th of January ^ 1747- 

" I have a fmall Propofal to make you, which 
*' will be for the good of our Houlhold for the 
** future, till things at Merrfihaag fhall be well 
*' regulated. It is this: You to fend me a Bil- 
*' let, without putting to the End or Begin- 
" ningof it any Titles of Ceremony, to lhwt«4 
" the fame, e. g. I find luch and fuch thiij^gs 
" to be fo, i^c. and I to fend you my Opi- 
^' nion^ by the way of making Remooftrances 
^ of the Confequences thefe things would have

" I Ihould be forry to fee any Difturhances 
** arifc about this Matter. I will not take the 
** Defence of Counfeljor Meyer hof upon me j but 
♦^ this I affure you, he did not love ipC) but 
*^ he did his Lord, and he hath nothing granted 
^' to the Brethren without confulting the former's 
•* Intercft(5),

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Counfellor Brauer anfwered the 30th of Jan. 

" Your Honour's of the 25th, 1 received but 
" laft Saturday in the Evening, and I am ready 
/^ to hear your Propofal whenever I can have 
** the Honour to wait upon you ; and after our 
** interview further Meafures may be taken. I 
** muft allow that particular Prudence is re-. 
^' quired to bring fuch a Number of People of 
** luch different Notions under one head, and that 
*' no Second to you could be found pofleffed of 
^^ fuch a Capacity, or who could make right Ufc 
*' of the fame. I therefore am thoroughly c6n- 
*' vinced, that you can do more at Hermbaag 
*' than what you fhould gain by being Bailiff of 
*^ this Town. .It would certainly caufe Sulpicion 
" if you (hould openly adminifter this Office, 
*' and this you could not help to feel. The 
** Honour of feeing a Perfon of his own Rank 
** one of his Subjeds, would be too great for 
*' my Sovereign. 

*' My Lord thinks that the building of Herrn^ 
*' baag is of no Profit to him or his County, and 
** this is a Truth of which his illuftrious Rela- 
*^ tions have often try'd to give a plain Demon- 
** ftration. 

*' *Tis true, the building of this Town hath 
*' brought a great deal of Money into this Pro- 
" vince, and does fo ftill. Yet the Sovereign 
*' hath no Profit by it, and the County but a very 
** inconfiderable one. The Emolument which a 
^' few of his Subjedls thereby enjoy cannot balance 
*' the Detriment it brings to others, which at laft 

cumbrances . So they paid but the intrinfic Value for the fame. 
7'hey paid nine Years together for their ProtedUon yearly, no 
more then 250 Guilders. Now B^y body may judge if this 
Sum is too lar^e to pay for. a Place which contains about one 
thoufand Inhabitants. And where can you find the Profit the 
Houfe of Budtn^en hath had by them ? 

« muft 
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*^ muft make the Lord of the Manor a Lofer, 
*' or muft do fo' in time to come. The Maxim, 
*' The more populous a Country is^ the greater is its 
** Sovereign^ proves true only among great Mo- 
*' narchs, who have their ftanding Militia, and 
** who have Revenues from the Excife that is 
*' paid for all Commodities. Here the Cafe is 
*-' otherwife ; the Sovereign hath of his Subjects 
*' no more than the cuftomary Taxes, befides that 
" the Tenants and Tradefmen tnuft defray the 
*' Incumbrances of the Empire and the Circle. 
*' Thefe laft are regularly paid, when the Num- 
** ber of the Inhabitants does not raife the Price 
*' of Vifbuals. Here the contrary happens : M^ 
** nufafturers and Tradefmen are obliged to pay 
** more for their Living than they did formerly ; 
** for the building of Herrnhacig hath augmented 
" the Buyers, and other Prices of Goods cannot 
** be raifed in proportion to this. Thefe laft are 
" moftly fent Abroad, fo they muft be §ufFerers 
" by it, if not ruin'd ; and this the more, as the 
" Tradefmen of Herrnhaag work fo much for this 
'* County, whereby the Bulinefs of other Inha- 
" bitants finks and makes them poor. TheNum- 
*' ber of your Tradefmen is fo great, that the 
" Products of the Land is not fufficient to pror 
^* vide for them all -, fo the old Subjefts, as well 
^' as thofe at Herrnhaag^ are obliged to buy of 
**■ Strangers, and by thefe means, the Money that 
*' arifes from our NecefTaries goes into other Coun- / 
*' tries. The Waggoners only have had fome 
«' Profit by thefe new Buildings, but this only. 
** fubfifts till the fame is finifhed, or till the 
*' Builders have provided themfelves with Car- 
<< riages. Where is alfo the Profit you think that 
** the Sovereign hath by you ? Is it that his Sub- 
♦« je^s who are obliged to pay him Taxes, to

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<♦ and incapable to pay their Dues? Or do you 
^^ imagine it is in that, that others are rich which

** yoq what I think, and humbly hope you wont 
«• take it amifs. I will fay nothing of other Scruples

Count Zin4endorf^ anfwered: 
^* I believe you jeft in your reafoning upon my 
♦♦ Bailiffffiip, or I Ihould wonder that you, in good 
♦^ earneft, could think, that I ihould foUicit you 
** to give me this Office at Herrnhaag. I did not^^ 
*^ want to be your Master's BailiiF, but I would 
^* only be yours. You Ihould not write to me 
^^ ill tht: ftyle of a Lawyer, tho* I am acquainted 
*^ with the fame, and diiapprove it ; but you fhould 
♦^ have been fincerely open-hearted. You Ihould 
^^ aot call Reflexions upon the whokj which can- 
^* not be altered to every new Counfellor's liking \ 
^* but have given me Orders about Things which 
^* more in particular take their Origin from that 
^' whole. I then Ihould have taken pains to put 
*^ the fame into a prompt Execution, and to or- 
** der all things fo that another Perfon would be 
♦^ found to fucceed me. For I fee very well that 
^* both Parties have grown miftruftful in my 
^^ Abfence, and that a Community, which the 
^' greateft Princes do honour, cannot fufFer to 
^' receive fuch Letters as hath been done when I 
*^ was not pref^nt. I won't enter into any De- 
<* tail, ril forget what is paft, if Time to come 
^^ only proves better (6),

To this Count Zinzendorf received the follow- 
ing Anfwer, the 9th of February. 

*^ Your Honour feems difpleafed with my Let- 
*', tcr, and to difapprove my Condudl ; feveral of 
*^ your Expreffions and Reproaches make me' 
*^ think fo. I find no Pleafure in theCommuni- 
•• ty's Difcontent. For this Reafon I will not 
** entei: into any Detail, but fhall only obferve, 
** that I am fo far from having cultivated any 
** Sufpicion, that I never have raifed any. Its 
*' Birth comes from the Connexion Affairs have 
'' at Herrnhaag^ and from feveral Rules there, and 
** I have ^:ried rather to remove the fame than to 
*' nourifli it, which I can prove by authentic 
** IR^cords. 'Tis true, my Lord, that the Counts 
*' oi MeerhoUz hsLYt borrowed of you 300,000 
*' Guilders at 4 per Cent, to reinftate their do- 
*' meftic Affairs, but it is undeniable, that the 
** Contrafts made for this Loan have brought 
*' forth the Sufpicion you complain of. I wont here 
** obferve, that you at leafl have 6 or 7 per Cent..

lawfiil, that the Houfe of Meerhohz would pay again the Sum 
of 150000 Guilders. But he thought it to be lawful wheu 
Mr. Btunhg was obliged to recall ^e fame Sum.

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^^ Hufbaridry, Diligence, and heavenly Benedic- 
** tions have their Influence in it. But this I muft 
** needs fay, that if the real Intereft of my Lords

*^ to be his Duty. But who can deny, that he 
*' could have had Security which would have 
*' caufed no Sufpicion, and this Truth hath a 
*' great Influence in the Affairs of Hermhaag in 
** regard to their Connexion. The Difference 
•' or fo many forts of People that cultivate thefe 
*' Lands, the private Intereft of every one of them 
'* which here interferes, the Independence they 
*^ claim a Right to, the Confufion which fo 
*' often arifes from this Pretenfion, their Habi- 
*' tation amongft the old Subjefts, who bate them, 
*' feeing that they only pay the Taxes > this I fay 
*' are the Rocks, whereon the Harmony and Con- 
*' cord are ftaved to Pieces, Herrnhaag by itfelf 
*' would not caufe fo much Trouble (lo). To 

(lo) Their real Syftem was not known yet at Budingen, for 
the Letters which we have alleged. Note 4. to Sedt. 12. were 
iiow produced for the firftTime. 
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«< this. Flace my Lotd hath granted Privileges,' 
*« and it ftill enjoys the fame; notwithftanding 
*« he did not imagine this Town would ever be- 
** come a place of any Importance. Prudence 
«* requires now, to prevent the Ruin of the old 
^ Subjeds which this new Town threatens. This 
" is the Reafon of the two Letters, which yoH 
•^ think too harflily written. It ftands to Reafon 
<* that the Sovereign muft take more Care for the 
** Prefervation of hisoJd Subjefts, whereupon his 
<* Revenues do depend, than for new ones which 
•-* yield him hardly any Profit. If Herrnhaag 
^ payed alike with other Town?, its Inhabitants 
** would be permitted to gain as much as other 
•* Subjedts do. But to enjoy all Liberties, in a 
^ Place that daily grows more populous, and to 
•* leave the Sovereign nothing but the Shadow of 
**■ Sovereignty, without Profit, are moft incom- 
'^** patible Things." 

Count Zinzendorf declared, the nth oi Feb. 

** I for my part agree to all that you fay (i i ), 
«* but no fooner come Matters to be adjufted, 
** but the other Party hath fo many Obje&ions, 
** that it is very hard to anfwer them, and then it 
*' is faid, what hath been written^ is written^ elfe 
** there could be no Dealings in this World. I 
♦* opened my Mind to your Lord in regard to 
*' the Affairs of Meerholtz^ and he will, I doubt 
•' not, tell -you of it. I hope that after two or 
** three Years time there will be no more ufe 
** made of the Word But^ if you only deal with 
** me from the bottom of your Heart, except 
♦* when that invincible Error, we are but human 
•* Creatures (Homines fumus) fhould occafion it." 

(t 1 ) Here he difapproves Things which he before called the 
Accomplifhment of his Defires(Sec Seft. 5.) for all that every 
thing was ordered to kis Mind.

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The feme Nobleman gave a Defcriptkm of him- 
felf in a Letter to the Sovereign, the loth of Fe^. 
faying, 

" If ever you have been pleafed to take me for 
*' an honeft Man, you'll receive this Letter as 
*' it is, and wont think me able to debafe my^ 
" felf fo far at any time, that I Ihould make ufe 
*^ of Metaphors to hide my Sentiments (12). 

** Thefe and all my Expreflions you may believe 
*' to be always the beft that I know of, to declare 
*^ my Mind. If I do not this as it ought to bc> 
*' it is not the fault of my good Will, but it hap* 
*^ pens becaufe I cannot do it. Nobody is under 
*' more Concern than I, if my Friends cannot uh*- 
*' derftand me. For I never have de^t with In* 
** trigues, but have learned to maintain the Ways 
** of our Lord, that are fo full of his Love to* 
*^ wards me, and in which he leads me, by a 
^' Method which is not common, and therefcH^ 
** is often for a while mifliked, but hath ait laft 
^* always been found to be very true and fimpfe. 
** This fome take to be the moft refined Politicks, 
** not knowing that divers Methods may pr<Kiuoe 
" the fame Effeft. My Charafter, which I fcy the 
** Grace of the Lord have fliewn wherever I have 
'* been is, that I am open-hearted, compaffionate, 
** reafonable, and eafy to deal with. And becaufe 
*^ I have always, brfbre the beginning of any N^ 
** gociations, been more anxious to prevent other 
*^ People's Lofs and to fecure their Gain, than 
^* they were thcmfelves (13), hath rendler^d.my 
*^ fimple Method more agreeable, that of itfelf is 
^ a Httle rough. You will wonder how I came

** fe6t of this Simplicity, and, I think, I derive 
" a Right from the innumerable Calumnies that 
** are fpread of me, to tell my Friends the Truth 
*' of myfelf. For this I may fay with Joy after 
. *' St. Paul^ My Neighbours do not like me. Be^ 
** fides it is of a great Confequence to know per 
*' feftly well what I am ; for many things do 
*' depend, upon it (14).** 

" Ijuft now faw one of your Letters to Mr, 
** Beuningj which m^kes me write to you. For 
** you mention therein my Name afrelh, and feem 
** to think as if you did me fome Service in the

*' prove of what I fay you would not plague me 
** fo often in this manner, nor repeat it thus, for 
** all that I have made you frequent Remonftranccs

" I often told you, that Mr. Beuning hath bor- 
** rowed Money at 4 per Cent, towards this Loan,

*' hath been tranfafted with Meerholtz^ was againft

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*V turn, that I entirely difapproved this Negoeia^ 
*' tion with Meerboltz^ but that I, out of R^ard^

*' Budingen^ nor do any thing therein by which I 
^' could be f^d to be the Gainer (i6). 

He proceeded to give an Account of the Con- 
du6t of the Count oiMeerholtz^ criticifes the fame^ 
and wanted to know this Lord's Intention ; or if 
the fame only wanted to fatiate himfelf in thfc 
Perfecution of the Moravian Church : to which he 
adds, 

" This is of greater Weight. IfMeerhdtz be*- 
^' gins to quarrel with the fame I fhall have a good 
*' Opportunity to lay open that quack- fcribbling of 
*' thofe Writers that have attacked us. A Prince 
*' of the Roman Empire hath no more Reafon to 
** ground himfelf upon thefe Writings, than if

At laft he faid : 

" But deareft Coufin, I don't make a Joke of 
•' your Difpleafure. My Coufins at Wachterfiacb 
*' have not troubled themfelves to fliew me any 
*' Friendfhip, and if I reafon as a Man of Senfe^ 
^^ I muft think, that they at ik&^rM/z don't like

acknowledged, in a Letter written by him in the Month of 
May^ Anno 1 745 . That he had been reftlefs till he had pro- 
cured 150000 Guilders for both his Sovereigns. By this hie 
fays that he was infbiimental in the Negociation for die Loan, 
and he^protefledagainflthe Contradt for the fame. See Sed. 
12. Note 4. 

(17) He ridicules here all Writings againil him, and ftiles 
liis Conununity the Mora<vian Church, contrary to what he 
faid before of the fjiime. Sed. 2, and 38, .

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^* mt at Marimborn^ I ^ont be hated by theifi^' 
•* and this made me move from thence. With 
** Budmgen it hath not been ib : you loved me as 
** deaiiy as I ^id you. Yeur late Spoufe, the 
•' dear GeneraJi, and all your dear Children were 
** not only civil and benevolent, but quite con- 
<• fident with me, and it vexed tne moft fadly 
•* to fkKi your Love to be cocrf about a Year ago. 
•* You cannot think that I am indifferent to 
*' yott, bccaufe I don*t come ,fo often to you* 
** Inmwnerable and cc^itinuai Occupations, hinder 
*^ me, to dine twice a Week with Perfons of -Qua- 
** lity 5 and I cannot forbear to fhcw how mey

** merly liked Hermbaag^ now it feems you don't

*' agreed to this becaufe he knew that it could

" therefore been laid upon the Houfes and Rooms, 
** &c. thinking you would have the fureft Reve- 
** nues by paying you fo much for every Room, 
.*' as the number of the Buildings is fo confider- 
** able. I cannot imagine where one could 
** make more Profit, than you have, of an empty 
*' Ground, except at Amfterdam^ for I have paid

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•* for my three Houfes this Year above three hun> 
** dred Guilders C^o), 

*' I have two Baronies in England, for one of 
*' thefe I pay yearly no mo;'e Ground-Rent than 
*• one white Rofe ; for I paid the reft when I 
'^ bought it, and nobody will trouble me here- 
*' after. For the other, which contains more than 
*' ten thoufand Hufes, I p^y no more than 300 
*' or 400 Guilders. AH fuch Things are accord- 
*' ing to the firft Agreement, fo the Alteration in 
*' the Taxqs is of no Confequence, if they are 
*' regularly paid in, and there remains no fear 
*' of any frivolous Dilputes from this quarter. 

*' Pray favour me again with your Love and 
*' Confidence, or tell me wherein I have offended 
*' you. Tell me freely how you like Herrn- 
*' haag fliou'd be, and FU do any thing that lies 
** in .my power (21). But let me fee once every 
** thing fettled that I may not here only live in 
*' Tt-Qubles, enjoying every where elfe a perfect 
*' Tranquillity. For it is impoffible for me to 
** ftay here always, as it hath pleafed the Lord to 
** commit twenty fuch Places to my Care, 

The late Count of Budingen, being an extraor- 
dinary mild tempered Perfon, gave for Anfwer ; 
That he himfelf did not like any Alteration, as 
long a« Experience or other evident Proofs did not 
permade him to the contrary, and that he wilh*d 
to adjuft their mutual Differences in an amicable 
manner without any Rigour, as well thofe 
which the Moravians had with his Coufin at Meer- 

(20) They laid the Taxes upon the Rooms, and would not 
pay any Ground-Rent. If the former were not inhabited th© 

• Kevenues of the Sovereign were leffened ; and this they had 
always in their Power to effeft. So they often threatened to 
leave the Town entirely, which they, by the fame Means, 
wanted to make of more Importance.

MfZy efpicially thofc that arofe from their pre- 
tended Independence* A Conference was holden 
between Count Zittzendorf znd Counfellor Brauer^ 
Who had plain Power from the Count of A^et- 
hltz/ This paffed with great Civility. The 
fubjeft of it was the Complaints of MeerboUz in 
regard to Marienborn. To thefe Count Zinzeniorf 
declared himfelf in the moft reafonable Terms, 
and made no Difficulties, not even iipon fiich 
Points as he could have found ground for them. 
But to the Grievances of Budingen he pretended 
to be a Stranger ; and wrote the 13th of Februarf^ 

^* I am entirely a Stranger to thefe Affairs, and 
%** don't doubt to many Differences. It is impof- 
** fible to avoid them, when Juftice makes two 
•• different Contrafts in the fpace of fix Years, 
«« by which the Statutes of the Places were never 
<* regulated, as I always undertake to prove (12). 
^* And it is better that the Sovereign confirms tnc 
*« fame than to draw them up by the way of a 
^* Contraa." 

By thefe means he ufed to learn the Count of ' 
Budingen^% real Intention, who referred himfelf to 
his Letter of the 30th oi January ^ and that of the 
c)th of February. This Lord further declared, 
that the Inhabitants of thefe mortgaged Lafids ' 
could not be independent, and they caufed great 
fufpicion, by regulating their Affairs at Herrnhaag^ 
as well as in the Country, in fuch a manner that 
the Sovereign fhould be deprived of the JurildiC- 
tion in his own Demefnes; and that he could 
have no more Intelligence of their Affairs, than 
what they fhould like to give him. Further, that 
it was very unjufl to pretend he fhould truft their -li

{22) This proves that Count Zinzendorf had already Mf ' 
Views diredea to the Statotes he wanted to have Conilfsti^* c 
Seft. z6^ 'I 

any I 
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•ny Office at Htrmhaag. The firft Article he 
wanted to adjuft whilft Mr. Beuning was prefcnt, 
and faid, that if they intended to poflefs the mort- 
gaged Lands for no other Piupoic, the Admi- 
ftiftration of them might be put into the Debtors 
Hands, and the Creditors latisfied with having 
the Writings, which, if required, fhotild be con- 
firmed by the Emperor. He would let them farm 
the Revenues of Herrnbaag^ whereby all Smug- 
gling could be prevented. To this Count Zin- 
xenderf replied : They wanted a great deal of 
<5rain, Fruit, iSc. for fuch a Multitude of Peo- 
ple, and therefore it was neceflary to have the Pof- 
fefiion of thefe Lands. 

He was told : It was eafy to pay the Intertft, and 
part of the Capital, in fuch Neceflaries according 
to a Tax which fhould be agreed upon, and that 
It would be the fame to Budingento pzj ready Cafh 
or this way. He replied : That Mr. Beuning was 
whimfical, and would perfift in his Contradt for 
thirty Years, and that if his Coufin, had to deal 
with them they would fee that he was not a 
Merchant ; but that he had an honed Hearty 
and that then there would be no Difficulties to 
fiirrender the Lands in the feailiage of Dudeljheim^ 
if be could only -have the jpofleffion of Leuftadt. 
That he rather fliould take but 2 per Cent, to 
fcrve his Coufin, if the latter would difcharge 
him from the other Incumprances, and would 
acquit the Differences with the Neighbours (23).

'(23) This he did to make lAt. $ff^ odious and ldm« 
ielf beloved, luid for this Reafon oSered to take but 2 per 
tenC Intereft for the lent Capital, and thought to have by 
this devolved the Hoofe of Sudingen. He wondered therefore 
rcry mach, when the fame refufeti to accept of dys 0£kJ^ 
jfer he Taid about the 2Qdi of January ^ 1747* 

«* The acdde^ital I(tea I had to take no more then 2 per 
^ C^t fxa^ t;he Xoao^ was bat an fi&ft of m Kiadneft 
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Thefe Coiifeirertces began to be very frequent after 
Mr. Brauer had made his Report of them. Count 
Zinzendorf did hence perceive that no Objeftion 
was made againft his Perfon, as his Propofals were 
jiot entirely rejefted by talking about them fro 
^nd con. He defired that propofals ihould be 
. made hiro in Writing ("24). This Affair was then 
brought before the Council : and the Vote of this 
College was: 

" Thgt it was a bad Meafure to have enter'd 

;*' into a Contrad: for thirty Years with Mr. Beun- 

*' /»?■, granting thereby fuch Privileges to the Mo-

.« for yon,, for nobody in the general Diaconate would hear 
;^" any fuch Propofal, and I rnyfelf thought only once fo by Acci- 
"'' dent. I wonder therefore that you give me a plain Refu- 
** fal, as if I had not made you a right Propofal for it, which 
"/' would be of Prejudice to you. 

* (24) This was done to get the Propofals of the Houfe of 
'^Budingen into hi« Hands, to make the World believe that 
^e never had any Thoughts of maldng this Mortgage a Pro- 
perty of his own, and that Budingen had made fuch Offers. 
For nobody knew then, that he had been fo induftrious to 
•T^tung this- idhis Ends, ^ct Seft. 12.^ Note. 4. 
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*' which they already had threatned- the Count of 
'' Meerboitz. They would remain in Pofleflion du- 
" ring the fame, and fo the Evil could not ceafe. 
** Before the Expiration of the Contraft, it would 
'* be an Impoflibility to come to the Pofleflion of 
*' Leuftadty which Place they already had let to 
*' one of their People upon aLeafe for twenfjr-two 
*^^ Years, and this Perfon was to have an Indemni- " 
" fication in cafe things fliould be alter'd. Therc- 
*' fore was it thought more proper to chufe theleafl: 
'• of two Evils. The leaft: of them was reckoned, to

** (c) Count Zinzendorfs Propofal to take this

' ** entirely. Such a Liberty of Confcience could 
*' then be granted them as would agree with the 
^ Will of our Lord,' and all honeft Sentiments, 
*' A godly honeft impartial Perfon could then be 
<* put at the head ox their Community, without 
^* whofe Prefence they Ihould not hold any Con- 
<* gregations, nor treat about any religious or civil 
** Matter. By this their re^ Mind would be 
** fooner difcover'd, and, if found without any 
^* Peril, they might enjoy Peace and Quietnefsr/* 

Propofals agreeably to this Opinion were de- 
livered to* Count Zinzendorf^ with the annexed 
Condition, that it was agreed, he (hould become 
the only Creditor according to his Offers, and 
Ihould have the Pofleffion ot Leufladt if he would 
return the other Lands and Farms, and that the 
Affairs of Herrnhaag ihould be afterwards regu- 
lated. This Declaration was made the 8th of 
Mareb 1 747. He gave to diis a fhort Anfwer, the 
i^th of Marcbj faying: 

" You may be fure the Count of Budingen hadi 
". not to deal with me as with a Merchant, but as 
*' with a Friend. I don't cargif I lofe by him 
^* fome thoufands, cvcnlhould it be ten or twelve 

" thouland 
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f* thoufand Guilders. Lofe I muft, fo I ,muft 
^> only ftrive to make my Lois as inconfidcrable 
<* as can be. For I reckon it part of my worldly. 
*^ Duties to do at this Cpnjundhire any thing thaf 
f* tends to your Matter's Profit/* 

After tbefe Affairs refted for a while* fo that 
the new Counfellors at Budingen^ gained time to 
fee a little more of the Moravian Conftitutions, 
and to look over the Records and printed Rela- 
tions about them ; from which they learned the 
whole Proceedings of this People. 

Towards the end of Aprils Mr. Brauer fpol» 
with Count Zinzendorf^ who declared, that fomc 
body fhould farm the Revenues at Herrnbaag^ 
and he would bring a Printing-Oflice to that 
Town, for which he alfo would pay a confidcr-* 
^le Tax. But he did not explain himfelf about 
the Premifes Mr. Beuning had in Poflcflion, and 
which they wanted to be independent. The Sovc*- 
reign wanted nothing more than to get rid of the 
Obligation this Contract had brought him under 
for thirty Years. Counfellor Bramr made there- 
fore the following Declaration the i&oiMay^ 

*' I have not failed to make the Report foon 
^* after my Return of what your Honour hatlv 
•« been pleafed to tell me about the farming the 
*♦ Revenues ztHermhaag^ as;^eU«s ofygurln- 
*• tention to bring a Printing-Officc thither. BuF 
•* neither my Matter nor the General have yet pofi«- 
^* tively refolved upon this. They anfweredonly, 
•^ They expedled firft your Anfwer to their Propp^ 
** fals and they flhould declare themfdv^J about it. 

This Declaration was drawn up according^U) 
the Opinion given by the Council, wherein this 
Printipg-Oflice was thought to be a dangerous 
Mattaer, as their Syftem was not yet rightlf 
upder^3od ; and as many learned Writers feeihed 
to prove out of the Scripture^ that the Mora--

Claris ^fJtrt guilty of many Errors, Schifm and Dif- 
fidence from all the three Religions that are to be' 
fuffered in the Empire. Budingen would there- 
fbre become part of thefe Offences and help them 
to propogate their falfe Dodrines, if fuc)i a Privi- 
kge fhbuld be granted them. And if, neverthc- 
lefs, the lame Ihould be conferred upon them, this" 
Condition was to be annexed, that nothing Ihould 
be printed the;re relating to religious or civil Mat-* 
ters, that had not before paft the Cenfurers Hands. 
But things came not fo far that it Ihould have 
been neceffary to confult under what Conditions 
' this Article could be granted them : for Count 
Zinzendorf anfwer'd in a general Declaration -, 

*' I wonder at what you fay about the Printing- 
*' Office, I never did want any Conceffion for it, 
** and think I have no Occafion for it, for all 
*' things that belong to me mull enjoy the fam^ 
'' Privileges which I have in thofe Places where I 
" am (25). The General hath as far as I know 
*' no Coregcnt, and I do not intend to be forced 
" to fuch things as to do that good-natur*d Ac- 
" tion to put them again in the Pofleflion of the 
>' mortgaged Lands (26). 

" I have 

(25) Hence you may fee how far Count Zinzendorf ex- 
tends his Bufmefsj He thought the Count of Budingen would 
give the Concefiion for the Printing-Office if there was paid 
for the fame the yearly Revenue of 1 50 Guilders. But when 
he found that this would not do, he began to confider the 
keeping of this Office as a Privilege granted already, for which, 
lie had no. Occalion to afk for any Permiifion. 

(26) Count Zinzendorf was of the fabie Mind with Mr. 
Brauer^ about the PofTeffibn of thefe mortgaged Lands ; for this 
lie declared in a Letter to this Gentleman which we have re- 
cited in this Paragraph. By this he induced the Sovereign to 
agree that he Ihould become the fole Creditor. No fooner 
did Count TjinzendorfyxnAtv^zxidi th^t the Count of Budingen 
made no Objedlion againft the Propofal, but he appeared as a 
Mediator, having all the while the Jnftrument of Mr. Betm* 
ing'^s Ceffion in his Pocket.

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*' I haye nothing at all to do with thefe. Pre- 
** mifes, and Vl\ return Mr. Beuning the Con- 
^* trd£t I made with him, if you require, it, to 
** make your Negotiation quite tree (27). I won^t 
"*' farm Herrnhaag^ I Ihall not ftay long there, 
** and perhaps fhall not fee the Place for feme 
" Years, I have taken fo much 3Bufinefs upon 
•* me in Stlefia^ Holland^ and England^ that 1 fliall • 
** have no time to ftay here. AH my Propofals 
** were made with the Intention to double my 
*^ Coufin's Revenues at Herrnhaag by an eafy me- 
** th6d, and this fo much more, as I know that 
^' thefe will leflen by the fame degrees as the 
*' Number of Inhabitants will do (28). I (poke 
** to you about the Printing-Office, as^ I had 
*' done with the late Counfellor Meyerhoff^ only 
** to fatisfy Mr. Stors^ for I do not like to 
*• hurt a Child-, much more to wrong one of 
*' his Rights. But I never took it to be a 
*' Conceffion, when I was invited to bring the

*' This Office belongs to the Synod of the

fo rude an Anfwer, that it gave Sufpicion, that he intended 
fomething elfe than to deliver up the Farms, and to be con- 
tented with the Writings and the Pofreffion of Leuftadt, 

(27) In the mean Time that he aflured Budingen would 
find he had not to deal with a Merchant, he was^ about bring- 
ing the Mortgage into his own Hands, ^ee Seft. 12. Note 4. 

(28) Count ZiTTzendorfs Behaviour wa:sr fo civil only to 
make himfelf Creditor to the Houfe of Budingen. 

(29) What he tells here about an Invitation given him is a 
notorious Falfity. For his own Letters are at hand, in which 
Jie defired to have the Conceffion for the Printing-Office after 
the Houfe of Meerholtx had forbidden the fame to be kept at 
Marienbom, in the Year 1744 and 45, which Orders they did 
not obey. Nor would he in the Year 1747, when he wanted t6 
bring this Office to. Budingen^ have offered the yearly Payment 
of I CO Guilders for the f^une if he had thought himfelf autho-

** I prpmife you therefore that I fliall leave my 
•* Abode here, and all that belongs to it, at the

•* tinue in their prefent Situation. 

Mr. Brauer anfwered to this : 

'* I ihall make the Report of your Letter very 
** foon, but in more moderate Terms, ril hot 
*' throw Oil into the Flame, your Equity, Love 
** and Efteem for my Lord, would have been put 
*' beyond all Sufpicion if the change of your 
•* Abode was not to be made fo foon.** 

Count Zinzendorf replied : 

•' What I wrote to you was not for you to (how it, 
*• but to let you fee the very bottom of my Heart, 

A few Weeks after this he fent word, that he 
would take Leuji^l in his Pofleflion at 2 or 2 and 
a half per Cei^t. out of mere Love for the Sove- 
ragn, if he could have the fame by a Contract to 
buy it, wherein the Sovereign could put fome 
Claufes regarding a Releafe of the fame Town, 
beiides referving certain Rights, the Maintenance 
of which by Law-Suits, hath been the Ruin c£ 
many. He, on his fide, wanted^oply fuch Privi- 
leges 
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Icgefi m would &rve tppreiervie their religioiis 
R^kSf am} for to encourage other3 to come s^d 
dwidl with hip. To this he added : 

** But if you have changM your Mind about 
" tiais, a3 you have done with regard to fJ^r^- 
" i^^y it is a thing indilFerent to me 5 more 
** ^fpecially as I am certain I Ihall hav^ sxQ Fit>- 
** fit, but lofe by it, and as my Views are only 
** to make you rejoice, and to render your Ser- 
** vices fruitful and memorable' to the Houfe of 
** Ifenburgb (30) 

This Letter gave no Satisfaaion to Mr. Brmer\ 
who anfwered he had not yet made the Report of 
the Count's two laft Letters, for he was fure this 
would have given the Sovereign a worfe Opinion 
of feveral things, and that His Lord had taken 
no fiirther Notice of thefe Affairs. 

To this Count Zinzendorf anfwered : 

*' I don't fend you Letters to make a Re* 
•* port of them, but to give you private Notice. 
•* I don't know what Ideas your Prince can have 
^ that could be ftill worfe. I abfolutely want 
^ him to truft me, or elfe Til drop the Matter cn- 

(30) This (hould (eparate the Count ofBtu^ngen for tp nutkc 
lum not take care of w Means ufed by them to become Pro* 
pnetors of the Sovereign's Demefnes, and for that ReafoA 
Count Zinzendfrf wanted to have an Acceis to the Archieves q(^ 
BuSngfn^ to wnich purpofe he ailced the Coimfellor of the 
Regency then being, Tiwrif 21, 1743. 

** Could not a Uttle Cheft, widx ftrong Locks, find roon^ 
•* in the Archieves of Buifingen^ which might be marked that 
^ it might be found again a hundred Years hence, without 
<< reflecUng upon the &me ? And would you be fo Idod as to ' 
** charge younelf with this Affair ? I have at Genefue and l^m-, 
♦* don many important Record^ and Deeds in very good Se- 
** curity, but fo many about fuch Affairs are not fit to be in 
** other Places^ but in fuch as are near to the Metropolis of 
« die Community.'' 

But who knows whatfort of Documents he would hav» 
broi^ht tb^ie^ and what wou'd become of this Ariphieve if the^.

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<« tirely, cvcii only for this Reafon. I have tu^ ^ 
** thing to do with Leufiadt nor with the other ' 
** Farms, for they do not belong to me, nor will 
** I have themi fince that I heard the Gene- 
<* ral meddles with this Affair. What I did 
<* was done out of Love and particular Efteem, 
** partly out of Duty. To this you mufl: add, 
** that I fpoke friendly and cordially to you, 
*' and rU continue to do foif you yourfelf makes 
'^ me anyPropofals (31)." 

But 

(31) It is furprizing how Count Z/»ik^^;|/ cloaks his In- 
tentions. Here he fays that he had nothing to do with th^ 
mortgaged Farms, and it hath been proved before, Seft. 12. 
Note 4. How bufy he was to become the Pofleffor of the 
fame, and Mr. Beuning in a Letter of the 7th of March 1 747^ 
told his Adminiftrator : 

" Go to our Papa and afk him what he wants to be done,. 
*« for I have figned over my Goods to him. 

Count Zinzendorf fays he fliould not like to, poflefs thefe 
Famds, and moves in the mean Time for the Continuation of 
the Negociation, and when this was complied with, he made 
the Queftion if he could not have Leufiadt ? And anfwered, 
after it had been told him that he could buy the fame, that he 
would take a Leafe of thefe mortgaged Lands for 99 Years, 
according to the Cuftom in England^ fo that he ftiould be 
Pofleffor of the fame by giving the Loan, and the Contraft 
need not be altered. He found afterwards that this Propo- 
fal would not be approved of, therefore he offered to make 
an exchange for Leufiadt with the Village of Lindheim ; which 
lafl he pretend to have acquired of the Baron Schrautenbacb. 
But he repeated his good Intention for to obtain Leuftadt'y 
when he found that dl thefe Offerings were rejedled : and 
wrote therefore to Mr. Brauer, Jan. 27, 1748, thus: 

«* In the mean Time that I would difengage my dear Cou*. 
•* fin of the Mortgage to Mr. Beuning, and that you dif- 
•* anuUed my Plan of exchanging l^fiadt for Lindheim^ the 
•' former of which you could make no Profit, but which was 
** of equal Value to me with Lindheim^ notwithftanding that 
.** ^ Leufiadt is of more Importance. I opened Negociations with 
•* others and always was left in the Lurch, fo that I nego- 
** ciated 100,000 Guilders with the Dutch ^ and had made a 
** Ceflion of that fine Town of Trehus in IJpiptr-LauJhitz to 
«* the Baron o£ Schrautenbachy to no purpofe, for I never have 
** heard any thing of the Matter, and am not ufed to make 
*J any offers in a Hurry.'* I very 
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But the danger in which the Sovereign was en- 
tangled, was already too well known, and it ap- 
peared from former Negpciations, that things 

did 

** I very well know that you may give a flight Anfwer, by 
^*. aiking me, who obliged you to be fo ferviceable? and 
*« it would be a hard matter to anfwer this Queftion ; for 
** it is a true Obfervation of the Italians, that there are <ier- 
•* tain Moments which one ought to take care of. This every 
«* body knows ; but he that does not mind the Profit of his 
** Neighbours, without his private Intereft, can't have an Idea 
** of fuch free Services. Thefe I perform. I had no other 
** Reafon to offer in writing to take the Mortgage in hand, 
** to the good of the Houfe oi Budingen, to give the PoflTcflion 
*» of the fame again into the Sovereign's hands, but that I 
•* had Money ready for this purpofe. Nor had I any other 
• ** Reafoii for to exchange Leufiadt for Lindheim, but that I 
'* did not want fo large a Commodity for the boarding of 
** Children, whereto I could not make any ufe of an ak't've 
^* Jurifdidion. For I have given away more than one thou* 
** land of Subjefts,, without having any Money for them, 
'* only to make me free of the EmbarafTment in an eafy way 
*• to the fame, but never did I ftrive to increafe the Num- 
** ber of them. 

" My Seat in Laujfnitx, will meet with the fame Fate as 
•■ that of the Caftle, iht^. to be a Nurfery for young ChiU 
** dren, as I have had no Anfwer to my kind offer about ex- 
** changing Leujiadt for Lindlmm, which laft I have given 
** back to the Baron of Schrautenifacb, SLftei he had ordered 
** the fame to me ; for I jufl now underfland thzt Herman (who 
«« farmed Leufiadt (hath fo an inviolable Right and Tide to 
^* the former Town, and you have rejefted my kind Offers, 
** which you feem'd to likefirfl. But Iivon^t refufe to.fer<ve 
** you for all that, if you e^er Jhould chufe to make fuch a "^ Change 
^* nuithout that IJhould he the Gainer hy it, for the Recefs of 
•* the Adminifb-ation given in the Year, 1 744, authorizes 
** me hereto." 

Reafon tells every body that Count Zinzendorf wanted to • 
become a Sovereign in thefe Territories. Mr. Beuning's Let- 
ter to his Adminiflrator Shuckard, written in July, 1747, a 
Month afler Budingen had obliged the Inhabitants to do Ho- 
mage, whereby Count Zinzendorfs Views were frufbated, 
■ will ferve as a further proof of this : 

" I can't fay that I did every thing with the Confent of 
** my Heart, and I forefaw the prefent Accidents. Perhaps 
If it is good iksX fuch Things happen in the Beginning, and, 

iV. M 
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did grow alwjtys worfc by ufing thefc Metos. 
This brought the Sovereign to the Refolution to 
avoid thefc by the furcfl: Method. The Difputci 
began about Beuning\ Pretenfion to the Indepen- 
dence of all the Inhabitants of thefe mortgaged 
Lands, and to a Jurifdidion which he himfdf 
would adminifter during the Contrad. All thefe 
were Strangers, not one of them had done Ho- 
mage, and therefore the Council at Budingen gave 
the following Opinion : 

*' All the Revenues had hitherto been left in 
** the Creditors hands without dediifting one 
** Farthing. That it wa» butjufthe fhould pay 

*• K S, fir fo teU the Truthy it was hut an Effa) if Mattif'S 
*« fUj^uU go onfo or not^ and mthing eife, 1 wilh only that ir 
«* we were to go otx ttpon the old footing, they woald order 
*^ tltings To that at h& there wodd be nothing fpoird. I 
•** never defpifed the Council, but I coclddo nootherwile, afid 
*' I find myielf wen enough by making ttfe of the fame, alid 
^ iris certaliihr better to be obedient than to ad ftubboi-n." 

This blind Obedience cattfed Mr. Btwting to write to tHb 
Sovereign of ^a<//«^«!r, Fehniary 15, 3748. 

" It was to be Wilhed that dear Count Zinzemlorf w6uld 
^* follow the Advice of hit Friends, for ufing the common 
** Ways iti temporal Affairs. People would return him then 
^' ttioi^ Thanks, and he would not expofe his Inclination for 
•* tt> fcrve any body in wofldly Affairs, to fo many fufpicious 
** and ilniller Interpretations. But, if you Will ever belieVe 
** me, I take the Liberty to affute you that Count Zinxen^ 
*' dorfy according to his own domeftic Affairs, which I know 
•* perfeftly well, cannot meddle with my Affkirs, I have with 
** MeerholtZf or Budingetiy without hurting himfelf very much, 
•* ind all that he has done were the effeds of his Love to- 
^* wards you. 

If you confront this with Mr. Betming\ Letter to his Ad- 
toinifhator, (Sedl, 12. Note 4.) you will fee that they are un- 
der an abfolutc Obligation to write as they are ordered. And 
Count ZinzendorfvndXt to Mr. Brauer^ June 30, 1747. 

" I alk the Favour of you to tell me once the Reafbfts 
" that made you think I wanted to make a Property of the 
" Farms, even if you fliould do it a Year hence. For I esdl 
** the Saviour to ixjitnefsy that I ne^er intended it^ nor* do not 
** knonx) nuhat I Jhould do it for^ and that *wbofitver mates you 
** beliinjefo^f a Deceiver. ^^ 

" himfelf 
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*^ himfclf in this manner the Intcreft and part of 
•* the Capital, but his being Independent was not 
** neceflary to this, much lefs that he fhould exert 
** a Jurifdidion over the Inhabitants of thefePre- 
•* mtfcs, and fuch as fhould have any Complaints 
** againft them. It was agreed, that it would 
^^ be good, that the Inhabitants that had done 
•** no Homage fhould do the fame, whereby their 
^* giving the Hands fhould, tp fhew them flill 
** more Mildnefs, ferve infteadofan Oath. That 
•* Mr. Beunin^s Adminiftration fhould be con- 
** firmed, if they had thus . acknowledged the 
** Sovereign, tho* with this Condition, that the 
^* Lands fhould never come into Count Zinzen- 
** dorf*^ Hands, who had began to meddle with 
*^ them, and that none of them fhould pay any 
** Refpeft to this Nobleman's Order, nor fhould 
** they give their Confent to any Ceffion of Mr. 
5* Beumng^ in favour of the faid Count." 

The Regency added this laft Claufe, becaufe it 
was known, {FideSc6t. 12. Note 4.) that in the very 
beginning the Moravians had done all they could 
to bring this Mortgage into Count Zinzendorf% 
Hands, that the real Creditor Mi^ Beuning fhould 
only lend his Name to deal with the Counts of 
Ifenburgh upon n^ore eafy Terms ; that an Inflru- 
ment for fuch a Ceffion had been drawn up al- 
ready, which Count Zinzendorf would not put \tk ' 
Execution, in order to obtain under various pre- 
texts, the Confent of the Counts of Ifenburgh^ for 
which laft Reafon all Negociations had been broke 

off. 

The Sovereign approved and confirmed this 
Opinion, and brought the fame fo far in Execu- 
tion that the Inhabitants were obliged to do Ho* 
mage on the above-mentioned Conditions, Jnno 
1747, to which they agreed. Mr. Sbukardy Beun^ 
ing\ Adminiftrator made firft fome Scruples, but 

he 
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-he conformed with the reft, after he had bccii 
told that the Adminiftration Ihculd remain the 
fame, and he could not be fuffered to live here if 
he would not do Homage like others. Notice 
hereof was given to Mr. Beuning and to Count 
Zinzendorfy who were told that this had been) done 
for the Prefervation of the Sovereignty, and for 
the eafy removal of all future Dilputes. That 
here was no Intention to take the Security from 
the Creditor or to alter the Adminiftration, nor 
to bring his Capital, the Intereft and part of the 
fame, what he had received, into any Danger ^ fo 
that he could adminifter thefe Lands and pay 
himfelf as he had hitherto done, and that his 
Security was rendered herewith more foUd, as ' 
Juftice would be adminifter'd, only it had not been 
thought proper to let thefe Villages go into the 
Hands of Count Zinzendorf or the Moravians (32), 
Mr. Beuning anfwer'd by thanking the Sove- 
reign for the Grace, Love and Efteem that he 
ftiew'd for his Perfon. He afTured that he looked 
upon him not only as a particular Friend, but as 
upon a Father ^ and that it vexed him that he could 
not have had the honour to pay him his Refpeds 
when he the Year before had been at Herrnhaag 
(33). This moft obliging Letter was written be- 
caufe he could not confult with Count Zinzen- 
dorfoY the Moravians. For as it was known how 
far their Obedience, obliges them, Mr. Beuning had 
the above Notice given him the i6th of June^ 
and the Homage was done not before the 23d, 
and fo was his Letter of the 17th fooner written 
than they could tell him what he ftiould anfwer. 

(32) Thif was the moft fureft Method for fecuring the • 
Rights of the Sovereign, whom every body would have blamed 
if he had let Count Zhizcftdorf do as he Ihould pleafe. 

(33) His Brethren furrounded him fo much that without 
their Leaves he could not go once to Budingen. 

The 
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Thc5e(;^el of this Narration, St&. i6, will fliew 
how they turned every thing otherways; we ob- 
fervt only that the Moravians were not fo well 
pleafed with it. Count Zinzendorf anfwered the 
ir^d of June. 

" I have no Reafon to make any Remarks up- 
•* on what you give me Notice of after that the 
** thing was done, ' as you ipfo failo di{3,nnvl the 
** plain Power I had, aod as Mr, Beuning can 
*^ lofe nothing if I am filent in this Affair of 
<* which you nave given him Notice, whereupon 
«* he may give an Anfwer himfelf I Ihall be 
** heartily glad if Mr. Beuning finds no more 
*^ Fault than I in what you have done againft 
*' the Letter of the Contrad (34 J, and I ihall 
** mention nothing to him about the Matter, that 
** I may not difturb him, but leave this to the 
*' Parties concerned. But his plain Power is of 
** no more Ufe to me, and I Ihall fend him the 
*' fame back without taking any Notice. 

** As for the innumerable Vexations and Com- 
** plaints of your Subjefts againft us, I am very 
" forry that I cannot redrels the fame at once, 
** and I hope to remedy this in Regard to our 
«' perfonal Connexion with them, for this is not . 
" a Place of Reft for us. It is impofllble for me 
" to tranfport the Town of Hermhaagy and I 
•* think there live your beft and moft godly Sub- 
** jefts. All accidental Connexion with us that 
" difturbs you and your Subjedts fo very often, ^ 
** may be prevented, if you would return ihs, 
" Loan in a couple of Years ; give Notice of this 

{34) Hence the Intent of this Contraa appears that Count 
Zinxindoff wanted to make a Property of diefe morqfagcd 
Lands, and to make the Inhabitants thereof independent, 
who never had done any Homage. For the Sovereign had 
only obliged them to renottttce Count Zin%endorf% Authority 
over them. 

F "to 
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'' to them all, and make them have Patience till 
^'^ then, and till you have paid the Capital at the 
J' time fixed accordingly. Then could we jpy- 
*' fully fee that your Conditions every where had 
** changed to the better. This would be the beft 
*' way, and this great Capital would be of real Ad- 
*' vantage to the Eleftorate of Saxony^ which is 
** in fo Scattered a Condition, and which I paiti- 
*' cularlylove; it would be with more Thanks 
" accepted at 5 per Cent, and the Court 
•' would be gracioufly pleafed with it. But 
'' no body would be under more concern than \ 
*' if thefe continual Innovations Ihould Ihut their 
" Ears to my peaceable Perfuafions, and there 
*' fhould a Law-Suit be^in, wherein the States 
«* of Holland viould interfere in Favour of Mr. 
** Betinin^^ for they are Fathers of their Subjefts, 
" arid will fee Juftice done them. For I have 
" had no Intention to wrong the Houfe of Ifen- 
*' burgh in the leaft, by negociating this Loan for 
*' four Years, but to do a very good Service {^s)k 

This was anfwered June 26. 

'' I fliall expedt Mr. Beuninfs Anfwer with 
*' that calmnefs of Mind which the juftice ot my 
*' Condudt produces, and will not be againft 
" that one of the Councils of the Empire judges 
•* about it. For I have done nothing but to con- 
^ firm Mr. Beuning's Adminiftration, and I have 
" made the Adminiftrators promiie, that they 
*' would be my Subjefts as I am their Sovereign, 
*« which I could have done if I had fold thefe 
<* Farms to fome •, fo muft it then be the more 

(35) The Sequel of our Narration will plainly Ihew, that' 
Mr. Beuning, the real Creditor, who before thank'd the So- 
vereign, that he had taken the Hdmage of the Inha- 
bitants, was afterwards of a quite contrary Opinion. Count 
ZinxcTtdorf on the fame Day that he had Notice given him 
about the fame Proceedings, uttered fuch Things as Mr. 
Mtiming afterwards put into Execution. See Sed. 36. 

" my 
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^^ my due as thefe Lands are but ifiortgagecJ** 
*^ Mr. Beuning*^ Secui:ity, his Payments for part. 
•* of the Loan, and the Intercft he hath already re- 
'* ceivcd, have not been hurted, nor fhall I ever 
" do any fuch thing, or trouble him unlawfully. 
** Nothing elfe can he expedl of me ifor his Cre- 
*^ ditof s. For no Judicature of the Empire can 
" oblige me to have Inhabitants in my Territo-^ 
** ries which will not be my Subjeds, nor will 
'^ the fame blame me that 1 have obliged the Ad- 
" miniftrator of thefe mortgaged Lands to do 
** Homage to me like the reft of my other Sub- 
*^ je(5b. That I myfelf take Care of the Adrni-^ 
*' niftration is far from unjuft, becaufe I muft da 
^* fo for the good of my other Subjects concerned 
" in this Aftair. This laft can't be of any Pre- 
** judice to the Creditor, as long as I only want 
" to fee how my Properties are dealt with. But 
" I am forrythat your Honour, according to your 
" laft, does not find here a Place of Reft. I 
" won't believe that you thought to find the fame 
• " by the Independence of the Stewards of thefe 
" Farms. For this would fliake my Place of 
" Reft fo much that I could not let it be done 
" without Complaints and Murmurs, as my Re- 
" gency hath done, about your eftablifliing a 
" Priating-OiEce at Herrnbaag without my Con- 
" fent, which you thought not neceflary to have. 
" Still you know that thi$ is contrary to the Laws 
^* of the Empire, and that even a Sovereign him- 
*^ felf is not at Liberty to grant a Conceffion for 
" the fame without fome Reftridbon. Nor can 
" I grant any Conceffion for this Office, as I am 
** not yet convinced that the Inhabitants of Herrn- 
'* haag arc my moftr- godly Subjedls, which I 
" could prove, if I Ihould chufe to depute a 
*' Commiffion to enquire into my C<?mplaiuts, or 
-Fa .** » 
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*^ to put another Jufticc to your common Ju(Kcc, 
•* whom I know pcrfedtly well. 

The Utdtas Fratnm fent the following Day diis 
Letter : 

" The perfeft Devotion we owe to his Lofd- 
** fliip, your Matter, hinders us from taking 
** any lawful Notice of what hath paffed in our 
** general Synod ztLeu/iaJt, Dudeljheimj and R^hr- 
** hicbj and orders us to aft as if we knew 
*' nothing of this Matter, till Creditor and Dcbtw 
*' have agreed together. But as you know that 
•' Truftees are not to wrong in any fhape their 
•' Legatee ; you will permit us here to obfcrvc, 
*' that we know the Contents of the Contraft, 
** and that we alfo would by our refpedtful Si-

For he had onderftood that the Regency of BuMngen be« 
gan to fee that they gave 6 or 7 per Cent, Intereft for the 
Loan, and was afraid there ihould be any Enquiry made io» 
to the Matter. The fame Perfon after fintung that Mr. 
Scbukard was not willing to agree with his Propo&ls, wrote 
tothcfcmethe 19th otjufy, 1746. 

** If thou art angry with me, tell me what for, and I'll

** If it is about my Letter from Zeifi (this- was the above-

Count Zinzendor/vndtt to one of the Connfellors who had 
been lately Knighted, 1743.

to have. Count Ztnzendtnrfm a Letter, June 29, 
explains liis Mind to that of the 26th. 

" I had in reality thefe Farms always in my

^.< vant, and Mr. Beuning paid him na Salaiy^ but 
** I gave thefe Matters into his Hands forLovc- 
" fake (37). For I was not curious to take aily 
*^ Notice of the fame (38), as the Saviour and his 
'' Souls had no Profit by it, notwithftanding that 
** the Eftabliftiment of the Moravian Brethren was 
*' one of the moft principal Claufes in the Con- 
«' traft. The Sequel of Things will convince your 
*' Lordihip, that I, for all the Propofals I have

^* Territories, with all Tranquillity of .Heart. — 
** I want but a few Weeks to remove myfelf, 
** after the return of my Spoufe, from our Eftate 
*' in Saxony^ where fhe went Yefterday. But my 
*' Brethren, and our Inftitutions, can't hurry fo 
** much as they did formerly at Pilgerrub. They 
** muft tlierefore afk the Advice of a Ikilful 
^* Lawyer, to know how to behave on fudi extra- 
*^ ordinary Occafions, that no where elfe have 
** happened to us, for to maintain . their Privi- 
*^ leges for the interim^ and muft find a better 
** Advocate for themielves than me, who have to 
*' think of mofe nobler Things, and who will 
** not trouble himfelf any more about it." 

Mr. Brauer anfwered the fame Day. 

** What has been done was certainly the moft 
*' kind way that could be followed in regard to 
*' the Meafures and Intentions of fome Brethren 
*' at Herrnhaagy which began to gain more and

«* more Ground, and whereby no body hath 
** been wronged, but a great diladvantagc pr^ 
** vented. I wifli an honcft and fldlful Lawyer 
** would, as your Honour mentions, enquire 
^ intcJ all the Regency hath done. His Opinion^ 
** I am fure, would be, that it would prove that 
** Council to be ignorant of its Sovereign's Rights 
" and of whatpafles in the World, which fiiently 
** would permit another Superiority to be dU* 
*^ bliflied befides its Princes, which one time or 
*^ another might undermine and fap the formen 
** I will mention nothing more, but will only af* 
** fure you, that I am ready to anfwer for my 
** Condud to any impartial Judge, and to the 
" fair-judging Public." 

Count Zinzendorfy after he had feen Mr. Beu* 
ning^s Anfwer to the Count of Budingetiy and how 
pleafed the fame was afeout thefe Proceedings^ 
wrote thus to the former. 

" I heartily congratulate your Lordlhip, that 
•* you have obtained your principal End fb foon 
*' and fo lucky, I will herewith give you my 
" Word that I never, either diredtJy or indiredUyj 
** will meddle with your Contradt with Mr. Bea* 
" ning^ and that none of my German or Dutch 
" Brethren wUl do fo, or like or promote my in- 
** terfcring in the Adminiftration of this Mort- 
*' gage. But that I always fhall take Care, ac- 
*' cording to my Duty, as Syndick, that this Af- 
" fair may always be looked upon as a worldly 
*' Matter, without Regard to religious Points (of 
*' which the Contraft, whofe Claufes I never could 
" approve of, is fo full) between the Debtor and 
** Creditor after fo many Examples (41), if even

" is in my Power to give any thing, only tell 
" me, and I will give it. If I have made any

*' I will remove them before I leave the Place. 

*' The Printing-Office I will remove from thefe 
*' Territories, and Mr. Brauer may inform me of 
" your Pretenlions as a Sovereign ; for I have^ 
** in certain Reg^ds, feveral Sovereigns at once^ 
" But I have not heard any Objedion againft me 
" thefe 25 Years (+2)." 

All this quieted the Houfe of BuHngen. The 
Hom^e done by the Inhabitants of the mortgaged 
Lands, entirely cut off their Pretences of being 
independent, and the Promife made by them 
not to refped any Orders of Count Zinzendorf or 
the Moravian Community, made the Sovereign be- 
lieve that they could not obtain dieir End in Re- 
gard to thefe Territories. They were left in thtf 
Adminiflration for ta pay themfelves Intereft and 
part of the Capital, and continued fo to the End

The firft Intention of Budingen was to adjuft 
die Difputes about the Mortgage, and regulate the 
Taxes 2X Hermhdagy before the fame Place fliould 
be reformed, and lo prevent their faying that every 
thing was done for the private Intereft of the So- 
vereign. But when all the Difficulties againft the 
Execution of this Work were confidered, and fuch 
Meafur&s taken as we have told in the foregoing 
Se(5tion, it was thought high time now to look out 
for Ae Limits of Herrnbaagy and to enquire into 
the real Syftem of thefe Moravians in religious and 
civil matters. The Opinion of the Council about 
this Point was : 

** That there were enough true Signs and dan- 
*' gerous Articles which would caufe the Sovereign 
** to depute an Inquifition, or at leaft Commit- 
*' tee, but that this was a Matter fiiU of Diffi- 
" culties. Firfty there were not able perfons 
*^ enough to be found in thefe Dominions to 
** be Commiflioners in this hard Cafe, and that 
*• thofe few that could be found could not take 
*' Care enough of thefe Matters, having already 
** Work enough upon them. Secondly y the fame 
*' might be fufpefted as partial Judges, therefore 
** it would be neceffary to chufe one or feveral 
** Members to this Committee that had no Con- 
** neftion with either Party. Thirdly^ it was very 
" dubious and uncertain what would be finally de- 
" cided by fuch a Committee, and then there 
" were but fmall Hopes that the fame would fur- 
^* vey the foundation ; for that, as far as then was 

" known, 
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.^' ktto^n, the Rules, at Hermbaag'wtYt fb often 
** altered, that they feldom remained the feme 
^* for a Week's time, which inade it uncertain if 
*' Things that now were found to befo, would 
** remain thus a little while after. That they fend 
** fo many People abroad, and fb they moft cer- 
** tainly would do with them that were the moft 
^* proper Perfons to be examined, whereby they 
•' would elude any Enquiry that could be made 
>' of the Offenders, and their Chiefs would proba-* 
** bly make Exception againft then* Appearance 
** before fuch a Committee, or would make ufe 
** of fuch Diflimulations, and ^ve fuch manifold 
*' Turns to their Affairs, as would puzde the 
** moft fkilful Member of this College ; and 
** would be of greater Effeft upon Perfons that 
** had fomething elfe to take care of, which was 
*' enough to employ them continually. The 
** Evil would be rendered worle, if this Commit- 
*' tee fh^uld not penetrate to the bottom of thefe 
'' Affair's. This would make the Moravians tri-^ 
*' umph, and furnifti them an Occalion to add 
*' itiore Strength to their Inftitution, and to ex-: 
*' tend themfelves more and more. They fhould 
*' be told of fuch a Committee, and depute the 
-*' lame only for to enquire into thefe Matters, 
** without giving a decifive Power to the fame ; 
** and to try by thefe Means to learn their real 
* ■ Intention : But that there were certainly fomc 
** Remedies which would be more fafe and better, 
** but only a little flow in their Operation. The 
•* Sovereign had undoubtedly a Right to enquire 
^' into the Intention of all Societies in his Terri- 
** tories, and to make the moft ftrifteft Search 
'*' of the Meafures they fhould takej to find 
^' how the fame was inclined to the whole Country, 
** in regard to Religion and civil Matters ; and to 
^* decide afterwards how far thefe Societies could be 

** fuffered. 
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•* faficfcd. , 'Hiat it was the Duty <)f a Sovereign 
** to do this as the Commonwealth was given te 
^^ his Care, and diat he was obliged to iife the 
•* right Means for promoting the fame. He 
•* therefore would conunit a Fault if he did not 
^* enquire into die Meafures, Intention, and Oc- 
^* cupation of a new Society which daily increafed 
^^ in his Dcmiinions, fo that he might fecure him- 
^-•fclf, and give afterwards Orders accordingly. 
•• That all this was* the more to be obf^rved in 
** r^ard to this Society of the HermbtaerSj as 
** Hiftory told fo many Examples of Peoplq, 
** which, by fcreening themfelves under Religion, 
** had fettled in Dominions, and afterwards had. 
•* caufed the Ruin of the fame; and at Hermbaag 
*• many Things had happened threatning to effeft 
** the fame. The following Method was therefore 
•' thought to be the beft to enquire into thefft^fiairs. 
'• A Perfon of Honefty, Integrity, Experience, 
*• Truft, and Learning, and that was not of their 
*' Perfuafion, fhould be put in Authority at 
*' Herrnhaag. It Ihould be forbidden, under a Pe- 
*' nalty, to have any Meetings by Day or Night 
*' about religious or civil Matters without his 
•* Prefence. This Perfon fhould have no Vote in 
*' ecclefiaftical Matters, to prevent their Com- 
*' plaints about having their Confcience any ways 
*^ troubled. But he fhould be ordered to take 
** Notice in Writing of every thing belonging to 
*' their Doftrine, Liturgy, external and inte^-nal 
*' Rules, and to fend his Obfervations every Week 
" to the Sovereign. He further fhould admonifh 
*' the Herrnhuters not to extend their Care of Souls 
** to any other civil Affairs, under any Pretext 
*^ whatfoever; nor to intend hereby to make 
** themfelves independent of the Sovereign's Au- 
*' thority in religious Matters, that really did not 
*^ belong to their theological Do&rine or the Li- 
.. !! bcrty 
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^ berty of Confcience. That he fiiould have a 
** Vote in civil Affairs, or at leaft fo much Au- 
*^ thority, that he Ihould make all Deeds, keep 
•* the Records, and that all TranfajStions in civu 
^ Matters Ihould be void if done without him, or 
** of which he had not taken Notice in his Proto^ 
^ col. No Perfon Ihould be fent away without 
** his Confent, or received, except that the fame 
•* was qualified by the ufual Laws of thefe Do- 
*• minions, to be an Inhabitant thereof. Nobody 
•* fhould be married without his examining both. 
•* Parties concerned, and a Certificate of the Mar- 
*' riage, of which he alfo fhould make mention in 
*' his Protocol, as well as of all Tranfaftions be- 
^* longing to the Judicature or Policy, and to de- 
*• cide the former by the Laws of the Empire and 
*' thofe of this County. He fhould permit no- 
*' body elfe.to decide the fame Matters but thofe 
•* who were made Juflices, and who had been 
** fworn in as fuch. Nobody fhould be permitted 
*• to ftay above fix Weeks at Herrnhaag without 
becoming an Inhabitant, or without being a 
Servant there -, who alfo, during their ftay there, 
fhould be the Subjefts of the Sovereign like the 
reft. People of Credit of thefe Inhabitants 
fhould be chofen for Tutors of the Fatherlefs, 
Accurate Inventories fhould be made of their 
Goods, and lawful Care taken that the fame are 
not defrauded put of them, by giving them to 
the Community or its Direftors. All Bonds, 
Obligations, Contracts about immoveable Goods, 
laft Wills and Donations, were to be drawn up 
in the common Way, or at leaft to be conr 
firmed after being duly examined. A Specifi- 
cation of all the Inhabitants, rich or poor, 
fhould be yearly fent to the Sovereign, attefted 
by the Perfon that fhould be appointed their 
Prefident. Nobody fhould hereafter make, pub- 

" lifh. 
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** lifli, or cftablifli any new Order which had nO* 
** been before fent to the Regpncy, approved by.. 
** the Sovereign, and in his Name afterwards,* pub- . 
** lilhcd and affixed. The Perfon that fhould be 
«< their Diredtor, fliould be alfo Receiver of the 
•^ Sovereign's Revenues of //l?rr»&^^ ; or the fame. 
^ fhould be lett as a Farm for a certain Sum of 
*^ Money for fome time, to prevent all Difputcs. 
** as already had happened about them, and that 
«* the fame Perfon could not be fufpefted. As 
** long therefore as an honeft impartial Maa. 
** fhould adminiller this Office, their real EfTence. 
** would be known in civil and religious Points. 

^* And altho* they could fay that it was pro- 
** mifed them in the Contraft for their Recep- 
*^ tion, that nobody fhould be intruded in the Unitas^ 
** Fratrum^ and that it therefore feemed that fuck 
** a Perfon could not be appointed. It was to be 
*' obferyed, that, the fame abfolutely was not to be 
*' one of them ; and that it mufl be thought, 
*' that fhould they allege this Claufe to hinder 
*' the Sovereign from doing this, that the Infer- 
*' tion of the fame had been one of their fly 
*' Tricks, which was then not apprehended, and 
*' was not to balance with the Commonwealth, or 
" could tend to nothing elfe but to make themfelves 
" independent, and to leave only a Shadow of So- 
" vereignty to the Prince, whom they wanted fliould 
•' know no more of their Affairs than what they 
*' thought fit. It would moreover be good to 
" hear what they faid to thefe Propofals, for to 
" get at leafl a little more Intelligence of them, 
" and to be able to give this Perfon fufficient In- 
" flrudion, who fhould live at Herrnbaag. For 
" they certainly would make great Difficulties 
" about all this, which naturally would prove that 
" there was fomething in their Conflitution which 
l\ they were obliged to keep fecret, and which 

" would 
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•* woiil4 not allow fuch a Direftor. It would be 
*' advjleable amicably to agree with them about 
'' this Matter, and to get a Houfe of them for 
** this Gentleman's Manfion, otherwife it would 
*^ coft a great deal to get one for him, which by all 
*' manner of Means Ihould be avoided, Tlie Rc- 
** venues of Hermhaag were tto be fo difpofed oi^ 
*' that the fame at leaft would maintam this Per- 
*' fon, and the Sovereign Ihould pay his Sa- 
.*' lary. 

" The Sovereign approved this Opinion, nc- 
** folved to pay the Salary for fuch a Peifon, and 
** ordered an ample Detail of thcfe different Points 
** to be made, in order to draw up afterwards a 
*' Regulation. But the Correlbondence about the 
*' chief Article began before this could be done. 
*' The Sovereign had in his Letter, June 20, 
'' Sed. 13. made fome Motion about it, and 
*' Count Zinzendorf 6tQ\2iXtd to this, June 29. 

*' You will inftitute a chief Juftice at Herm- 
*' haag for the Matters of Law and fuch as belong 
*' to your Revenues, and have out of Regard 
*' for me poftponed yet doing the fame; I pray 
*' you would treat me in another Manner as I 
** but newly have taken my Abode in this Place, 
*' which has been built but eight Years fince. 
*' I fhould have efteemed it an Honour to be 
*' your Plenipotentiary in this Cafe, Proper Care 
*' would have been taken of the Adminiftratioa 
*' of Juftice, and of your Intefeft. 

" It would be beft for many Reafons that a Pcrfon 
** of Quality Ihould a6t as the Delegate of the 
** Sovereign, ajid this is very ufual. The Earl of 
^^ Granville^, my hord Baltimore, and Mr. Pem^ 
'^ are the Proprietors of certain Trafts of Land 
*' in America^ and in the mean Time Governors 
*' for his Majefty -, for all that, the Intercft of the 
*' SdVereign is in more Daiiger there, than can be 

** expected 
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•* txpt&td by fuch petty Law-fuits and luch 
•* trifling Revenues. 

** But it were for all that to be wiflied, that Mr. 
** BraueTj being paid for it, would come every 
** Fortnight, or at leaft once a Month, to Hemh 
•* baag to look over all that hath pafled, for 
•* there will be Caufcs which we are not able to 
*• decide without Help; (i) andfeveral of them 
** are fuch that I cannot meddle with them. And 
*' I muft allow that I, under certain Reftridtions, 
•' fhould like to have an Infpeftor at Budingen^ 
** who liked us as well as we Ihould love 
^* him (2). 

" I cannot deny that Faults are often committed 
*' there in the Performance of their Duties, as 
** Matters are often treated with too great Sim- 
** plicity, tho' fpmetimes we are wrongfully taxed 
** by fome. For Example : I prefented Counfcl- 
*' lor Singel to you as our new Vice-Common 
** Juftice ; (for Mr. Peijiel ftill remains in t^is 
*' Poft) I recommended this Perfon to you, and 
*' he was not chofen before you had agreed to 
" it (3)-

)in-Law had bought the Ground whereon Herrnhaag was built; 
,who by this would have had his own Jurifdiftion, which Count 
Zinzendorfy/ovl& foon have been in Poffeffion of, by a Ceffibn 
which the former could not refufe him. He paved his Way 
to it when he defire4 to be Bailiff there, for then their Affairs 
would have been a Secret for a good while. If Budingen had 
agreed to fend every Fortnight a Perfon there to decide fuch 
Matters which they wanted to be adjufled, he would have feen 
no more than what they thought proper to fhew him, and 
their Tranfactions would have been fecure to themfelvcs.

** I will do all I can to bring thefe Matters 
in good Order before I, according to my irre- 
vocable Intention, leave tny Abode in all your 
Dominions, with a fincere and obedient Mind 
towards you, to avoid all Difputes which have 
hitherto happened agaiqft my Will unexpefted, 
and will be of more Confequence. (5) 
*' All thefe Neglefts in thefe Matters you ought 
to lay upon me, and this becaufe that I feveral 
Years fince, as the omniffcient Lord knows, al- 
ways thought myfelf to be one of your Servants, 
fworn in my Office, and payed by you ; and 
never conceived that your Intereft could any 
ways differ from my own (6). 
** Yourfelf thought fo for fome Years ; but 
fince a Year ago there has happened fo fudden 
^ Alteration therein that it amazes me, and I

^ For if my Coufm fays, as Chriftianity and 
*• Eqvdty requires 5 I am forry that I granted you

*^ except Leujiadi -, and that I could have bought

** through the Liberties they have enjoyed thefc 

•' twenty-five Years in Saxotpf^ but more efpecially 

** in Holland and England under my Brother-in-law, 

^* and fince of late in the Territories of the Kiiig 

*• of Prujfia. In all thefc Lands their Privileges 

•• are greater than ^here, for they don't prefent

*' of Juftice, all Deaneries, Maxims, Perfons, and 
** even their Hearts, will be open to you. I am 
*' fure you and the other Members of this Committee 
^' will fay an hour after : Here is nothing but the 
** Temple vfour Lord (which hitherto all Committees 
*' have confefs'd) or you will at leaft proteft with 
**' the Deputy of the Committee of Gera, I never 
*' took the Devil to befucb^ Liar as I find here. But 
** I like you too well then to have you to be of 
*' this Committee, if it is out of a particular hatred, 
*' for then may come who will. He will be badly 
^^ of, let him be what he will (34)." 

Mr. Brauer anfwered the 5th of Auguji. 

*' Reafonable Principles which are built upon a 
*' found Politic muft be made ufe of, elfe there are 
*' no hopes to come to any End. Not that there 
** was a perfonal hatred againft an innocent Com- 
** munity, but becaufe Matters muft be fo ordered,. 
*' that the Sovereign does his Duty, which is the 
•* Objedt of all his Addons •, that he has nothing 
** that could trouble his Confcience, and to have 
** nothing done wherefore Pofterity could reproach 
*' him. If it is poffible to obtain thefe Ends in an 
*' amicable way, my Sovereign and I fhall not be 
** againft it. But on the contrary, it does not 
*' depend on me if I or any other Perfon Ihall be 
** deputed to this Committee. But if the fame, 
•* againft my Hopes, Ihall be refolved upon, the Rc- 
*' cords will be laid before foreign Lawyers, whofe 
'* Decifion the Sovereign will expeft, as com- 
** monly is done when a Sovereign has any Difputes 
*' with his Subjefts."

H Count 
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Count Zinxendcrf now began to provide dl^" 
the Hermbut Syftem fhould not fufier, in cafe 
another Court of Juftice ihould be appointed,- 
and that the fame might be regulated according to 
their liking. He therefore drew up fome Sta- 
tutes which he prefented to Mr. Brauer by Mr. 
Siegel^ a Gentleman that heretofore had been Coun- 
fellor of the Regency in foreign Service. Mr. 
Brauer over-looked them, and told Mr. Siegel his 
Opinion of them. But he took them back to 
Count Zinzendorfy who, without doubt, only wanted 
to know if this Affair would be rightly pene- 
trated, or what would be judged about the fame. 
Mr. Siegel therefore made his Report to Count 
Zinzendorf who thought to obviate the Objedtions 
which Mr. Brauer had made by the firft looking 
over them, by fome Alterations in thefe Statutes. 
He therefore wanted Mr. Brauer to come and fee 
him; and wrote to this Gentleman, 

" I bilieve you always found me to be an ho- 
•• ncftMan. I -made the Scheme for the Statutes 
•* quite againft the Will of my Brethren and Sif- 
** ters. Thefe think my Care to be fuperfluous, 
** and themfelves fecured enough by the Contraft, 
*' and prognofticate of me, that I would make 
*« Propofals of Things nobody had thought of, 
*' and that I would give more Room to the Prc- 
•^ tenfions of Budingetij than I had given to thofe 
*' of the greateft Monarchs for thefe twenty-five 
*' Years, for all that I had found fo mighty Aflift- 
•^ ance from the Lord (35). 

** The Brethren have nothing to objed: againft 
•* a Committee at Birfteirij and hope to have the 
•' Liberty to Ipeak for themfelves, and that their 
•« Cafe will be found juft(36). •« But

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^' But I have Reafon for what I do. Your 
*' two Complaints about the Sufpicion you main-' 
*' tain, as \\ Herrnhaag could give more to the So- 
*' vereign and that the iofs of our Neighbours and 
*' Tradefmen could be prevented by a nearer In- 
*' Ipeftion into the whole, are certainly two Points 
^' of fuch Importance, that make me heartily wifh 
** that our Community would have tienceforth 
*' nothing to do with the Adminiftration of 
** Juftice. For then we fhall be a true Commu- 
** nity of Jefus which meddles wath no other 
** Affairs, and he that can't be ruled by good Ad- 
•* vice muft be ruled by the Law. This is no 
*' bad thing, and brings an unavoidable Profit to 
** the Community (37). 

** We praife ourfelves in Chrift about our Be- 
** haviour, when it is neceffary. And even a 
** Prince, not to fpeak of a Director of the Court 
*^ of Juftice, if he ftiould live at Herrnhaag^ could 
** not hinder himfelf from being under the oeco- 
*' nomy of the Lord C38). 

** In regard to the Revenues, I could be more 
** pleafed that Herrnhaag gave 2000 inftead of 
*' 200 Guilders yearly towards the fame. But 
** Experience will fliew that this Town can pay 
*' no more than what it does at prefent, if 
** not Count Zinzendorf pays 200 Guilders by 
'* liimfelf for his own Fancy. But what can flicw 
** this better than ocular Infpedlion. At prefent. 
'' there are but 100 People there that muft pay 
" Taxes, for the unmarried People, which make 
^ a Shew in occupying liarge Houfes, and live at 
** my or their own Expence, fpend a good dealj 
^ ;•* but gain hardly their own living.

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" I have altered the Statutes according to the 
" Animadverfions you made about them, as Mr. 
" Siegel could remember them. Would you not 
" befo kind to look them over along with me?(39) 

But Mr. Brauefs other Occupations hindred him 
from going thither, and fend the Statutes back to 
Count Zinzendorf -who aflced for the fame, and had 
therefore wrote to Mr. Brauer the 12 th o^ Aug. 

" I only pray you would tell me which Day 
*' next Week you will fpend with me, to adjuft, 
'' perhaps, at onte thofe Matters, about which we 
" have fpoke and written to one another for this 
'' half Year, to the Satisfaftion of both Parties, 
'' that I may regulate my Affairs accordingly. 

The fame Day that Mr. Brauer had fent word 
to Count Zinzendorf what Day he would come and 
fee him, he wrote thus to Mr. Brauer. 

" I abfolutely infill upon having a true Idea of 
" one another. 

" Firji^ My Brethren obftinately perfift in what 
" has been granted them, but this they fay in 
'' plain Words, and there is no fear that they 
" Ihould cheat any body, for this is againft their 
'' Nature (40). 

" Secondly^ One would think that I was more to 
'' be fufpefted of Treachery than they, as I have 
" feen fo much of the World. But the Grace of 
" God has fo ordered my Heart that the fame al- 
" ways is at my Tongue's End, like a FooPs, 
*' which fometimes makes me to be the lofer, 
*' fometimes the gainer by it (41). My Behaviour is 
*' like that of a ftri(ft Mennonift, I never aflc more 
.f ' than what I take, and he that bids me lefs, lofes

"by 
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^' by it. For I always make my Propofals more 
'' advantageous to the Party I have to deal with, 
'' thanthey themfelves intended to have them. I am 
'' fure that there is many Reftriftions in the Sta- 
'' tutes, which Budingen would not have itiade. 
" But I forefee more things by the Examination 
-' of my own Perfon, than you can by godly Love. 
^' I like Reftriftions in civil Matters as much as 
*' I hate them in religious Affairs, and this Prin- 
" ciple hath helped me now thefe 25 Years ("42 J." 
The Statutes that Count Zinzendorfhad drawn up, 
had now been confidered upon : The fame were 
found to be fuch that it would have been impoflible 
to admit them as Laws for this Community, with- 
out giving thereby more Solidity to their Confti- 
tution, or to make their Principles Laws for them. 
Both this could not be refolved on, for this would 
have caufed a new Evil, and would have hindred 
. that difficult Work to look into their Secret. A 
Regulation for Herrnhaag was therefore drawn up 
according to the Opinion of the Council which is 
mentioned in the beginning of this Paragraph. The 
fame was given to Mr. Brauer^ to deliver to Count 
Zinzendorf^ and to tell him, that his Statutes never 
would be accepted, and to hear the Objeftions he 
fhould make againft this Regulation. The Con- 
ference was \io\ditn^ Auguft 15. and Mr. 5r^«^ gave 
the following Report of it. 

" After I had declared that I had brought his 
" Statutes back with me, Count Zinzendorf afked 
*' me direftly, if the fame had been accepted and 
'' confirmed ? I told him that my Sovereign did 
*' not underftand them, nor would for many Rea- 
'' fons accept them, but that I was ready to (hew 
'' him thofe Statutes which had been drawn up by

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his Orders. The Intention of the fame was no- 
thing elfe but a Regulation of their common 
Court of Judicature, according to the Laws of 
the Empire, whereupon my Sovereign the more 
*' infifted, as he wanted to fee the bottom of this 
** Affair, and to make himfelf fecure from all Re-^ 
*' proaches/ Count Zinzendorf diredtly faid in great 
*' Anger, this could not be done, it was a Perfc- 
*' cution, he long ago could not think what to 
*' m^ke of me, but that he now faw it. The Con- 
*' trad mentioned that nobody fhould be intruded 
*' into their Community, now * the fame fhould be 
^' difanuUed. So many innocent Perfons had built> 
*' their Goods fhould be feized, and a way made 
*' to their total Ruin.- Every Body that was only 
*' worth 1000 Rixdollars fhould foon leave the 
*' Place. Budingen had formerly afted kindly, now 
** he began to treat them rough; this was not juft 
•' and honefl, and ufed many fuch like Exprcf^ 
*' fions. I did not interrupt him in this, but dc^ 
*' clared that I was not to hear fuch Reproaches, 
*' That my Sovereign and his Servants had fuffi- 
*' cient Reafon for all what they did in this Affair, 
*' and none to negociate with Count Zinzendorf 
*' about it, and he could do what he pleafed. My 
*' Sovereign would take fuch Meafures as God, 
** Law, his Duty as fupreme Judge in his Territo- 
'^ ries, and his Confcience ordered him. Nobody 
" had hitherto mentioned any thing about difanul- 
*' ling the Contraft, this they fuppofed without 
** knowing the Regulation that was to take Place. 
Count Zinzendorf replied : " The Intention was 
'' to perfecute them, and to place a Perfon here 
" that fhould plague* them. This would be the 
" Ruin of the Church. They never had met with 
" fuch an Accident thefe 25 Years, and had' been 
" here fecured againfl the fame. Many Members 
f' of the Aulic and Empire's Chamber had 

i' nothing 
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" nothing to fear here, no Fifcal would or could 
*' attack them. 

I replied : " I had heard quite a contrary Opi- 
*' nion of fome Members of the Chamber at 
*' Wetzlar. But the Truth and not the Judgment 
** of others, that perhaps were not rightly infortn- 
*^ ed, could here decide, and that the former never 
** feared to appear naked or to be enquired into. 
" I had here the Scheme with me but that he 
" would not hear, and for all that would judge 
** in a great Paflion. That the Sovereign was not 
** afraid to make an Edift of it, and then they 
** npiight fend it along with the Contraft to all 
** Univerfities to " have their Opinion of the 
** fame. 

" He anfwered : It was known that all Univer- 
**' fities did hate him. Such Perfecutions fhould 
** have been talked of fome Years ago, and he 
•* and a great many others would have built no 
•* Houfes here. 

" I told him, that if they would not chufe the 
** Univerfities they could apply to the Courts of 
*• Judicature of the Empire. 

** He faid, Thefe even favoured the Sovereigns. 

I replied. " They adminiftred Juftice, and this 
•^ would be done to them equally by my Sove-. 
** reign, who had no Occafion to ncgociate with 
«• him as with xhtSyndick of the Community, but 
•* would henceforth confider Herrnhcuig as a Sove-- 
** rcignty of it. Their Liberty of Confcience they 
** fhould enjoy as far as it is compatible with Chrii- 
•' tianity and Reafon, and this was the firft Arti- 
*« cle in the Statutes made at Budingeny and there- 
^ fore no Perfecution was threatned. 

" He anfwered. It was the greateft Perfecution 

** to force them to accept of a Bailiff. The whole 

•' '^as my Doings. Counfellor Nitcbfinm had told 

♦* him bcforelund, that I had a Spirit of Perfecutioni 

H 4 !♦ and 
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aftd, would rout every thing if I fliould have any 
Thing to do in the Regency. The Saviour 
would punifh me for it. God would find me, 
I Jhould fuffer for it, and fo would others which 
had occafioned it. They would find no Reft 
any where, and many fuch like Words. 
" I let his Paflion fpeak out, and replied after- 
wards. I had not deferved fuch Expreflions, 
and were not ufcd to them. That I knew well 
enough, that I mull anfwer for my Aftions to 
the Lord, who would punifh or reward me : But 
that I certainly put more truft in him than I be- 
lieve they did, notwithftanding that I did not 
judge by external Godlinefs but by being con- 
vinced. That the Lord could look into fecret 
Places, and would judge according to Truth, 
and not to godly Appearance. I had now an 
Idea of them, and believed at once all that had 
been written of them, of which I had always 
had fome Doubts. I took my Hat and was going 
away. Count Zinzendorf direftly began to foften 
his Exprefllons, and fpoke with fo mild a De- 
portment, that I could not but admire his fud- 
dea Alteration. He told me very much of the 
Concord of their Communities, of the admira- 
ble Connexion, the Love of Peace, Regularity 
and ufe of the fame. This he did to fhew how 
fuperfluous a Judge or Recorder would be 
amongft them, and alledged many Cafes to 
prove that it would deftroy Herrnhaag^ which 
would be of difadvantage to the Sovereign. I 
anfwered. They would not draw fuch bad Con- 
fequences from this if they did not fuppofc 
that this Judge would be an unjuft Man, and 
it would be to the Detriment of my Sovereign 
to chufe fuch a Perfon. But in cafe that 
they would complain againft this Judge they 

:'' might 
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«' might bring their Complaints before the Re- 
^^ gency or the Sovereign. 

'^ He replied. They fliould for all this be cx- 
^' pofed to many Chicaneries, and Ruin. And this 
^* Man would give them Laws which, would de- 
^' ftroy their Rules. But they would agree to it if I 
*' would be the Perfon. They would build a 
*' Houfe for me and make me a Prefent of it. 

" I told him : They knew this to be imprafti- 
'' cable. 

" He faid, Then Ihould I only come once every 
*' Fortnight, or in four or fix Weeks, to take a 
*' Review of all Matters, or they would fend all 
" Wills, Contradts and Deeds to Budingen to be 
" there confirmed. 

" I replied : This would not be fufficient. 

" Heanfwered, Then the Bailiff^ fliould live in 
*' a neighbouring Village: They would build 
" there a Houfe for him. 

" I told him, this would not do neither, for 
*' he was to have the Infpedion over them, and 
*' to obferve the Revenues. 

" He anfwered, Thefe fliould be enquired in- 
*' to, and afterwards let in Farnis. They would 
*' always pay 200 Guilders more than they really 
** could amount to. 

" He ^flced me after a long Difcourfe, if my 
*' Lord could not be perfuaded to put no Judge 
*' at the head of them ? 

. "I told him, I believe not, but that I was not 
*' pofitive, and that I could do no more than to 
^^ make the Report of it.** 

S E C T. XV. 

: It is neceflary here to add feveral Things which 
have been done by Count Zinzendorf^ that our 
Readers may the better fee the Caufe of his Ac- 
tions, 
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tions, and learn this Nobleman's way of Dealing- 
Counfellor Brauer did not much like him at Gxfxi 
and afterwards, in the Year 1 747, when he was to 
adjuft.the Differences between the Houfe of Meer- 
hcltz and Mr. Beuning at Marienborn^ andrame then 
for the firft Time to Hermbaag^ Count Zinzen- 
dorf fheVd him there all their Inftitutions, and at 
laft tookhim into a Watch-maker's Shop, and afked 
the Mafter if he had not a Watch ready made ? who 
anfwered, that he had fold the very laft to a Bro- 
dier that was the Count's Servant, and along with 
him; He bid the latter let him fee the Watch. 
Count Zinzendorf look'd at it, admired the fine 
Workmanfhip, arid ofFer'd it to Mr. Brauer for good 
Remembrance fake, who abfolutely refufed to ac- 
cept it. They afterwards pafled through another 
Room, where they found fome fine Tapftry brought 
over from England^ and which was only called 
Paper-Hangings. Of this Count Zinzendorf would 
make a Prefent to Mr. Brauer, who alfo refofed it. 
They entered the Clofet by themfelves, and Count 
Zinzendorf afked him why he refiifed his Prefents, 
adding, that he ufed to do fo out of fincere Friend- 
Jhip ? Mr. Brauer told him, that he thought him- 
felf unworthy of them, and anfwered the Count, 
who would know his real Reafon, that it would 
caufe Reproaches to him if he accepted of his Of- 
fers, whiift he was tranfafting for his Mafter, and 
that he would make fuch to himfelf which would 
be of more force than Prefents of more Value. 
The Count replied, this was a very trifling thing 
for him, and that he perhaps had made Prefents of 
fourfcore Watches. He afterwards tried to per- 
fuade Mr. Brauer in a more fubtile way, for he. 
wrote to him thus, 

" Would it not do, deareft Counfellor, that you 
" Ihould be our common Counfellor in all Matters 
** that have np immediate Connexion with Budin^ 
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** g^Wy with that Condition, that in all Matterl 
•' you would only aft according to Equity and 
*' the Laws of the Country; and not at all accord* 
•' ing to the Favours we could exaft of you in re- 
*' gard to your Duty. I thereby Ihould gain that 
•' important Privilege to be able to follow ~my 
^' Bufinefs, having left all wordly things in other 
^' Mens Hands," 

The Count's Intention hereby was certainly not 
this laft. He feems not to be born to be a So- 
vereign, nor would he be troubled with fo many 
worldly Affairs if it was not his Fault; and even 
thefe he could leave to others, as he haUx many 
learned Men and Noblemen of great Experience 
^mongft his People. The real Point he ami*d at, 
was, that Mr. Brauer (hould become his Penfioner, 
and therefore take his Part. But Count Zinzen* 
iorf did not fucceed. He poflibly thought that 
be had done wrong in this Cafe, therefore had an- 
other Invention ftill more fubtle. The Dowager 
Countef3 of Rj^ufs Eberfdorf^ Count Zinzendorf& 
Sifter-in-Law, was prevailed upon to write to the 
Sovereign. This Letter the Count had written, 
himfelf at a Time when Mr. Brauer was fent 
aboad to tranfaft Bufinefs, wherefore he flattered 
himfelf to obtain the Sovereign's Confent. Thfc 
Letter is this. 

** Your Grace often has told me how much 
•^ you liked my late Hulband. If you are pleafed 
** to beftow the fame Favour upon his Dowager, 
** and really aflifther, as (he is become Tutorefs to 
** ten Infants, you will let me have Mr. Brauer for 
♦* my Counfellor,' for he is I hear one of the beft

f* Lawyers. 
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•' Lawyers. He (hall help me to regulate my 
*' Dowery. In this I agree with my Son. I'll tell 
" him my Intention about the other Tutors, and 
" the Education of my Children. He Ihall 
" aflift me in it, and bring all Things* requifitc 
" thereto at IVetzlar in order , but fhall not be 
*' obliged to travel any further. Aftci:wards he 
*' will have leifure enough, for I fhall be tradable, 
*' and won't go to Law. I don't think but that 
" you will fhew me this Favour, as it cannot 
*' be of any Prejudice to you. I pray there- 
** fore that your Grace would be plealed to per- 
*' mit this Gehtleman to be my Counfellor at 
*' the next Conference to be holden here between 
*' me and my Sons, about the Beginning of my 
*' Tutorfhip, on any Day his other Affairs will 
*' permit him to be abfent, and this even before 
*' you have taken your Refolution about this Pro- 
** pofal. His Council will ferve me in certain 
*' Refpefts as Rules, for I like to tranfaft thefe 
*' things with Security. 

All this tended only to bring Mr. Brauer by de- 
grees to their Party. Count Zinzendorfvf rott there- 
fore to him. 

" It chagrined me very much, that you would 
*' not accept of the Propofals of my Sifler-in-Law. 
" You would not have lofl two Days in the whole 
*' Year. For my Sifter-in-Law has People enough 
*' in her Service. She only wants a Lawyer to 
" take good Care, /. e. to regulate the Formalities, 
'' which fometimes are of Confequence.** 

It is notorious that this could not be the real 
Intention of the Count, for in Saxotrf all the Forma- 
lities of the Law are more accurately obferved(2). 

(2) Here and in other Places a5)pears how often and by 
what different means they llrive to get this Gentleman over to 
their Side. Thefe artful methods would be excufable in a Po- 
litician that is negociating, but are not fo iu a Perfon that wants 
to reform the. Church.

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Count Zinzendorf finding now that he in vain had 
allured Mr. Brauer, began diredly to grow angry, 
knd fhew his Paflion, as we have told in the fore* 
going Paragraph. 

SECT. XVI. 

The Statutes which Count Zinzendorf wanted fo 
fadly to be confirmed by the Sovereign are as fol- 
lows, viz. 

The fundamental Principle of this Colo9ry is^ and re- 
mains J to acknowledge no other Superior over our Con- 
fciences than him that has created and redeetned us : 
and for fecuritfs fake^ no Inhabitant is to be corrected 
by the Church- Difcipline^ who does not acknowledge the 
fame to be, a CorreSion beneficial to him. 

This Propofition has the look of Innocence, for 
the Civil Power does not extend itfelf to Articles 
of Confcience, as long as they arc to be decided 
by nothing but undoubted Verities. But when the 
Liberty of Confcience comprehends Matters which 
have no Limits by Reafon nor Revelation, or 
when it is to be left to the arbitrary A6lions of 
the Subjefts, which not only regard the holy Truth, 
but alfo feveral worldly Tranfaftions, which the 
Moravians brings under this Title, this very Prin- 
ciple of theirs becomes wicked, and noxious to the 
Sovereigns. All human Aftions are good or bad, 
and in this very Regard all belong to the Confcience. 
The Moravians by not acknowledging any worldly 
Superior over this laft, rejeft all Sovereignty over 
them (See the Proof of this below). It is eafy to 
bring Things under the Title of Liberty of Con- 
ference, but it ought to be determined what Cafes, 
by Right, belong to the fame ; but this Count Zin- 
zendorf cannot permit f o be done. This made him 
write the alledged Words, Seft. 14. Note 29. He 
confcfled there that he could or would not fpccify 

thefe 
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Acfe Gaufcs nor admit others to do fo. He excepts 
there againft remonfh'ating, arguing or difputing 
about it. But the Public h brought 'into greater 
Danger by the Proteftion which the Errors in Re* 
ligion, fo often brought forth by the Uhitas Fratrum^ 
would acquire by this. It is' but natural that the 
common People Ihould ftrive to get loofe from any 
worldly Jurifdi6tion,if their Head and Bilhop^ Count 
Zinzendorfhxmitlfy in his Homilies of the Piffion of 
our Lord, p. 130, wants to prove that nobody is 
obliged to pay any Taxes. The Reader won't take 
Ill's to be rigid in our Judgment if he confiders the 
following Words which Count Zinzendorf wrote to 
Mr. BraueTy the 17th of February 1747, when it 
was intended to make fome Alterations about 
Herrnbaag. He then faid, 

" As to Herrnbaag it is a hard matter : for the 
*' furprifing Munificence which other Monarchs 
** beftow upon the Moravian Brethren, which by 
" Pruffia^ and but lately byf/ifg-Zii^^^has beendone^ 
*' notwithftanding the prefent Differences between 
** them and the Court of Denmark^ which lafi mujl 
** be adjufted by the Arguments that Kings pit in Prac^ 
« ticer 

Is it not plain that he meant to obtain by Force 
what found Reafon would not allow him ? 

The fecond Arricle, in the firft Paragraph of 
thefe Statutes, is this : "That the Church-Difcipline 
Jhould correal none but what acknowledged the fame. 

But what is Count Zinzendorf^ Church-Difci- 
pline elfe, but to keep the People in a blind Obe- 
dience unto him, and to refufe the Authority of any 
other Sovereign ? They certainly enjoyed at Herm^ 
baag an abfolute Liberty of Confcience, but were 
by the Count kept under fo oppreflive a one, as 
even cannot be greater among the Roman Catholics. 
The Elders, who certainly had more Wit than the 
reft, were exempt from the moft rigid Laws, to 

keep^ 



keep thctii always in the fame Intcreft, Where is 
the Liberty of Confcience, when the People arc 
obliged to o^ferve fo many Holy- days of the El- 
ders, unmarried Sifters, Brethren and Widows, 
which the holy Scriptures never ordain'd ? Nay^ 
where can you find even a civil Liberty, when fick 
People are hindred to apply to the Phyfician they 
Mke beft, or when unmarried, or married People, 
Widowers and Widows, are, obliged to diftinguifh 
their Condition by their Drefs ? or when a Marriage, 
before duly contrafted, \^ declared to be void, unlels 
that the carnal Cohabitations has been performed 
before the Elders ? whicjii can be proved to be their 
Methods by authentic and judicial Records. It is 
enough to obferve about this their Church-Difci- 
pline, that Herrnhaag was a Town of this County 
for eight Years, and the Sovereign never called up- 
on. It cannot excufe them that tb^ would not cor-- 
reSi any Body hy their Church-Difcipline^ who Jhould 
not allow the fame to be beneficial to his or her Soul. For 
the fecular Jurifdidion was really deprived of its 
Power when Johann Nitfchmany before many of the 
Hermhuters^ abfolved one Mrs. Simgens for Adultery 
which had been committed in another Place. Who 
can praife fuch a Difcipline of the Church ? 

SECT. XVIL 

The Tenor of the fecond Paragraph of the 
Count's Statutes is, 

"For, as nobody has a right to an Infringe-' 
" .ment upon the Liberty of Confcience of his 
*' Wife or Children, which he himfelf fhould ab- 
** hor to be ferved with, the Exemption of this 
** Individual, cannot be of any Prejudice tothefc 
** Perfons that wanted t;o be of the Community. 

Count Zinzendorfs ftile is fomewhat Myftical, 
therefvn^ we fhall. explai;i what ,he meant by this* 

It 
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It was t6 fay, that no Parents or mamed ^People 
could demand their Children, Hufbands or Wives 
that ' fhould be amongft them. Here you find a 
Proof of the Danger we have fpoke about the firft 
Paragraph of thefe Statutes. (See the foregoing Pa- 
ragraph) They counted it an Infringement upon 
their Confciences for a Hufband to redemand of 
them his Wife, Parents their Children, which 
altho* is confident with the I^aws of Nature and 
thofe eftablifticd by civil Authority. But the Mb- 
ravian Brethren pafs over them all, and eludes her 
with the Sovereign's Legiflature. They make a 
Divorce without his Confent as foon as either Party 
begins to think another way than they do. Count 
Zinzendorf added Modification to the third Para- 
graph of his Statutes, faying, 

Therefore nobody can retra£l the Deeds at his own 
ajking^ that were drawn up hy his own Confent with the 
Community, about the Reception of his Children, without 
the Caufe has been examined into, and the Conditions of 
the Parties concerned throughly conjidered. 

Count Zinzendorf \n the firft Paragraph had efta- 
bUlh*d that Parents could not force their Children, 
or Hufbands their Wives, to relinquilh the Com- 
munity -, becaufe this was a thing belonging only to 
Liberty of Confcience, which no Sovereign in this 
World could be a judge of. He faid, in a Letter 
of the 4th of July, 1 747, 

Many have fell down before the ^een ^Poland 
about their Children, but it had no Effe5l. 

Now what more could this inconfiderable Puif- 
fance expedt. In Auguft the fame Year he wrote : 

" I know very well what Power Parents have : 
'' Cardinal Mazarine told the King when he was 
'* about marrying Madam Cambalet. There is no 
" Power that can hinder me to difpofe of my Family 
" juft as I like, (i? n'y a point de Puiffance capable £ 
" empech^ que je ne difpofe dc mafamilk a mon goe.) 

"This 
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** Irhis is the Reafon that Parent^ muft renounce. 
** the Power they have over their Children, be- 
** fore we accept them, or they may keep them 
** themfelves. An unruly Boy is ba^ enough for 
** himfelf, but let him be bad with his impure 
** Spirit. There is no Occafion that he fhould de- 
*' part and bring feven more back with him worfe 
** than himfelf. We are not to ferve every ones 
'* Whim. Nous nefommesi pas Mtnijires du Caprice d'un 
** chacoun.) We take Children of feveral fortr of 
** People out of Charity, Pity, and then we tell 
*' them boldly, when they force us with Tears in 
*' their Eyes to accept them, and often (as has 
*' happened this Year five Or fix Times) wait ten 
'** Weeks for our Refolution, and would fubforibe 
^* the reverfe with their own Blood if we fhould re-- 
** quire it. Parents arc at this time a t)ay in 
*' great Trouble about their Children, and no- 
** body re-demands them of us without being there- 
" to inftigated by fome Villains. Parents would 
♦* foon have their Children again, if all were like 
** Schuckards. But the Miracles of Grace which 
'* the Lord fo often operates in them, and thefupe- 
** rior Right grounded in Scripture, a godly one 
** has over a bad Partner in a married State, who 
** delivers his Child to the Lord by their Birth, 
"'muft be honoured. And we always are fo 
** happy as to find fome worldly Circumftances by 
** the means of which we cto give Reafons to all 
*' judicial Courts about our detaining them. If 
^* we were judged with a little more Charity, you 
** would fee that we do not mind it much to have 
** a Child with us, and our Honefly, Fidelity and 
** Generofity towards every Perfon, inour Cuftody,. 
** would bring us to the beft of Charaders." 

So the impure Spirit leaves a Child that 

becomes a Monman^ and feven others come 

which are worfe, if Uiey leave this Conimunity, 

/I and 
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and nobody fedemands them, without giving 
them over to the Devil, or being inftigated by 
fome Villains: All this^ tho' entirely falfe, was 
only put in to quench the Inquifition which thtf 
Regency of Buditigen would have made upon any 
fvich Occafion. For then it was not thought that 
Salvation was to be found only amongft the Mbra-' 
Hnansi They maintain this moft pernicious Princi- 
ple, that a Child fhews no Difobedience to his 
Parents, or even toGod, when it is or will be amongft 
them. Count Zinzendorf dtrnzxiditdi Mr. ScbuckarJ^% 
Daughter MagdaUn^ and required his Letter ihould 
be written before her and her Mother ; where he 
faid, 

" ril fend you a Copy of this my Letter in a 
*' few Weeks if I fhould hear that he (Mr. Scbm^ 
*' hard) has not told you the real meaning of it- 
** Vox Magdalen is old enough (Ihe was then i6 
*' Years old^ to know what is good for her, and 
" won't trefpafs againft the fourth Commandment 
** of the Lord, by being obedient to her Father 
•' which created her." , 

Scripture nor Reafon learns Us thefc Principles. 
The Morannans don't like to part with the Childrea. 
The Parents of many of them are rich People, 
fome of them poflefs already their Fortune, fome 
are in Expedation of their Portion, which {bmc« 
times is already in the Community's Calh, or 
is very near to ^lavc it. No Tutors are there 
but the Community itfelf. Whence fhall this Mo- 
ney be redemanded ? From this general Diaconat. 
But thefe « Proprietors are dilperfed all over the 
World, and hence the Difficulty of regaining thckr 
Stock is cvidcntr 
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SECT. XVIII. 

The fourth,, fifUi and fixth Sedtions of his Sta- 
tutes are: 

Seft. 4. Our ecckfiaftical Conftitution Us founded in 
ibe Holy Scriptures^ and acknowledges the Confeffton of 
Augfburg, to be a f idly juji and plain Explanation of 
the Principles of iMherifm^ and agrees to the fame 
without any Eicception. In regard to the way of 
Preachings the fame agrees with the Becijion of the 
Synod ^ Berne, jhno 1533, which agrees with the for- 
mer. 

Seft. 5. And whereas it is fufficient in the Roman 
Efftpire^ to conform with the Au^urg-ConfeJ/iony 
ether Confeffions of Faith that agree with the fame as 
fbe Bohemian, fhaU not be reje£ledy but for Ml that 
Hot cof^idered as rules for the Faith or ASlions^ nor fball 
toe be forced to do according to them. 
^ . - Seft. 6. For all that^ we admit the Augfturg Con- 
ftjfum for, the Ride of our Faithy we will not exclude 
any Body from our Commmityy let him follow any other 
Religion whatfoever^ for all thefe that are offuch as are 
tolerated in the Roman Empire fhall have the free exer- 
cife ofWorfbipy and all the reft depends on the Sovereign^ 
Perndffion. 

All thefe Articles were drawn up that they, after 
the fame Ihould have been confirmed, could fhew 
the World a nqw Teftimonial or Certificate. For 
Count Zinzendorf gave himfelf a great deal of pains, 
though in vain, to obtain a Certificate that they 
' had lived in this County as Lutherans^ in the be- 
' ^nning of the Year 1748. 

We Ihall pafs over the Rcfleftions made upon 

this Occafion by the Regency of Budingen^ leaving it 

to our Readers whether this fhews not our Impar- 

tialityi fo that they may form a Judgment of the 

^^ Proceedings of this 'Society. We only add, that 

. * I 2 when 
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when they firft came to this County, they came un- 
der the Title of Moravian Brethren,' after this they 
pretended to be ftridt Lutherans^ and in the mean 
time would tolerate amongft them any Perfon of 
.any Perfuafion whatfoever. Count Zinzendorf v^c- 
koned it a Sin when the Sovereign, in his Edift,, 
which we fhall mention hereafter, told them that 
they, neither in Doftrine, nor in Behaviour, were 
fuch as they ftilcd themfelves. This firfl:-mention*d 
Count, wrote to Counfellor Reich^ the 2 1 ft of 0£to- . 
ier, 1750. 

*' The fecond Sin of our Antagbnifts is, that they • 
** call the People at Hermbaag, Herrnhuters. What 
** Offence hath this Place given which is an Evan- 
** gelical Lutheran one, that a Community fliould 
*' be called by its name, which really confifts of^ 
** Calvii^ifts, Mennonifts, and others from Luther-*. 
** anifm. The Sovereign o^ Herrnbaag hath re-»'. 
** ceiv'd them, and made an Epifcopal Church of. 
*' them, without the Knowledge of the Patron, 
" real Spoufe, and Warden, who notwithftanding 
" had been ordained and conftituted as fuch. 

SECT. XIX. 

The 7th Seel, of the Statutes propofed, is this. 

Nobody will be banijhed ihis Place becaufe his 
Perfuafion is not ours, or that he would (for to fay fo) 
abandon the fame. But the main Reafonfor fending a 
Family or a Jingle Perfon away^ faall be the Inconjijience 
of the Security for his Perfon and Behaviour Jlipulated 
in the Contrail with the Sovereign. The Reverfe there- 
fore which has been in Ufe theft twelve Tears is here- 
with confirmed. 

The Moravians wanted the luiberty to receive 
People at their own Option. So by thefe Ex- 
preflions they would fend away People, tho' the 
moft hoacft and faithful Subjedts, if the faijie Ihould 

not 
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hot do as they liked*^ As for the Reverie Count 
Zinzendorf makes mention of here, ;here is no fuch 
thing to be found in the Archies of Budin^en. 

SECT. XX. 

The 8th Se6t. is thus canvafled. 

The Community of Herrnhaag acknowledges the Sovt^ 
r^/g-«e?/Budingen to be their Father^ and they his Chil^ 
dren. And whereas^ nothing can hinder us to fay 
pbedience and Service to our Sovereign^ in Cafes which 
dorCt touch our intrinfical and religious Ccnflitution^ ^or 
that we permit the fame to be put in Execution^ where- 
of we are exempt hy the Privileges granted to us^ for all 
that it ferves' for Sahuation to live to the comfort of Pa- 
rents and Sovereigns •, fo not one aSlfhall^ even if often- 
times committed or any Prefcription be of value^ if any 
filch mofl humble Deference is not obferv*d. This Pa- 
ragraph is to have the force of an eternal Obligation : 
That the Simplicity and Fidelity may be encouraged^ nor 
be blamed or troubled by making bad ufe of the fame. 

This Paragraph plainly fhews how Count Z/'v- 
^xndorf intended to become a Superior and Sove- 
reign at Herrnhaag ; this Ihould fcrve for a perpe- 
tual Agreement. What would then have become of 
the Sovereignty of the Prince, if he agreed to this, 
or when Parents, Hufbands, &?f. Ihould have re- 
demanded their Children ? 

SECT. XXI. 

The 9th Seft. of Count Zinzendorf s Statutes is 
this : 

The Proprietor of the Lands at Herrnhaag, i,e. th0 
true Inhabitant of the Acres, that has paid for them ; 
is always the Community's Justice, who fs 
to ckufe aJkilfulMah out of the Community for his Part- 
ner^ with tbi Title of BireSlor of the Judicature at 
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dHermhaag, ipCthe Name of the Count of Ifenburg^. 
nis Man is to bt fivom in bis Officii j and no cml 
Tranfa3ion can become Legal without him. ^ 

So Hermhaag was to be indq)endent from Budbh- 
gen^ as it was to be the perpetual Property of him 
that bought thefe ten Hufes of Land whereupon 
the fame was built. The Community had boi^t 
the fame, but one Hofer^ a Swifs^ had lent the 
Money thereto. Count Zinzendorf had not only 
iJuilt there a niagnificent Manfion - Houfe, but 
had already got moft of the Acquifitions of the^ 
reft of the Imiabitants, and would therefore foon 
have appeared as a Proprietor and common Juftice« 
The Town was inhabited by Dutch and Esigi^ and 
feveral German Merchants or Importance, and b^an 
already to have a confiderable Trade. This very 
foon would have ryin'd the City of Budingen and 
the Counts thereof. For this Director fhould even 
be one of their People to keep the Sovereign and 
Public ignorant. Count Zinzendorf anfwtrtdy when 
the firft Objections to this Article were made. 
. *' It is fo every where, where there is a Com- 
*' munity of us. Lieut. Colonel Zaionfcheck, one of 
" our Members,and one of the States of the Coun- 
*' ty, is our common Juftice at Herrnhut in Saxo- 
*' »y, and Count Zinzendorfs Secretary is Director 
*' there. It is not neceflary to mention him at Neu^ 
*' faltze and in Sikjla. This Matter depends on the 
*' Community's Pleafure, and the Propietor of the 
" Ground ia in the Country, as ztGnadentay^ Mn 
" de fViedebach, &c. In Cities the two Deputies 
"of the Community are in the Senators or 
*' Direftors, ^ v.' 9. 

This at once Ihould remove all Doubts. But 
the Hermhuters had loft their Credit about rightly 
adminiftripg Juftice. Manv Inftances had been 
found to give Reafon to miftruft them. We fliall 
alledge here one worth our Notice. 

Tlie 



The Court of common Judicature at Herrnbaag^ 
had, Arino 1 742, afke4 the Regency of Budingen for 
Requifitorial Letters, and given the following Cer- 
tificate with the underwritten Names of Mr. de Lut- 
zaWj Mr. Shinbergs^ and of Mr. Hayde Aflcflbr in 
the faid Court. 

" John 'Tobias Pflaumer hath required of us, to 
** give him a Certificate, purporting that he hath 
^^ lived here a Year and a half, and that his 
** Conduft always hath been fuch, that we always 
•< approved of him. He farther defired us to 
** recommend him to the Regency, as he is will-r 
** ing to fettle here, that tiie faid Regency might 
*' grant him their requifitorial Letters, and ufc 
.*V their Interpofition to bring his Tutors to an 
. ** Accompt,.that he might come to the Pofleflion 
** of his Goods, as he now is come to Age. We 
** therefore have granted him this Certificate, feaPd 
** with the Seal of the Court of the common Ju- 
•* dicature. Hermbaagy June i^ 1748. 

The Regency granted this Demand, and the Mo-r 
|iey belonging to this Perfon was fent to Herrnhaag^ 
and was afterwards clearly found to have been 
brought in the Community's Coffer, or in thofe of 
the fame. Would it therefore not have been a Sin 
to leave the Adminiftration of Juftice-to them ? 

SECT. XXII. 

The loth Seft. was thus canvafled. 

" This Director muft ad with his two Afliflbrs, 
^\ whom he muft fwear into their Office in the Name 
*' of their Sovereign, and take care of the Formali- 
** ties in oeconomical Matters. Except this, the 
** general Diaconat, which aflifts all Communities, 
" throughout the world, and which more particu- 
'* larly takes care of the C9mmunit/s Credit at 
♦' Hcrmhaagy where the fame is called the Diaconat i a 
> I 4 ,^^ free 
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' free Comparr/y like feme privileged Colleges in the TV- 
' ritqries of other Sovereigns^ as a College of Com-- 
' merce^ all which "in Places of Importance take care 

* of the ^rade, Tlhe fame cartt he obliged tofbew its 

* Books to any body^ or give an Account of its Manage^ 
' menXy except when the fame fijould be too fbort in 
' Law. They have proved themfelves to be true 
' Managers of the public Wealth, by difperfing 

* more than a hundred thoufand Guilders, with- 

' out coiling the Community one fingle Penny. • 
' The Members of the fame are eleftcd or dif- 

* miffed by the general Diaconat which hath fuP- 
' tairl'd the Credit of all Moravian Brethren, 
' with more than two Millions. This the more 
' bccaufe that the fame docs not aim at any pri- 

* vate Intereft but the real Credit of the Diaconat 
^ of the Churchels. 

l^his plainly fhews»that they wanted to be inde- 
pendent, and anfwcrs the Idea Mr. de Damnitz gave 
of this Diaconat, Jan. 5, 1748. Saying: 

" The general Diaconat takes care of the Oeco- 
** nomy of all the Communities all over the World, 
*^ whoever have Colonies of us, affifts them, lends 
*^ Money to their Undertakings, negociates and 
*' makes Contrails with the Lords of the Manors, 
" or their Exchequer, but hath never a certain 
^ Ahoder 

And Count Zinzendorf^ in a Letter to Mr. Brauer^ 
April 17, 1750, faid; 

" There is a general Company eredled which 
*^ is independent from the Community. The fame 
" (after that I have refign'd) confifls of one Pre- 
" fident and ten or twelve Affeffors. This Com- 
" pany has above a Million to lend out at 4, 5, 
*' and 6 per Cent, in Europe and America. The moft 
" Part thereof is lent out to other Lords by our 
" Recommendation." 

The 
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The fpecial Diaconat is the fame in every Colony." 
The General receives and preferves the Sums which 
are gotten from others, ^nddifpofes of the fame by 
direfting the fpecial Diaconats how to employ them. 
They ufe the Name of Community very prpmif- 
cuoufly.\ If one becomes a Aiora^ian Brother or 
Sifter, he or fhe gives, we fuppofe, 300/. This he 
gives to the Community, that is to the general Dia- 
conat, which gives him a. little bit of Paper as a 
Bill of Exchange. So this becomes the Commu- 
nity. Thefe tVo Colleges are the very Pillars of 
the Umtas Fratrum. What Sovereign could now 
govern fuch, a Company that has no certain Abode, 
- and is to be independent wherever it is ? 

APerfon who went from them declared in a Law- 
fuit at Budingeny that thc^ general Diaconat was as 
potent as the greateft Duke in Qermany. Count 
Zinzendotf himfelf fays that it was fo rich, what 
will become of it at laft ? The moft Part of the 
Brethren give their Money to the fame at a^ per Cent. 
The fpecial Diaconat of each Colony has the Re- 
venues of the (kme. Private Perfons firft kept 
Apothecaries, Ironmongers, Grocers Shops, &c. but 
the Diaconat foon found means to come to the Pof- 
fcffion of them. The Proprietors or others, became 
Jqumeymen ia them, and the Diaconat had the 
Profit of the Goods fold. So was it with the Com- 
munity's Inn, for they themfelves faid, Jan. 5,* 
1748. 

** That the general Diaconat took the Revenues 
" of the common Cafli, out of the Lodgings, 
*' Shops, Apothecaries, i£c. and that all thefe 
" things belonged to its Acconipt.'' A Brother 
that has no more than 4 per Cent, wants different 
Neceflaries, thefe he abfolutely mi^ft buy in the 
Shops, and fo the general Diaconat pays no more 
than 2 per Cent. They fend their People abroad, 
many of them die and whqre caa any body aflc for 
, tlieir 
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their Money ? What can his Children aflcfor, who 
conftitutes Tutors over them ? 

Count Zinzgndorf ;uifwered when BuMngen would 
not approve of this Section. 

^^' The general Diacopat is not a College of Ifen-- 
*' burgb^ but travels about. No more can be pre- 
*' tended of the fame, except that the Diaconus 
** when he comes hither to look over the Ac* 
** compts of the Colony, Ihall give notice of his 
^* Prefence, and be a Stranger equal as the ordi- 
•• nary and common Juftice." 

What is the meaning of their being Strangers^ 
and therefore independent ? Count Zinzendorf re- 
plied when he was told that this could not be 
agreed to : ^ 

" No other Evil can arife from treating fuch 
•* univerfal Servants of , the Lwd with cavilling, 
•* but that the fame avoid thefe Territories anid 
*' leave the Matter about the Loan as it is. The 
^^ Pofleflbr qH Hermhaag redemands his Money, 
*' The Houfes pay with what they contain, the 
** Lands are given back for ready Payment, and 
** left to be inhabited by thofe who pleafe. There 
^' may thereby happen fome ads of Violence, let 
•^ them then happen to whom they will ; for it muft 
*^ happen foon. 

But notwithftanding this threatening, the Statutes 
were rejected. 

SECT. ^^XXIIL 

The 1,1 th Scft. of thefe Statutes is : 
" And whereas thjc Deputies of the Church have 
*' always acknowledged and admitted, and the 
" Contrafts made with them, by their Majeftics 
*' the Kings o^ Great-Britain^ Pruffiaj Denmark^ the 
" States-General, his Grace the Duke of Holfiem and 
*' other Sovereigns, aod the Count of Ifenburgb 

*' Budingen 
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** Budingen himfelf, who has three of them in his 
'' own Hands ; No Alteration therefore can be made 
*' in atiff Regulations of the Communi^ without confult^ 
V ing the civil Elders of the Moravian Churchy or 
** the general Diaconaty or at leaji the deputed Syndick 
** of the Unitas Fratrum. Thefe, let them have 
" any other Office in the Community whatfocver 
'* it may be, fhall only ftile themfelves Deputies 
*' of the Brethren for this Affair. The King of 
" PruJJta'^ ftife in Silefta v^ould be the belt if the 
" Sovereign Ihould order any thing, or when any 
" extraordinary Cafe Ihould happen, who without 
** any more Titles addrefles himfelf to the Direct 
*' tory of the Community of the Brethren. That Com^ 
** munitry which is interefted, elefts their Deputies, 
'' and is to bring the Cafe before them, and give 
*' their Anfwer in. This is abfolutely neceflary, 
" and muft be ftridly obfcrved by a Community 
^' that renounces all matters of War. 

Both Contrads with Budingen (for there never has 
been a third) were made with Deputies of the new 
Inhabitants, and all thefe Denominations are yet 
unknown. Count Z/»2^(?r/*thoughf his own Peo- 
ple would find themfelves wronged, and would alfo 
make new Regulations, affifted therein by the So- 

" vereign ; he therefore wanted to prevent this by 
mdkingtht. Syndick Mafter over them ^1, thoVunr 
der a very low and humble Denomination. Where 
is the Direftoriun) of the iljr^thren elf^ to be found 
but in the general Diaconat which really is inde- 
pendent ? 

They argue that the Sovereign fhould have the 
right to fend his Orders to Herrnhaag which fliould 
contain nothing new but Things in general. For 

. the 12th Seftion is thus: 

^' But the ordinary, and all Orders of the So- 
'' vereign, which contain nothing new, but Matters 
^* in general, and only fome particular Affairs, are 
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" no more to be fent to the common Court oF 
•* ' Juftice, but to the Count of Budingen^or hisDirec- 
** tor at Hermhaag. But if other Affairs fhould 
** happen, which belong to the external of the 
** Church, as for example, the Surplice-Fees for 
'* carrying of a dead Corpf^ in Dudeljheim: or 
f' about an Aft of which the ecclefiaftical Reftor 
^' of Hermhaag fhould be defired to perform then,, 
^' or if any thing fhould happen with another Lu- 
*' theran or Roman Priefl, the faid Matters mufl 
*' be direded to the Ordinary of /f(?rr«/&^^^. " 

The Sovereign of Biidingen would never have been 
able to learn the true Syftem of thefe People if he 
had approved of this, neither could he ever have 
deflroy'd the fame ; for the general Diaconat would 
never have condefcended. What Reafon had 
they to make fuch Oppofition when an honefl im- 
partial Man w^s to be put at their Head as the 
only way to keep their dangerous Syflem from be- 
ing hidden, which threatened to overturn the So- 
vereign'3 Power. 

They wanted no Titles, becaufe if they had been 
put to the Records the Regency would have learnt 
the Names of the Perfons which were their com- 
mon Juflice, which Office, Barons, Noblemen and 
others that formerly had ferved other Sovereigns, 
have adminiftred. 

SECT. XXIV. 

The 13th Se6Hon is. 

" A Specification of all thefe Families which 
*' flay with us above a Year (for fo long at leafl 
*' they can live with us as Guefls) fhall be fent 
*^ yearly to the Sovereign. The fame fhall be 
*' flruck out in the Lift when they go away again 
" after they have given due notice there and fettled 
_" with the Direftor, and it fhall be added accord- 

!' ing 
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** ing tx> the beft Intelligence, where they are gone 
«' to. ^ 

So they had time enough to fee if any new Comers 
would do for them. The Sovereign could never 
be fure of what Subjeds he had, iand the Specifica- 
tion would have always been made according as 
they liked it, the Dircftor being one of them. 

The i 4th SaSt. is of the fame Fafhion. 

*' They that marry here, muft before give notice 
" to the Direftor of the Rights he has to do fo, or 
** he does not fettle here. To give a Specification 
" of the principal Perfons when fo many Ihould 
** be convoked here of the general Diaconat of 
'*' the Colonies to the Number of 150, when fome 
** of them fhould pafs through here to fettle any 
** where elfe, whicli altho* has not happened thefe 
^' ten Years, would be too troublefome, efpecially 
>* if there Ihould be thereto annexed a Dcfcription 
*^ of every ones Circumftances in particular which 
^* is to be inftead of an Oath : This Depofition 
*'' muft always (as Reafon and Equity orders) rcr 
*^ fled more upon the Laws of the Country where 
** theyg'oto, than of thofe they came from. 

This was not what the Sovereign, in regard to the 
Marriages of them pretended, as before hath been 
obferved. And who Ihould know at Budingen the 
Rights of fo many different Countries and Empires ? 
Was not this to lay. Marriages Ihall be performed 
at Herrnhaagj but tlue Sovereign Ihall- not inquire 
or judge of them ? 

SECT. XXV' 

The 15th and i6th St&:. were thus: 

• *' No Inhabitants ihall be received without the 

^' Director of the Sovereign knows of it, and they 

*' ftiall be banilhed, by a Decree of the fame, 

** wherein alfo the Rcafon3 are contained, therefore. 

"But 
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•♦ But this ihall not belong to the two unmarried 
*^ Chorifters, which retain their Faihion of a 

' " Dof^e^houfe. For it would be improper to re- 
*^ ceive all that i»ultitu<fe of People that yearly 
<^ refbrt thereto, and idfo inconrenient to ufe any 
*^ S<>lemfiitle$ by difmifling them after a fhort ftayi 
** which always is very hard for them. But if the 
*^ Difmiflion i^ out of Obftinacy not accepted of, 
^ or is like a BanifhmeM, the Diredor mufk do 

• ** the feme by his Decree. 
. 8cEt. 1 6. ** The Dire^or muft always have 
<* fofficieM Caiife for fuch a Decree. But he nhift 
" take his Knowledge from what the Poblii: fays. 
^ This the more, as the Cornfhunity, accofdmg 
•• to the SeAion of the perpetual Contraft made 
•* with the Sovert%n, may receive whom fliedlcsdes, 
** and the Love to a Chnftian is the realon that 
*« fuch Meafures are taken, not at all the Limita- 
*< tion of this Statute of whofe Confervation Ac 
*• Wealth of the Church depends. 

^ The Sovereign, would give the Power of receiv- 
ing People to his Bailiff that Ihould be no Adora- 
vian^ they will not give the fame to a Hermhui 
Direaor." He fhould only fubfcribe the Decree 
when '^they Ihould think fit to make fuch. Who 
elfe but the Elders, that always Ihould be con- 
fidered as Strangers, were to give him Advice 
therein. The Dircftor ihould not oblige the un- 
married People. For they are the Perfons that 
take care of fuch as nobody ought to know, but 
he that knows already thir Syflem. He fhall think 
the Reafons that the Public, i. e. the Elders or the 
general Diaconat alledge, for good and fufHcient. 
Who then is at the head of the Judicature ? 

It is true, it Was granted them in the Gontradt 
to receive ind difmifs out of their Community 
whom they fhould pleafe. But what Community 
was^this? A, Thirty or forty. Families that were to 

cfUblifh 



cftablifli Manufafturcs, and netcrh^Ve c6mc in 
the Country. There was no mention made of a 
College of Elders^ general Diaconat, all which 
who could foretell would be thereat any Time? 
Who could know that the Mnrannan Church had 
political Maxims from whence the Wealth of the 
former depended ? 

Count Zinzendorf zfttT he faw that the Sovereign 
would not give this Power to any other Perlon 
but to one who was no Moravian^ anfwered : 

" The Direftor fhall not meddle at all with it, 
" if you think a general Proof infufficient." As if 
he was to give the Sovereign his Orders, or if Love 
to a Chriuiah-Regulation had caufed hdm to make 
thefc Propofals. 

SECT. XXVL 

$e£t. 17th, hefaid: 

*' They that go away for themfdves muft give 
** Notice of this, and particularly to the common 
^* Court of Juftice, nor can they be received in 
** any other Place of this County, without pro- 
** ducing a Certificate that nobody has any iaw- 
*' fill Demands upon them," 

Here they confider Hermhaag as a Place fcparated 
from the County. They would hinder the Sove- 
reign from protecting their Refugees, as had been 
already done, but they wanted to feduce his Sub« 
je6ts which they liked. So have brought amongft 
them the Manufactory of Ribbons that formerly 
was in the City of Buaif^en. 

SECT. XXVIL 

Th6 Tenor of the 1 8th and 29th Seftions were : 

** The Sovereign is always empowered to leave 

*• t^e intrinfical part of Qur Conftitution, or toin- 

^ quire into the fame, l^ And 



" And as the Sovereign is not for us Iri pir- 
" ticulars, bcc^fe he h fecmingly ignorant of 
** our interior Affairs : He is, on the other fide, 
•* to take legal Cbgnizancc, of our Prote6tion a- 
** gainft the Infringement, pf^ur Privileges from 
•' any quarter, and more particulariy of thofe 
•* ftrong forbidden Libels, which very often con- 
•* tain no Truth at all. 

Seft. ig. ^' The Community at Herrnhaag muft 
** in the firft cafe, out of Love to their gracious 
*' Sovereign and Fidelity to th*^ fame, avoid all 
*' Things which can provokeRevenge or fubmit the 
*' fame to the Cenfure of the Public. Should the 
^* fecohd cafe be more agreeable, the Community 
*' and its Members from all fides,would enjoy aftivc 
*' and paffive all Liberties which they arc intitled 
** to by commonly received Opinion, or which 
" have been granted them moll prudently in the 
'' Territories of his Majefty the King oi Poland as 
" Eledtor of Sa:)iofrf. 

All this was faid only to catch hold of the Con- 
firmation of thefe Statutes. For why oppofed Count 
Zinzendorf the intended Commiffion in 1741, as 
he doth here again ? He knew that Budingen would 
not grant them their wanted Rights, fo they 
could refufe to accept of fuch inquiring Deputies, 

SECT. XXVIJL 

Seft. 20th, fhould be thus : 

^' And whereas, Difputes may eafily arife about 
*' fuch a point of Faft ; The Sovereign has been 
*' pleafed, that the Decifion about the fame always 
*' fhould be by his firft Counfellor of the Regency, 
** and in refpeft to the Sovereign's Religion, and 
*' notwithftanding that moft of the Inhabitants are 
" JjutheranSy by the Aftminiftrator of the reformed 
" Trope in the Unitas Fratrum^ (which at prefent 



** is tke Rcv^ Mr. Cocbius RrO: Chaplain to his 
** Majefty the King of Pruffia) aiid that when 
** thefe two Gentlemen do not agree in their Opi- 
**^ nions about the Queftion, the Brethren Ihould 
** be favoured, or the fame fliouid be left to be 
** decided by an honeft Office-ftanding Lawyer at 
*' Frmckfm^ or at Wet^lar^ whom both Parties 
** hath hitherto confider'd as their Friend." 

■ How finely they wanted here to fubtraft them- 
fclves from the Jurifdiftion of the Regency, 
and have to do with only one Man. Count Zin- 
zendorf never wrote to this College, but only to 
Mr. BraueTj and in July 1747. 

" Will you, if only my Son or Sori-in-Law 
** fhould copy my Letters to you, anfwer me in 
** your own hand Writing. I think not like 
** others before, but when I write. This, makes 
*' my Letters fo confas'd that they are hard to be 
** read. But I would i^her write to you. my own 
** felf, than that a third Pcrfon fhould interfere with 
" our little Billets." 

But the extracts of a Conference between Count 
Zinzendorf^ Mr. de DamnifZj and Mr. Braudr^ holdcn 
the nth of July^ and the latter's Report of the 
fame to the Sovereign, will more plainly prove, 
how they wanted to make thefe public Matters 
private ones. 

'* They wanted me fadly to become a Jufticc at 
** Hermhaagy and defired me to adminifter this Of- 
** fice notwithftanding I Ihould be in Budingen ; I 
** jinfwered that I had no leifure Time left to do this. 
** I did not chufe'to be at their Head; half only, 
** and only for the Title's fake, and could not do 
** my Duty if I fhbuld'be Vii Budingen. They re- 
** plied. There was not much bufinefs to do, arid 
" there would hardly be three fheets of Paper writ- 
^* ten in a quarter of a Year. They would pay mc 
^^ aSalary^ and ib much that I cWd.vcry. i^U 
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<* keep a SccWtajiy. Itold-dicm-, ThsKif I fliouM 
** be their Jufticc all Things fhould h^verthelefs 
*^ pafs through my Hands, and I had no Time 
^* to fpare; they would find then^vtt miftaken, 
•* for I never could ufe myfelf to todulge the un- 
** limited Liberties as thfcy defircd, and fliouki 
** therefore always be too rigid. CoUiit Zikzen- 
** <fof/* replied. You can't hate us. We believe d»t 
** a particular Genius always is with the. Perfon in 
** the firft Office. The fame muft always love 
*' us. We have the Experience of this in all our 
*• Colonies for thefe 25 Years. I replied. That I 
'* did not believe this, fori was in a College where 
** air Things pafled through all Hands, and 
'^ Hermbaci^ was fubjeft to the fame. They faid, 
** That is nothing, you muft treat thofe Matters 
" aioiie. I faid, that it Nfras iihpoffible, becaufel 
** was twice or thrice abfeht. They anfwered, in 
** thefe Cafes all Matters fliould wait till my Rc- 
" turn. I told them th«: this was againft the col- 
" legial Conftitution." 

One Perfon overlooks a thing fooner than many, 
-and is fooner impofed upon than a whole College, 
and a Prefident of a College that is not an honeft 
Man can better and eafier obtain his Ends. But 
we obfcrve only the great Profit the Moravians 
would have had by the Confirmation of thefe Sta- 
tutes. For even the firft Counfellor of the Regency 
could have done nothing of himfelf, being hin- 
dred by the Adlminiftratx>r of the reformed Trope^ 
and they would have excited againft all Lav^ers, 
by faying that they were riot their Friends. 

SECT. XJyX. 

The 21 ft and 2 2d Seftions were^ 
*' The burial Ground of thefe, that do not be- 
** iQitgr to the Ckoir-Conftitution, or that exprefsJy 
:Jj-i '* " defirc 
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** ddire to be buxkd in the Ground fituafed bv 
f*^ liartckey is and remains^the Haa^ burial Ground, 
•* where the ReSbr is obliged honeftly to bury^ 
*** and to receive the Surplice-Fees, of every one 
c** the Ordinary of the Place tells him of." 

Seft. 22. *' The SurpUcc-Fees are to be paid 
** to thofe Parifhes through which a dead Corpfe 
-*' fliould pafs Smt its Interment at flermhaagj Bn& 
r** the Accounts of fuch Cafes as hitherto have hap-* 
•*^ pened ihali be fettled/' 

Here they think like Romans, for they Would 

^lotiury every one in their own Ground. * Count 

^/»2W»fo;jfhimfelf caufed his Son, who died a Year 

brfore their Burpng-Ground at //m:»i«/ was ready, 

.aqdwa3 buried there in the Lutheran^Ground, to 

-be dug up, and to be laid in theiir^own new Ground. 

They cany the Bodies of th6fe that die in the 

Chpir-Conftitution often many Miles through 

other Territories to be buried 2tHermbaag in their 

-Ground; perhatps becaufe they believe that their 

People enter Heaven by another way: and bury 

them with rejoicing Mufic to encourage othcrPcopk 

to become more and more entirely devoted to thenu 

It fhews alfo how little Regard they have for the 

Lutheran and reformed Religion, that they will 

not fuffer any of their Choir-Conftitution to be 

-buried amongft any of thofe two Religions. 

SECT. XXX. 

Seft. 2 3d and 24th were, 
-" And that a kind Prince may lofe no Ettiolu- 
^*;ment he might reap from thcfe new Buildings, 
^^ A proper Com|>tr<^r Ihall be kept at the tx^ 
.^' pence of the CommfUnity, to fctdown all extra-' 
^* ordinary Profits that Ihall hapjpen all the Year 
> ^^ .round, and produce thofe jAjinotations at AS^ 

K a ^* by 
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■* by thc'Contxad, that no principal Part of the 
.^' Commerce, nor one fingle Article remains, 
'* where-from the Sovereign had no Profit. 

Se£t. 24- " The Regency fhall communicate to 
" this Perfon all real, and not probable Quarrelsp, 
^' efpecially fuch as happen with the neighbouring 
" Villages j which he fhall well confider, and lay 
•*' them, along with his Opinion thereof, before the 
." Diaconat at Mickadmas. . There all Smuggling 
*' fhall be feverely punifhed, ^1 occafions of Quar- 
*' rels removed, ox a Verdid: be given for the pe- 
" fendant: and even our Right fhall be regulated 
*' yearly, that there may be no Prejudice done to 
'* any third Perfon,and that we be not, even indirect- 
'* ly of Detriment to the Trade of our Neighbours, 
" but that we, on the contrary, may be and re* 
'• main the Inflrumeynt$ of their worldly Wealth. 

The Inftitution of this Comptroller would hinder 
the Sovereign from giving his Bailiff the Commif- 
fion of the Revenues.^ For it would fland under 
the Diaconat, and therefore was not in the Sove- 
reign's Service, and he would now pretend, through 
his Remonftrations, that the Trade of the Inhabi- 
. tants of BuSngen and other Places, fhould not be 
hindred. Shews not this that the general Diaconat 
,waoted to be Sovereign over Hermhaag. This 
fhould all be in the Contraft interpreted in favour of 
the Sovereign, but where had this College, ' that 
never had ent^ed into Contraft, the right to inter- 
pret the fame. It would have been favourable 
as long as the Regency had condefcended in every 
thing. The Death of fome rich People, as that 
, of Mr. de Laifh^ would have brought the Exchequer 
. for the tenth Penny, lo or 12000 Guilders. But this 
. Favour would foon have been altered after they at 
^Budingen had looked into their right Syflem in re- 
ligious and civil Matters, ^d.^fter the taking of 
Meafures. accordingly. . The 8th Section of thefe 

Statutes 
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Statutes would have fervcd them for an Anfwer 
if they had been admoniflied that formerly they 
niade ufe of other Interpretations. 

SECT. XXXI. 

Scft. 25th was, 

".Timely Notice fhall be given to the Sovc- 
** reign, or its CounfeUbr of the Regency, in the 
" Prefence- of one of the firft civil Elders, other 
'* than that of a Bilhop, which may happen after 
** the Retardation of Marienbom and Lindheim. The 
" general Workmen fhall find here die Centre 
*' from their Communities that are at the dif- 
" tance of 250 Miles from hence. Weft, Eaft, 
*^ and North; and here fhall then be holdcn an 
** Aflembly of Elders, Ordinaries, Syndicks, or 
*' Oeconomifts, which are in ufe all over the World ; 
^ for Perfons concerned in one Affair mufl ap- 
** point a Place of Meeting. And if the Coun- 
** fellor fhould chufe to be prefent at all AfTem- 
** blies, a proper Place fhall always be kept for the 
** fame, that they may attend wbsn they will, even 
*' when no Notice thereof had been given, to judge 
**"of all that paffes there; which Difference can*t 
** be of any Prejudice to the Liberty of Religion 
*' and Church, or the Rights of thefe Colleges." 

By thefe Principles a Sovereign has the Diredion 
over the outward Worlhip, and the Society, of reli- 
gious Men whenever it wanted them to decide a 
religious Point. But the Herrnhuters rejeft all the 
Confequences that naturally may be drawn from 
this. They hold Affemblics and Synods without 
the Confent of the Sovereign, in what Place they 
think moft proper, and decide there according to 
their own Syflem. They allow the Sovereign, or 
his Deputies, to be prelcnt there out of mere de- 
ference. This Offer was even made becaufe they 

K 3 ki;^w 
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knew that the Counfellors of the petty Princes ia 
the Empire have fo much Boffnefs upon them,^ 
that thfcy but very feldom can iparc tro Time to, 
be prefent in their Colleges'. Or if even one of 
theft Counfellory had attended their Aflemblies» 
the fame perhaps would be a Moravian himfelf. 
And would they not hide their real Intention whcn-^ 
ever they ftxould find fucb a Member, prefent ; ha- 
ving in his Abience come to Refolutions which 
would be of Detriment to the Sovereign. 

SECT. XXXIL 

The 26th Sea, is, 

*' In Cafe that the Sovereign Ihould at any time 
** permit a Printing-Office to be eftablifhed here, 
*' (for all this Seftion does not mention an Obliga- 
*' tion for him to do fo) notwithftanding that this 
♦' Place would be very commodious to fend the 
«' Books to the Communities, and that it would ai* 
*' ways be odious for us to difperfe our Books 
^« from hence : No new Books, that never were 
*' printed before (and Books of Contr9Verfies fhalj 
^' never be printed here, if they even Ihould be 
<* Anfwers to our Antagonifts) Ihall be fold here 
*' before the fame has been communicated to 
*' the firft Counfellorat BudingeUy and if he or the 
<^ ordinary Cenfor there fhould find any thing 
^ therein againft the Conftitutions of the Roman 
«' Empire in regard to the Regulations made there* 
*' of, the fame Book fhall not be publiihed before 
** the fame faid things have been alter'd, where- 
«' unto the Sovereign muft oblige the Ordinary 
^^ to be very attentive. 

^' And notwithftanding that it is againft the 
«^ Rights of an epifcopal Church,, and looked upon 
<^ as ill-becoming thefame,that theOffice for licenf-* 
«^ ing the Books, wh^b in GernaiTy oivtn is com-t 

♦♦ mitted 
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^ mitted to the Care of a Schoplmafter^ ind whkb 
" Office the Bifliop of the Brethren in every Com- 
^'munity is in aftual Poffeffion, fhould be denied 
^* here to the firft Clafs of them : nptwithftand- 
'* ing it has been made by the unanimous confent of 
** our Church- Wardens, thinking the fame to be 
*^ of good ufe at this Conjunfture, and for all that 
^^ has been agreed to according to the Explanation 
** of the eighth Sedion. 

This Office was refufed before, Sed. 13. For 
all that Count Zi»2;«iKfor/ made anodier Trial if he 
could not fucceed, for it is their Cuftom not to 
be foon rebuked. Count Zinzendorf, when told 
that thofe Sedions which had been once rcfofed» 
would never be accepted, replied; 

** The Brethren abfolutdy will not agree to 
•' this, but will remove the Printing-Office ad 
^ foon as ever poffiblc." 

That the rSffemmation of their Books will be 
always odiou)s to them^ is to be u^derfiood of thole 
that are not of their Sed, for thofe of their Se6k 
muft al^olutely poflefs them, and may (boner be 
without the Holy Bible than thofe. They muft learn 
out of them to talk according to their Faihion, 
and the Diaconat has a great Income from the fame. 
Therefore would they pay 150000 Guilders Excifc*, 
They do not like that any others fhould fee them, 
for thereby have their Errors been detedbed. The 
Reftridtion which they make out pf Seftion 8 of. 
their Statutes, to their Subjedion to the Cenforar 
tion of their Books, proves of what little ConfeT 
quence the lame would be in Time to come. 

SECT. XXXIII. 

We refume now the Hiftory of the IHrmbanrSj 

which w« h^ left in Seaioiri6. TheHoufe of 
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BudingOi/h^ it]t&ied .thefe their Statutes, and a 
Conference had been bolden in regard to them. 
Count Zmzendcrf now :thought it proper . to lay 
the Fault u.pon the Inhabitants of Hermbaag. frantz 
ffining^y Bof^kxefii and one Schneider^ delivered the 
following Memorial in the Name of jthe Town of 
Herrnhaag. ■ 

" CoviX^X Zin;iwdor/,h'ds dwelt here this Year, for 
" the firil Time, in thefe nine Years that this Place 
'* has beep:built ( i ), arid we have rejoiced in feeing 
*> this Lord* that takes fo much care for the Bre- 
*' thren, once with us. We hoped that his Prefence 
*' and affiduous Correfpondcnce with Mr. Brauer, 
** and.the Conferences he had with this Counfellor, 
** of whofe Contents we are not quite ignorant (2^, 
*' would adjuft.and reinoye the Scruples your Lord- 
V fhip began to, have about us fome Years (ince. 
*' But we begin to be under fome Apprehenfions 
^V as we have heard nothing of the Event of all 
" thefe Doings, that after the Departure of this 
" Lord, who, according to his Cuftom, pays no 
'* Vifitto a Community when he has been amongft 
*/ the fame for fo confiderable a Time, many 
** Things would be repeated to us, if that he 
'' Ihould-have agreed to any, of which we are in- 
" tirely ignorant would be to our greateft Preju- 
*' dice .(3 J, for this Lord afts always fo, that not-

' " Firft, That we only look back to the Con-

. The Syndicks, by word of Mouth, received for 
Anfwer, that there were Reafons to enquire a ' 
little nearer into the civil and ecclefiaftical- Affidrs . 
■ of Hermhaag^ and Time would learn them how it ' 
Ihould be done. The Sovereign had it ftill at' heart' 
to put an honeft (kilful Man at the head of Hmrn^ 
baag^ thereby to look over the whole ififFair. 
But the Gentleman whom the Regency bad firft a 
mind to employ in this Affair had now been em- 
ployed ; and as a Man of his Capacity was abfo- 
lutely required, none could fo eafily be found 
out : this Affair was put up for fome Months, ef- 
pecially when the Sovereign would not* put the Bai- 
liff in his place before Spring, that he might begin 
the building a Houfe for this Man in Gafe they 
Ihould reflife to build one. Count Zinzendorf was 
gone away in September^ and wrote in 09ober to the 
Sovereign of Hermhaag. 

" That he had his firfl, and perhaps lalt Abode, 
" in thefe Territories, but fhould if occafion Ihould 
" offer, be entirely incognito whenever he fhould - 
** pafs through them, nor would he enter into any 
" other Concerns (12). He returned thanks for the 
" deep Impreffion that tHe late Circumitances at

But he was there again in December^ 1 747, and 
had fent Mr. de Dammtz before him, who came to 
know Mr. BraueTy and began to be Mediator in this 
Affair, and Count Zinzendorf fpoke of him as an 
honeft, brave and fkilful Man who could aft to 
the pcrfeft liking of Count Zinzendorf "^ho recom- 
mended him. . ' 

Now the Curtain was drawn again. Mx. ie 
Datnnitz fpoke at firft with Mr. Brauer to learn 
the Intention of Budingen. He was told that Herm- 
iaag was to be regulated according to the Em- 
peror's Conftitutions, that there fhouid be a right 
Court of Judicature, by which the Revenues of 
Hermhaag fnould be comptroUed, or the fame fhouid 
be farmed. At firfl he made no great Difficulty, 
and Count Zinzendorf wrote to Mr. firauer^ Decern. 
20, 1,747, 

" You know that I have been affronted. 1 have 
** only negociated about the Farm as a Commif-

'' We kncw.the way of that Mediator's Proceeding

ciety with other Colonics, or that they; were fuh^ 
jc6t to a general Deacdnry, ;and that anr\oag them 
^were Perfons who fet up to he independent on the 
Sovereign, and claimed a Supremacy in §li; Mat- 
ters ecclefiaftical and civil.

. Soon after this laft Contra6t was made, whca 
Budingen was taking Meafures for.difcharging the 
Loan, a new Incident fell out. The whole Capi- 
tal was to be lodged in the Chamber of Revenues 
in Saxony ; and upon Notice given, Mr. Zetcbwitz 
appeared as Saxo7t Cbmmiffioner. Budingen could 
have protefted againft this Meafure as illegal ; but 
the Sovereign was equally content whether the Re- 
ceipts were given by Saxony or by them. But the 
"Herrnhuters had two Reafons for this Dcpofitc, 
They did not think that Budingen would be able 
to raife a Capital which was lent at 4, per Cent, for 
thirty Years in the Space of fyc, elfe they would 
'not have redemanded the Money, which fome qf 
them could not conceal. For notwithftaoding that 
Count Zinzendorf wrote to Mr. Brauevy 6th Decern- 
'ler 1748 : 

" I know fo much of Mr. Beuning^ that, being 
*' by the arbitrary Alteration made with his Stew- ^ 
*' ard by the Regency of J?^/>^^«, brought to de- 
*' pend folely on his Debtor, he cannot fairly let 
*' the Capital, of which no more than 120000 
*' Guilders were his own, continue any longer.'* 

" I knew that a Year would put an End to my Stay here, 
** and fome Months to that of the civil Elders ; as it proved 
" about laft Midfummer, when they returned to their Homes, 
•* not being to make their Appearance here again till after 
•* fome Years, to fee if their perpetual Office of Confuls of the 
** Brethren, which has been acknowledged by our refpedivc 
" Sovereigns, did not require fome charitable or monitory 
** Duties.^* 

Here the Count confeffes, that the Office* of a civil Elder is 
fixed, and that they muft travel to viiit the Communities, 
Thefc differ from the ecclefiaftic Elders i and hence it appears 
that the Community receives Dire^ions from them. Vide 
Sea. x-j. 

This 
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This is contradidted. Note 31. Scft. 13. But 
the Drift of ail this was to bring BudingeH into 
Trouble. They couldLnot ftay till the Term of 
Payment, but wanted to give the Sovereign all the 
Difturbancc they could. The general Deacort 
H^eis propofed a Ceflion to the Emperor. Mr. de 
Zefcbwitz fent a Letter with a Tender of it to a 
neighbouring State, whom they would fain have 
ftimulated to have enforced their Offer by, violent 
Meafures. But Budingen remained- immoveable^ 
and their Schemes failed. Count Zinzendorf had 
flattered himfelf that thefe Difficulties would have 
induced Budingen to have figned under a Carte- 
blanche, as a Purchafe oftheCoxmt*s Favour to 
clear him. The laft Term of Payment was at 
Eafter 1749, and in April 1748 the Cpunt had 
wrote to this Purpofe : 

" If all my Credit can help you to a fpeedy and 
*^ earlier Difcharge of the Demand, that there 
** may be no Stain on the Reputation of an il- 
*^ luftrious Houfe of the Empire, which, in alj 
** Appearance, difdains any Chicane, PU not he- 
•*' fitate to ferve you in it with all my Heart and 
« Intereft." 

In another Letter he fays, 

** It muft not be faid, that the Lord of Herrn* 
** haag fhould want 50000 Guilders, whilft by 
*' any Means I can procure them." 

And one Sbatz a Brother, when the Term of 
Payrtient elapfed, offered to advance 50000 Guil- 
ders at 4 per Cent, on tio other Security than a 
Note of Hand. 

Their fecond Intention, by this Depofite was 
this : The Mortgage was for thirty Years, and fo 
drawn up that the Creditor would have paid him- 
felf within the time ; but he had partly under farmed 
it. After the Expiration of fix: Yeats the. Farm 
returned to its proper Owners. Count Zinzeildorf

** a Man^ not as a Chrijiian^ nor as a Preacher.- 
** As a Man I entirely diflent from it, the fooneran- 
*' Abfurdity ceafes the better ! As a Cfrnftian I have 
^' nothing to fay, for there I am a fuffering Mem-. 
*' ber. They have publickly mixed me in this.

H E following Narrative contains th« 
Occaiion and Motive of my becoming, 
a Member of the Society of Herm^ 
huters^ my Voyage from Penfihmnia. 
to G^jr/wtf/^', the State in which I there- 
fpuncj the Society of HerrnimferSy and the Reafons' 
of my leaving them. . Having in my Return hither 
intimated to lome Perfons of Integrity what moved| 
me to depart from the Gommvnity, they told me^ 
that upon my Return to P^Jhania, my Confcicnce 
would hardly let me be at Peace, if I did not 
expofe the State in which I found it. They 
who told me fo, were almoft as well acquainted 
with the Nature of the Society as myfclf, and 
faw it not without a fenfible Concern. And up- 
on my arrival in Philadelp£iay I have been further 
intreated and urged by both Germans and Englijhj 
to do the like; that is, to* make a public Declara- 
tion of what I faw with my own Eyes, and heard 
yrith my own^ars. But hearing that feme Things

had already appeared in print againft this Com- 
munity, I left the matter to the Lord, and, gave 
myfeir no further Concern about it; except when 
any Queftions were put to me, I fpokc the plain- 
real Truth, according to my Confcience. But 
the Brotherhood at* Betbkbem toldtht People that 
all I faid of the ij; Community was a heap of Lies, 
I fpeaking out of mere Refentment and Malevo-^ 
lence, and that becaufe JofepiS Muller had married' 
^Vitfiam Trey's Daughter, which ftever fo much* 
as once came into my Thoughts -, and as if that 
was not enough, a Manf in high Efteem among 
them has given out that I myielf fhould fay to 
him; " 'Had the Comniunity made me a Bifliop, 
*^ I fhould have gladly flaid with them •," another 
Falfity coined to fupport their Caufe, (for that 
they don't flick at a convenient Lie is what I 
know full well.) A« to myfelf I could freely 
have overlook'd it without writing a fingle let- 
ter on fuch a foul Subje6l, had they not gone a- 
bout to wafh their filthy Hands and afperfc mc 
with a Letter from Jofeph Muller in Germany^ to 
his Wife's Parents in Pey\fuvania\ wherein he 
loads me with Scandal, as behaving myfelf in an 
unbecoming manner amongft them ; and beCaufe 
they encourage the People with telling them, that 
when Jofeph Muller comes over I fhall be fet out 
in my proper Colours ; but his coming is uncer- 
tain. Therefore in regard to my Confcience I 
could not omit publifhing Jofeph Muller's Letter, 
with my Commentary on it, leaving every.one to

Examination of the grievous Complaint in 
the above Letter of Jofeph A^ller^ concern- 
ing my Misbehaviour in Germaft^^ and of 
fpending my Time in a continual Irregularity, 
and the capital evil of his Complaint, that after 
being fo long in the Community, I could never 
get any Knowledge of it, and that I took upon 
me to fay, that the Community was the wicked- 
eft Se6t that ever appeared fince the Time of the 
Apoftles. 

I am under a Ncceflity of faying how and where- 
fore I went among them, and how by the free 
Grace of God, without the Intervention or Affift- 
ance of Men I was awakened, called and brought 
-'to Converfion. viz. The merciful Saviour im- 
parted to me in fome fmall liieafure the Light 
and Strength of that precious Reconciliatioa 
Hrhich he ib painfully ootained- for me, by. his 

Blood 
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Blood and Death on the Crofs, and caufed me trf^ 
feel it powerfully in my Heart. In the mean 
time, I became acquainted with Spangenberg^ foon 
after his firft coming into this Country; and, the* 
Lord was nigh unto us by his Grace, and united: 
us in Love, fo that he often very cordially dif-- 
courfed of the Mercy which the Saviour had ac-^ 
quired by his Death and Sufferings, iikewiie herw- 
glorioufly the Herrnhuiijh Community in Germanjf 
lived and increafcd in the Grace of Reconciliation, 
and how affedlionately they loved one another in a 
childlike Temper and unblameable Life. And 
from the Love I bore him, Iconceived a* high 
Opinion of the Community by fuch Hearfays *, 
being further perfuaded that it ought to be ip a- 
mong God*s Children. About that Time. more 
Herrnhuters came into the Country, as Andrev^ 
Efchenback -f, who alfo told us many fine things 
of the Community in all Points, efpecially of their 
Marriages and Education of Children : He was 
followed by Anne NitfchmanninX^xi6.Molterin ||and 
another, who behaved in a very amiable and affec- 
tionate manner. Thus we lived together in ah 
entire Harmony, and wilhed that well-difpofed 
Perfons of all Parties would lay afide all-grudges 
and cultivate entire Love and Confidence. Count 
Zinzendorf hearing of this our Defire th^t a general 
Love might prevail among Perfons of all Parties ; 
it was his Advice to us that we fhould fet up Con-

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Ibtences for the promotion of univerialLove, ancf 
this was the origin of Conferences. In the third 
Conference, three Brothers were chofen out.ol 
fifty, as Prefidcnts and Diredbofs of the Confis 
itnces, and of thefe I happened to be one ; and 
as I then believed in the Bible-Lots, I could n06 
obje£t againil it ; and I own Seif-Love was forne^ 
thing flattered to be placed in a Dignity, though I 
underilood nothine of the Fundion. Till thi» 
Time § I was led like a ftupid drunken Man. 

But fonie high-minded People at Oly having 
liken upon them to ereft a Community, and ap- 
point themfelves Labourers, began alfo to lay Im* 
pofitions upon their Flocks and domineer over 
them, as if they were their Bond-flaves-, but thef# 
were of a difFerentMiild, and would not bow theii* 
Necks to fuch a galling Yoke ; this was' the Siii 
of Witchcraft, in not furrendering up themfelves 
and their whole Subftance without any Objedtitfn : 
now the Labourers having formerly been puffed 
Up without Caufc or Occafion, fo had they now 
without any Grounds unmercifully caft out the 
other. As this was the firft Inftance I faw of their 
ufurped Tyranny, it was the firft Thing I took 
Offence at ; I began to be upon my Guard, and 
could not give my Affent to every thing that was 
propofed. 

In the mean Time, in my Abfence, and without 
my Knowledge, I was chofen by fifty Votes, and 
the ufual Lot, to be Elder over the unmarried 
Brethren. This Office was conferred upon me, 
and I was to remove to Bethlehem^ for which I was 
as little inclined as I was fit, knowing that were I 
to adl according to my Underftanding and Con- 
fcienee, we fhould be continually at Variance ; and

to give up my Und^rftanding dftd Confckhcit td 
their Method wa§ what 1 detef mined not to dO; 
SeveVal of their Prof^ofels having a Lamb-like 
Apjpearance, arid 1 wanting fagacity to difting&ilh 
betwixt what proceeded from the real Spirit of thtf 
Lamb, and what from the Intrigues of Man, I 
\^as at a lofs how to aft, fo as not to occafiort 
freljl Difturbances, which might be detrimpntal 
to myfelf or others j I funk into the moft diftreft- 
ful Perplexity, left I fhould fin againft the Sa-^ 
vi6Ur*s Intereft, or be drawn in to be the Tool of 
Men, for I daily faw more and more things which 
difpleafed me. Perceiving that I could not hi 
modelled to ferVe their turn, they let me knoW 
that I fhould go to Germafr^. This at firft I dit 
approved of, and though I fhould have iiked t6 
have got a through infight into the Community t 
on one hand, I was taken with their Ffiendlincfs 
and their Doftrine of the Merits of Chrift*s Sufi 
ferings and Death*; on the other hand, I could 
not be reconciled to the monflrousgroffnefs andEx^ 
travagancy of their Imaginations. In this fluftu- 
ation of Mind, deftitute of Council I applied my- 
felf in earneft Prayer to my God and Saviour, 
that by his Grace he would incline my Heart t6 
what was Good in his Sight, and recommended 
iTiy outward and inward Life to his Will. Then I 
determined to proceed with theni, begging with

^ffinnatiTe. .The Counf at the Conference asked 
the whole Brothedbyood whether they could give a 
l^obd Teftimony of him, and whether tliey held it 
convenient that he fhould eo, to which they una- 
iiimouflv anfwered jr^f ; and thus we took fhipping^ 
Oar^opber. Baufs being in compajiy, who took 
with hun whatever he would ; ibme Brothers alfo 
went to accompany lis. As thiey were going out of 
the large Ship into ffae imaUer, (which went with 
us to carry them babk) Brother Lewis % faid 
that he did not at all like Brother Baufs"% croITing 
the Sea with us, that he had much rather he 
would go back and fend 7^i& JWa/Z^r j and that 
I Ihould acquaint Baufs of his diflike ; Baufs feem- 
cd ftunned and without one word of anfwer, leav- 
ing his things in the Ship, he returned empty 
Iianded, upon which, he was again twice put to 
the Lot, and, as before, it again anfwered for his 
going ; then for the firft time I plainly perccive4 
that in confulting the Saviour by Lot, whether it 
be yes or no^ it is of no efFeft widiout the Count's 
Approbation ^. This I afterwards often experi- 
jcnced.

Weeks reached London^ a Fortnight after we 
came to Amjierdam^ and at the End of three Weeks 
more arrived at Herrndeik^ and wherever we came' 
we found fome awakened Soiils.

thing, and this was frequently the Cafe-\. In all, 
Places, however, we found fome newly awakened 
Souls, both high and low, fincerely difpofed to* 
follow the Things which pertained to their Salva- 
-tion, that I was often filled with Joy to fee the 
diviiie Grace calling and awakening People in 
Unany Places to a real Converfion, without refpedk 
cither of Perfon or Religion ; and indeed I faw 
and heard of many glorious Things, but there' 
were others as bad j and although Grace power-

Diany Sighs that the Saviour would lead me into

The other Brethren and Sifters which were come 
irojxi Poffilvania having once a Love-feaff, the 
Count told every one of them his Thoughts of 
them, and when he came to me, he faid, ' Brother.

• Quiet/ It was fo indeed, and how could it be 
ptherwife ? Hearing and, feeing many Things 
which grieved me; in the mean 1 ime I did as well 
^s I could, and that was but indifferently, when,, 
in the Spring of the Year 1 746, the Count with, 
his Family, and the chief of the pilgrim Commu- 
nity, went to Holland^ to a Synod, and from thence 
to England^ making it half a Year before they re- 
turned ; and the Count's Birth-day falling out. in 
May^ a Letter came from Holland to Marienborn^ 
direding the Houfes to be illuminated on that 
Pay, which was accordingly done.

the whole Infide of the Count's Hall, which Is ah 
hundred feet long, and forty wide, and ftiled Betb^ 
leiem\\y that k looked like an Arbour, and aTfo 
hung up three brafs Chandeliers, each of feveh 
Candles. In it alfo are four Pillars which were 
,hung full of Lights fpirally dilpofed. Wooden 
c Letters above two Feet long were made to ' form 
the Name o( Ludwig von Zikzendorp, and 
•theft being gilded with Goldj were fixed to {He 
Wall amidft a Blaze of Lights.

little Wound-worms." ^ 

And at the Coaclufion of the laft Evening-^uar^ 
ter of an Hour^ there was often fuch an Uproar 
among them, as if a Mad-houfe had broke loofe ; 
and before they went to Bed, the Muficians never 
failed to heighten their Mirth with all Manner of 
wanton Tunes : And thefe Orgia^ as they may be 
termed, lafted till One or Two in the Morning, 
with the moft indecent Levity ; and, what is 
worfe, the Saviour's precious Wounds are made a 
Veil for thefe difTolute Practices, which he can- 
not behold without Abhorrence and Aftonifh- 
ment. Yet this was I to hear, and if I offered to 
find Fault I was fo hooted and railed at, that I was 
obliged to fupprefs my Diflike, and recommended 
it to the Lord ; fully purpofing, however, at the 
Count's Return to talk the Matter over with him, 
and hear how he relifhed fuch frantic wicked Do- 
ings ; he had been away from Aprily and it was 

Can any Chriftian patiently hear fuch deteftable Pofitions, 
furely Severities againft the Preachers of thefe Abominations 
cannot be accounted cruel; the Welfare of Souls feems tore- 
quire at any Rate the Suppreflion of thefe infe.rnal Seducers.

November before he came back; in the mean 
Time Illuminations were not wanting on their 
Birth- days, with fuch an Infcreafe of Wantonnefs 
as drew from me Sighs and Tears beyond Num- 
ber, to fee and hear the precious Name, Blood, 
and Wounds, of the holy Lamb, made a Cloak .for 
all Manner of Licentioufnefs. 

The above-mentjoned Soldier, Cbrijiian JVinicke^ 
was Overfeer of the Chambers, and from a Vene- 
ration to God, and his revealed Word, could not 
refrain from declaring againft thefe Diforders, and 
in Writing, protefted againft their Manner of liv- 
ing ; but this only drew upon him fuch virulent 
Abufes and outrageous Treatment, that it moved 
Pity to hear him tell of them. This fympathifing 
Man often ufed to withdraw into the Wood, and 
throwing himfelf on the Ground, weep over the 
Wantonnefs of their Lives, and that he muft fee 
and hear it. There were alfo fome others of the 
People^ to whom fuch Things were a Burden; 
faying, with heart-felt Sighs, JVhat will be the End 
of fuch Living ! There was at Marienborn an old 
Man, a Separatift, Gardener * to the former 
Count, who had left him a Houfe, during Life, an 
honeft confcientious Man, whofe Name was Pauh 
and here I often ufed to repair for Quietnefs from 
the Tumults and Riotings at the Brotherhood's 
Houfe : and this they looked upon with an evil 
Eye. 

The Count and his Retinue being arrived from 
England^ Preparations were made for the Eu- 
charift, and the Count having created his Son El-

*' Whether I would make one at the Commu- 
** nion •," to which I peremptorily anfwered ' No.* 
And, upon his faying, ** Wherefore ? " 1 replied, 
" That I would firft have a Word with hisFathct;* 
he returned, *' I know whereabouts you ar^, you'd 
** accufe the Brethren to my Father. I abfolutely 
" charge you not to offer to fpeak to my Father.** 
« But i will,' faid 1. " My Father," anfwered he, 
*' is too much taken up to talk with you, and Til 
^' prevent your coming to the Speech of him. Then 
*' ril write faid I ; I lay my Commands on you to 
•' the contrary faid he, and if you doFU take Care 
•* the Letter Ihall not come to Hand ; befides, I 
*' underftand you are frequent in your Vifits to 
•' the old Scparatifl:-, let me hear no rtiore of your 
*' going thither, it muft not be." Hereupon, I 
faid, * Hark ye, Cbrijiel J, neither yourfelf, nor 

* any Man living in the World, fhall lay fuch a 

* Command upon me •,* *' Neither (hall you con- 
*' verfe with Siekrl^erg.''' \\ — 'I reje6t this Order 

* alfo.' — " I am iorry to fee that you are no 
" humbled Sinner, and fo void of Refpect to the 
^^ Elderfliip." 1 replied, ' It was jtrue, exercifed 
' in fuch a Manner,' and withdrew. Afterwards the

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Brethren went in, whom he charged not^to 
hold any Converfation with Andrew^ but their An- 
iwar alfo was. That they would not receive any 
fuch Command. Hereupon Cbriftel flew in a 
Flan^, and faid, // is too plain that old Andrew has 
fedMcedyou \ adding, that he looked upon Andrew t9 
he a Rogue^ a Tkceiver^ a Sharper \ this was alfo 
over-heard by feveral Brothers who were {landing 
at the Door *. 

After this I went to Jonah Paul Weite^ he having 
daily Bufinefs with the Count ; I promifed myfelf 
that he would fpeak a Word for me, and related 
to ,him all Cbriftel had faid ; But after I ha4 
gone through all which I propofed to have repre- 
fented to the Count, Paul laid to me. That he had 
attended to all my Complaint of the Brethren, 
and he would now declare what he thought of me, 
namely. That I was a very ferious,' regular, and 
pious Man, but likewife an Enemy to the Saviour i 
adding, that Chriftelj and all the Brethren of whom 
I made fuch loud Complaints, were better than 
me, and that all the Blame lay upon myfelf. 
I anfwered, that fince he had told me what he 
thought of me, I would alfo let him know my 
Thoughjts of fuch Labourers^ which was that they

many common Whores. 

This put me upon writing a Letter to the Count 
himfelf, for hitherto I couW not believe that his 
Principles were near fo abominable, as afterwards 
to my very fenfible AfHidtion in Soul and 
Body I found them, for I was defirous of 
knowing pofitively and plainly from himfelf what 
he thought of the aforementioned Life ahd Be* 
haviour.

As I was not ignorant before that fuch who 
could not come into and extol every particular 
Tranfadtion in the Community, were looked up7 
on as fo. many Oxen under the Yoke ; and that 
being fo far my Cafe, that inftead of praifing I 
openly complained, this Fable of the Afs gave 
me to underftand what I had to exped ; but to a-- 
void it, I determined to leave the Community, 
yet without making a Secret of it, op«nly de- 
claring that I would foon be in readinefs for my 
Journey-, the Conference-Elders hearing of it, fent 
Va^id Nitfcbman to me, who began with telling 
me they had hcarrd that I could not away with the 
Brethren's manner of living, and on that Ac- 
count was upon leaving the Community ; that I 
muft not harbour any fuch Thoughts ; that it was 
a great Grief to the Elders of the Conference, that 
die Brethren had carried themfelves indifcreetly 
towards me, but that Care fhould be taken to re- 
move all Caufe of future Complaint ; I anfwered, 
were I fuch a one as they called me, they muft be 
very glad to be rid of me, but if I was otherwife, 
they muft be Liars and Slanderers*, fo that for 
the future, I can place no Confidence in any of 
them -, and that he might go back and tell them 
my very Words. He did fo, and was with me in 
the Evening no lefs than three Times being fent by 
the Conferences, as he faid, out of their tender

He then 
declared ; in good Truth, I know nothing amifi 
of you -,, what I have heard is, that in the time ci 
their long Abfence the Brethren grew Wantort,and

Svhich they could not bear. How, replfed I, fa 
it then an Error to reprove fuch AbomiMtioM

geilwith Jtpc. After this they fcnt to mc the 
old Baron, IVotteville^ to whom I was very well 
known ; he fpoke to me in this manner ; Dear 
Brother, I have heard that you are leaving the 
Community, and when I was informed how they 
had behaved towards you, I refledted within my- 
felf, had the Brethren ufed me as they have Bro- 
ther Andrew what Courfe would I take. He did 
hot fhew the leaft Difpleafure at my Defign, nor 
offered a fingle Word to put other Thoughts into 
xny Head ; but that fince fuch was my Refolution, 
he adyifed me not to travel in the Winter, but 
ftay.till Spring, and that by that Time things 
might take a more agreeable Turn, (this was about 
New-years-tide, and the Weather fomething fe- 
vcre) adding, that he would (land my Friend, 
and that Ilhould have a handfom Chamber to my- 
felf in the Count's newHoufe ztHerrnbaag*, and 
be treated kindly in every rel'peft, which, he 
owned, had not hitherto been the Cafe. But I 
was not to be moved from my well-grounded Re- 
folution. 

After the old Count, Jofeph Muller J likewife 
came to me and harped upon the fame String, 
telling me, that I Ihould go with him to Herrn- 
baag \ that I might be nearer for him to take care 
of me ; and further, that • it .was matter of great 
Joy to fome of the moft eminent Labourers at 
-that Place, that any Steps had been taken againft

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had long lamented ||, that die Count being frdiri 
home they had patiently born with it, but would 
now have it before the Conferences, which will 
riot turn to the Credit of thofe who were "the 
Ring-leaders. Hereupon I altered my Mind, to' 
ftay till Spring and fee whether Matters would 
mend ; I alfo was fent to Hermhaag^ where indeed 
I was accommodated with a handfomRoom to my- 
felf in the Count's new Houfe, and met with the 
kindeft Treatment, not only from Jofepb MuUer^ 
but from a Father of the Children who had Direc- 
tions to ufe me better than I dejired. 

This Reprefentation was made in the Confer- 
ences, that the younger People had run into a dif- 
orderly revelling way of Living, whereby many 
had been offended ; but this touching feveral of 
the Labourers^ and more efpecially Count Chriftel^ 
as the Head of them, who notwithltanding had

higher Power in whom I put my Truft, never 
h^d I fcen Penfilvania again : but after fuch an ex-

« Soyl under fuch a Diredtorj' Upon this he le^: 
me. This WoUeville is the Count^s firft Coun- 
fellor and moft trufty Confident, and by the joint 
Abilities of thefe two Perfonages^ was the firft 
Community inftituted. 

From this Time, whenever I came into the Hall, 
I was fure to have my Ears dinned with thefe 
new-fangled Rhynies, the Burden of which was 
(and faid to be taught by the Saviour to hisPeopk) 
that all they have to do is to bed and board in the 
Saviour's Wounds, and roll themfelves in them, 
and to rejoice with Songs and Dances, without 
minding the Precifians and Vifionaries. Their 
firft Refentjnent againft thofe who animadverted

fpiired fuch Knowledge that Lean ^ve a tolerafak 
t)dcrqmon of this pretty Child, ai^ odt it by it& 
licht Nariie. Durii^ fny Stay in Gtrmmrfy \ 
(Dften tiiought of the feveti Conferences to ThiUi- 
itiphid^ csuting Loti in Order to find out a od«^ 
Atpeflation for the feVfenth Day, and what mould 
it c« at laft but a Device of Satan. But this I take 
the Liberty to write, without the Authority of any 
of their Lots or Tickets. * 

I now come to that grievous Charge againft me 
in Jofepb Muller*^ Letter ; namely, that my Dei 
parture from the Community has caufed him H 
very heavy Afflidion, yet not fo much my De- 
parture, as that, after being fo long with the Com-^ 
munity, I ftiould not have a true Knowledge of 
them -, but as feme Specimen of my Knowledge 
of the Community, I divide them into three prin- 
cipal Clafles, and thefe have their Degrees : the 
fupreme and chief Clafs I account thofe frolick- 
fom, revelling, and thoroughly natural People, 
who have broke afunder all Bonds of all Kinds, 
Ihaken off the Yoke^ and deferted from all ' 

God- 
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Godlinefs and Difcipline, renouncing the Inftruc- 
tions of the Spirit of Grace, and fetting up their 
own Intellefts aboVe the Counfel and Wifdom of 
the Holy Trinity, as at the beginning of the 
World, and have made tp themfelvcs a falfe 
Freedom, giving a full Swing to their Defire§ 
and. Appetites, and covering all their Fallacies and 
Senlualities with the Wounds and Sufferings of 
Chrift. 

The feconi Clafs are thofe foirited and wantoi^ 

Crofs-wcrmsy as they call thcjnftlves, whom we fee 

with all poffible Alacrity ftriving to come up ta 

' iSat Naturalifm and lawlefs Priviledges of the firft 

. Clafs. ' 

The third Clafs fees the aforementioned Clafles 
with forrowful Hearts, as unable to reconcile this 
merry, pleafurable and genteel living with the Doc- 
trine and "Lives of. Chrift and his Apoftlcs ; and 
therefore cannot join in the Entertainments of the 
Naturalifts; and if any prefume to fignify the 
Caufe of his Difquietiide, this is,a capital Offence^ 
and fuchPerfons are fure to be abufed and defoifed 
as dead and inferifible Creatures, ignorant of the 
Saviour, and troublefom to the Community : and 
thefe make no fmall Part of the Community, of- 
ten vexing themfelves with the unrighteous Ways 
of the others, but they bow under the Power of De- 
lufion, and are held in the Captivity of a Kind of 
magical Darknefs, that few of them dare bpe;ix/ 
their Mouths ; and thus whilft Prayer and Read- 
ing the Scriptures are talked of fo con.temptuoufly, 
afui the Power of the Etevil fets in with fuch im- 
pious Difcourfe, the poor Souls, by thefe fpiritual 
Sharpers, are robbed of all their former Freedom, 
their gracious Convictions and Evidences ; and all 
they get fpr it, is an idolatrous fenfual Dp<5trine of 
. • C 2 ' . 9i 
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a Wound-Ima«, which can neither deliver nor in; 
ftruft/of no Ule or Benefit, ^Ridicule to adlgoct' 
ly Truth, and'to all real Followers and WiJcneflb 
.of Chrift Jefus; and this I fpeak from a melaih 
ichbly Experience, having frequently at the Cob- 
ftrences feen in the Heads who are the noted 
Lnage-painters; and wjio have not only the Wcxind^ 
Image m the Imagination, but likewife have mai^ 
ifae outward Image of the Saviour, of waxed Lin- 
nen, which is placed in the Midft of them, as aa 
Eniblem of the Saviour*s Prefence*, JBut npt- 
i^dthftanding their imaginary external Images, they, 
are often calling Lots, ai)d confult the Saviour 
with Laughing and Drolling, and if the Lot anr 
fwers Tes when they would have it fo, no Merrj^ 
Andrew is fuller of Tricks and Gefticulations to . 

Sll the By-ftanders of their Pence; but ppon any 
^ icious Objeftion from one of the leading La- 
l>ourers, the Lot is caft again, and fo repeatedly;, 
and I have never feen nor hdard any Perfon offer- 
ing to objeft againft the waxed Linnen or the ideal 
Image; fo free and uncontrouled was Self-will in 
all their Adings. They of the third Clafs are in- 
deed moft heartily to be pitied, and the more, as 
being generally mean poor People, expofed to the 
Rebuffs and Infults of their betters ; who, inftead 
of tenderly fympathifmg with them, and relieving 
them, are bloated with Self-conceit, andopprefsall 
who do not dance to their Fiddle- 

I have noticed that four of the capital Labour- 
ers have made Declaration of their Confeffion of

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Faith ; the firft whofe Name is Rubufcb^ faid at a 
Love-Feaft, All Piety, all godly PraSices, all holy 
Uvingy are tneer Snares of the Devil. Another Time 
at a Siuarter of an Hour's Meeting of the Brethren, 
he delivered himfelf thus : Matters muft be brought 
tofuch a Pafs, that there be no further Talk of any 
^ Thing than Wounds, Wounds, Wounds-, every Thing 
elfe, how fcriptural and godly foever, muft befpit upon 
aifd trampled under Foot. The fecond, Vierotb by 
Name, publicly faid in a Sermon at the Caftle- 
Church of Marienborn. The Devil has no greater 
Joy than to draw in any who have had fome Experi- 
ence of tbe Saviour's Grace, and hold them faji in do- 
ing, forbearing, fhalling and willing, in Self-tryal^ 
Self-obfervance, and Watchfulnefs. 

Callie, the third, faid, in an Evening Quarter 
of an Hourh Meeting; When any one gives him- 
felf to meditate on the Bible, it is a fure Sign that 
be never had the leaft Spark of Grace in bis Heart ; 
the Bible being fuch a naufeous Thing as to fet one 
a fpewing upon it, fo far from being worth employ?- 
ing one^s Refleilions. The fourth is no lefs a Per- 
fon than the Count himfelf, who at a garter of 
an Hour*s Meeting of the unmarried Brethren in 
the Hall, expreffed himfelf to the following Pur- 
pofe ; 

^ Brother who has once experienced the Sa- 
viour's Grace in his Heart, need not give himfelf any 
further Care or Concern about any Things has 
. nothing to do with trying and examining, but to 
rejoice as a natural Sinner. Nor is this an Inadver- 
tency or Reverie of a few Individuals •, 'tis no 
. more than what is their general Doftrine and 
Praftice : And I cannot but account him a Trum- 
pet of Satan, a Traitor to Grace, preaching, that 
we are no longer to will, to work, to try, to con- 
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fiiiii jfee any Perfon who, with a thoroag^ Knait^ 
fcdtt df fuch Peopfe, #ill tcH mc lufjr one Potat 
iHiich the Apoftkft of Chrift m^e to be (faeMftrk

kiiidriefi'to each oth^r \ itna as for th£ reft ieavii^ 
every Man in the tfutet Pofleffion of liis Opinion, 
bdwre die leaft Veftigc reniaining of arty fuch 
Thing? Is there n<>t, pn the contrary, * Sll iW 
llage and Ferocity of a Wolf which lias icrept 
into a Shcepfold, tearing the ^r Slwro to Pieces^ 
^d Itearatifig one Brother from another, Chil- 
dren from their Parents J, contrary tth God's In- 
jtm6tions and their OTV'n declared Promifcs. 

The Apoftles accufe the falfe Apoftles of mca- 
furhig themfelvcs ; this may well be faid of thefe 
People^ bvit they are moft iniquitous Meafurersj 
another Charge which the Apoftles bring againll 
fhero is bf their commendatory Letters ; now the 
World has not a Set of People who deal fo much 
ifr ^commendatory Letters, but with a wretched. 
Mixture of Falfities ||. Furthtr, a Mark of a falfc 
Apoftle is, that they could not endure found Doc-

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' fidftc, and what Account thefe People make of Ae' 
3ibie is notorious •, indeed they would fain wipe 
off this Afperfion, and fay they daily read fomc 
Verfes of the Bible in their Sortileges and Lamk^s^ 
texfy and in their Difcourfesof the Saviour. I allow 
it 5 but the glaring Sophiftications of their Vcrfes 
Ihew them to have departed from the true godly 
Meaning, to follow the Delufions of their depraved 
Inclinations ; and what an Evil is this in the Sight 
of God? It immediately. carries my Thoughts to 
Ifaiab ixvi, ver. 3. He that killetb -an 0^, is as if 
he JUw a Man : He that facrificeth a Lamby as if he 
cutoff a Do^sNeck : He that offer eth an Oblation^ 
as if he offered Swine^s Blood : He that bumeth In- 
eenfe^ as if he bleffed an Idol, Obferve wherefore : 
They have chofen their own JVays^ and their Soul de^ 
lighteth in their Abominations \ and I myfelf have 
been an Eye and Ear Witnefe of fuch Abomina- 
tions in their futile Sports ; fome of the Labour- 
ferfe aiid'the young Count himfelf trying Mafteries 
at verfifying, which was attended with frequent 
Burfts ^- Laughter, and fcandalbus Abufes of the 
Namfe 6f the dear Lamb flain for Sin, whoie true 
Followers are turned from Vanity toHolihefs, and 
made Kings and Prielts unto God ; arid they who 
are raifed to this Dignity dare not appear before 
the Lord with the ftrange Fire of Self-love, for 
whilft the Mind can <feligjit in its own Fancies 
and Working, it is averfe to, it fpurns at?* all di- 
vine Manifeftations and fcriptural Truths; a Com- 
placency in Images of our own making is irrecon- 
cileable with any Relifh for the Word of God.

Is not^this 
Jforting^ is not this deceiving * ? The Count has his 
particular Coach, in which Anne Nitfcbmanninis his 
conftant Companion •, the Children alfo mufthave 
their feparate Coaches, and feveral rich People a- 
nfong them have theirs j fo that, upon a Journey, 
one would have taken it to be nothing lefs than 
theTrain of fome Commander in Chief fetting our 
for the Army, J^ow the Queftion. is, how mud* 
fuch a Life appear in the Sight of God ? What^ 
Affinity ha$ It with the poor Life of Chrift and* 
his Apoftles ? ' Is the crucified precious Saviour, 
who had not fo much as where to lay his Head,. 
honoured by it? Or is it not' rather an Infult. and: 
Mockery upon him ? What can one think whea. 
thofe who would be thought the peculiar People' 
of Chrift, are feen riding poft with fuch an E-: 
quipage of Coaches and .Horfes ? And the At*: 
tendance miifti be anfwerable : Now thefe Things' 
cannot be done without exceflive Charges, and* 
all comes out of the Alms-Money ; this is the 
Oftehtation, the Riot, againft which the Apoftle. 
inveighs, and gives no fofter Appellation to thoic 
that live fo, than oi accurfed' Children. Now for

sttainft me in Jofipb MuUer's Letter to his Wife's 
]«lations.

, any Fruit in the Houjhold of God. Such Es^oftlila- 
tions, and thefe feafoned with bitter Complaints^ 
was I, and others in my way of thinking. Obliged 
to hear j they often faying, that antient and lon^ 
enlightned Perfons held it to be next to an' Impof- 
fibility to part witb thofe fine Things to which one 
had been fo long habituated to. and placed fucll 
a high Value on; and jet unlefs they threw away 
every filthy Rag, and proftrated themfelves naked^ 
the Fefct of the Lamb's People, they were uncapi^ 
ble of the real Bleflings of the Community, ncf 
could he by the Community employed to any good 
Purpofe •, and till fuch People could bring them- 
felves to this, they were but a dead Weight to the 

Comma-: 
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-immunity. Now I having ofwn, heard, fuch- 
Speeches, there b no room for any juft Ofience if I 
account ^lem to be an execrableSet of People ; an^ 
for my Part, never will I give up thofe Things 
which I have received from Grace, fpr any Exchange 
offered me by theiePeoplo, the Unrighteoufhefi of 
whofeWays are known tp me of old ^ but I have 
cau&d them much Trouble, feveral Brethren hav- 
ing urged me that I Ihould bow myfelf before thq 
Conimunity i allow me to fay, that the bowing 
they require, I hold would be bowing myfelf to- 
wards Hell, They are harder put to it with me 
itieems, than with ^^j^^^^when he left the 
Cpmmunity ; and the Count himfelf tpfd me how 
Sfangenberg was managed : He made fome Ob- 
jections againft the Community in Things to 
which he could aoC conform ; and upon perceiv- 
ing his P^/t^^mM .Fanaticifm, they iigmfied to 
him it, was not the Comniunity*s Practice to give 
their Attention to chimerical brain-fick Men, but 
leave them to run on till they break .their Heads, 
and fo become Ibber and tradable. 

Thus was the good Spangenberg for that Time 
difmifled. Unqueftionably he had fufFered not a 
little from their Power of Delufion to which 
he was a Stranger, till he grew tired with 
the ill Treatment he received from the Labourers ; 
at laft he gave fair Woixis and kept in with the 
Community, and begged their Prayers to the Sa- 
viour that he might be enlightned and confirmed in 
what he was to believe. This I had from the 
Count's own Mouth j and now we fee poor Span- 
genberg again brought under, and againft his for- 
mer Declaration, finging the Catches of the Com- 
munity, yet he was not in the leaft truft^d by.

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them; and to rivet' his Subjeftion, they further 
matched him with a fly old Woman, || to draw 
him off entirely from his Holinefs and Pietifm, 
as they call it, to the Life of Nature^ that he 
might be qualified to bear an Office, and with 
foothing Words bring over to their Servitude, 
Soul and Body, Subllance and all, fuch as 
had felt the Calls and Motions of Grace to 
Holinefs and Salvation. My former Neigh- 
bour H. A. * likewife having laid his Head in 
their Lap, has been honoured with the Dignity of 
a Beadle over this enthralled People, and is fo 
aftive in his Office, that by Appearance, he is 
more a Child of Hell than ever; for now he muft 
lye after Liars, diflemble after Diflemblers, and 
ipeak after Deceivers ; and to crown all, he mult 
Ipare no Pains to wrefl the Truth into Falfhood, 
Behold the Ordination of thefe People! Chrifl 
fays, 7 am the Door through which the Sheep enters 
whoever enters not by this Door^ but climbeth up 
another Way^ is a I'hief and a Murderer. The 
Apoftles had no human Ordination, nor fought 
to fhelter themfelves under it, following only 
that Spirit which was able and willing to lead them 
into all Truth, but thefe People, with a thievifli 
Intention, ordain themfelves, 

I am aware that moft People upon reading this 
Account will be apt to fay this mufl be Prejudice, 
they can never be fo bad as they are here fet out 
to be ; and very far I am from being offended at 
the Charge, for I myfelf before I had got my

The Faculty of Divinity at Tubingen were fo far impofed 
upon by fuch Profeffions, that in their iirft Refledions they< 
vindicate Count Zinzendorf, but afterwards coming to know 
him better^ their fecond Reflei^ons run in another Strain. 

denial 
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denial and hatred of one's own Life, and fromtfie 
daily dying and walking in the Footfteps of Chrift, 
when it bears hard upon tlw Enjoyments of this 
Life •, alfo from asking, feeking, and knocking, 
for the Revealment of the Kingdom of God in the 
Soul, from the contending and fighting for our 
'moft holy Faith, as behoves all true Chriftians : 
Satan with all his Angels and Power being in- 
ceflantly machinating to rob pious Souls of all the 
precious Things of which through Grace they are 
made Partakers. From all thefe does their Way 
turn off; what is it but the Teachings and Mocke- 
ries of Antechrift ? a dangerous bolftering up, a 
crying of Peace in the very Flame of Danger. 
They give themfelves out to be the new Moravian 
Church, and when in a Lutheran Country they 
profefs themfelves true Lutherans ^^ but there is 
juft as much Likenefs betwixt the rapacious Eagle 
and the harmlefs Dove, as betwixt thefe People 
and the ancient At^avian Church or moderate Lu- 
* therans ; fot at Marienhorn we have an Account 
of the old Moravian Unitas-Fratrum^ who. were 
quite another fort of People, founding their Life^ 
and Walk on the Life, Merit, and Pattern of 
Chrift, clofely following his Footfteps according 
to the Model laid down in his Golpel ; believing 
alfo the Sayings of' their Lord to be God's Pre- 
cepts, and confequently, eternal Life : They ac- 
knowledged a Bifhop of the Moravian Unitas-Fra^ 
trum. Their Paradife on Earth was the Bible and 
Feelings of Grace j how different the Count's Pa^ 
radife, ever contriving for vain Pleafures and the 
Plride of Life ! For every Clafs of the Commu-< 
nity he has inftituted Feftivals at ftated Times to 
make merry together, for the Husbapds, the 
Wives, the Batchclgrs, the Maidens j and herein 

lie 
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' be .did not forg^the Children who have alfo their 
Day.*^ A few Days before I came away, the Bal> 
•elisors fadd their Feftival at Hemtbaag ; there was , 
about 400 Perfons'iirefled out in the moft fhowv 
Manner, and with their Hair powdered ; theie 
made a Proceflton upand down the Pkce in great 
:Fageantry, preceded by no le& than 2^ Mufidam. 
.Tw:o Days. after came on the Maiden's Feftival) 
mid they I was informed made about 300, part qf 
whom Uved at Mmenhrn^ others from Hermba0g 
went to meetthofe of Mdnenhrn in z Field, 
where, after Compliments and Salutations in abun- 
dance, they formed themlelves in a Circle and 
fang feversd Songs ; after which they walked in 
Procefiion to the Hall two abreait, and with .a 
greater Band of Mufic than that of the Batches 
lors. Thefe fingle Sifters were drefled all in 
white, of the very fineft Linnen ; a very illufory 
Emblem of Innocence! Thefe are Samples of the 
Count's Tafte of Pleafure ; they are his favourite 
Speftacles. This was another oftentatious Iquan-* 
dering away of tht Alms-Money ; for to my 
Knowledge, moft of thefe white-robed Females 
were not in a Way of earning fo much as a ne- 
cef&ry Livelihood, fo that it muft have been the 
Alms-money which paid the Pipers. 

Thus had I daily more and more Reafon to be- 
lieve that the great Labourers had thrown afide all 
Confcience, lavifhing the Alms-money in Enter-

Every Particular here related of their Pageantry and Often- 
tation, are known Truths, of which hundreds of Perfons 9se 
EycWitncffes, 
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tainilttents am! Fopperies ; and upon my hifpe<9:- 
ing into the Tcnour of their Lives, and every 
Point of their Dodtrines, and the Conformity be- 
twixt them, efpecially when they fay they labour 
abfolutely for the Soul, no fitter Comparifon oc*- 
curs to me, than if fomebody fhould very cour-* 
teoufly aflure me there was fomcthing very glo- 
rious to 'be ittn on the top of a certain high 
Rock, and after I had made a fhift to drag myfelf 
up full of Joy and Eagernefs, inftead of anfwer- 
ing my Expedation, fhould tumble me down the 
Precipice. Thus this Sed: make ^ mighty fhew of 
Friendfhip, and leave no Blandifliments unprac- 
ticeddll they decoy People fo farin as to have both 
an ideal and a- painted Itmge^ and then inflead of 
leading poor Souls into the Footfteps and Imita- 
tion of the Life of Chrift, in Self-denial and 
Contempt of this Life, and Renewal of the 
Mind, that they fhould no longer conform thenv 
felves to the World purfuant to the Precepts 
t>{> Chrifl, and the Pradice of the Apoflles. 
Their Labours are of quite a contrary Tendency^ 
depriving them cf the Freedom of fpeaking ac- 
cordingjto their Underflanding, and the cleai* 
meaning of the Scriptures -, and whatever Pro* 
grefs they had made by afking^ feeking, and 
knocking, to procure fome Affurance of their 
Salvation, exercifing themfelvcs therein by the in- 
ward Attradion of the Father 5 of all this are they 
cheated ; they are tawght a Contempt of thefe 
Things, direded entirely to have recQurfe to the 
fainted Image ; and afTured they arc firfe whilft 
they believe that thie Saviour fufiered hte Wounda 
that Mankind might be faved thereby, without 
giving Way to any other Thoughts, or being un-

. . J) ^ NigUi 
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Nighty rather giving themfelvcs trp to the Chcar- 
fuincfs and Fcftivity of a natural Life^ keeping at 
a Diftance the Bible and biblijh Matters^ which only 
•produce Pietifoi atid Reveries; that they have 
nothing to do with Godlinefs, with holy Livings 
and fhus Ufagesj thefe being no more than Snares 
of the Devil ; (Tenets too precious not to be often 
inculcated by the four Head-Labourers) this; they 
Vill call labouring abfolutely with S6uls ; thtis wal- 
lowing in a fenfual Security and falfe Freedom, 
they prefer the feduftive Suggellions of their own 
Mimi, to the Purity of divirte Wifdom' ; they are 
turned afide from God and his iUuminating Spirit ; 
they ^re twice dead, torn up by the Roots, and 
all fcriptural Truths are totally abolilh^d among 
them •, whereas the Happinefs of Man turns on 
his being taught and influenced by him, from the 
precious'Riches of 'whofe Mtrey we have received 
the Bible for Doftriile, for Correiftion, for Ex- 
hortation, for Comfort, and for Amendment. 

The aforementioned abfolute Labour is enjoined 
to the Labourers among the Indians as part of 
their Infl:ru6lion : The firft of thefe Miffionaries 
which I faw there was come from Greenland^ and he 
was one of thefe abfolute Labourers ; it was the 
firfl: Summer of my being in Germany when he 
cartie from thence ; and as we eat at the fame Ta- 
ble, and lay in the fame Chamber at Herrnhut 
during a whole Winter, I was greatly furprifed, 
and no lefs troubled, to fee him fo loofeand im- 
moral, that he feemed to be void of all Grace in the 
Heart ; palling his Time, Day after Day, in jeft- 
ing, laughing, and telling idle Stories ; and what 
was his- fup^eme Delight, fmoaking of Tobacco, 
When at any Time I offered a Word of Reproof, 
he would anfvsrer. with a Pout, you are a conceited

Pietift. Whom could fuch a one as you donvcrt ? 
I often thought within myfelf, what a Converfion 
fOf the Savages muft this be, under the Manage- 
ment of fuch a Convertor. At that Time I was 
'unacquainted that this is the Principle of theif^ 
^reat Men j as I afterwards experienced. This is 
the Way of their Scribes and Rulers at the Ifland' 
.of St. Thomas and other Places ; and like Fathers, 
like Children : for I have feen, both at Marten- 
torn and Herrnbaag^ fuch Children, that none in 
the World can exceed them in Wickednefs and 
Impudence ; the blefled Fruits of hearing them- 
felves called Children of Salvatitfn, when once 
they can repeat fome of their Songs by rtcart. 

It is a frequent Queftion \ if their Irregularities 
be fuch, how is it that they wear a continual Smile 
•in their Looks, and love one another fo aflfec- 
tipnately ? I anfwer according to my Knowledge 
•from St. James^ who fpeaks of three Kinds .of 
Wifdom, heavenly, earthly, and devilifli, James 
ill. ver. 5. There is an Hilarity runs through all 
humjn Nature; it is feen in the wildeft Nations, ' 
for they have their Songs, Dances, and Merri- 
ments \ this Sportivenefs even reigns among the 
brute Creation, they fkip and play, elpecially when 
ypung and well fed ; this is an, animal and earthly 
Gladncfs. Secondly, a devililh Joy whfch is fet 
forth in the Offerings of the Heathens, Ifa. Ivii. 5. 
cnflaming yourfelves with Idols under every green 
Tree, and facrificing the Children, In thefe 
Wretched Times of Seducement it behoves every 
one, and oh, that they would ! to lay to Heart St. 
PauF^ Injunftion : Be ye not conformed to ibis Worlds 
but be ye renewed in your Mindj tiat ye may prove 
' ^kat is that good and acceptable^ and perfe£l Will of 
Godi Whoi tl^efore the MIacJ is without any 
U a. Senlc 
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Senfc of this Proving, it is n6 Wonder ite% 
tangles itfelf in fuch Errors ; and a moft lamenta- 
ble Thing k is, that the Danger being fo dreadful 
the true Proving is fo little thought of; Now, 
what a Joy muft it have been to the Heathen and 
idolatrous Jews^ to kill and burn their Children 
to the Gods with Rejoicings? it is undeniable that 
fnch Joy muft be injefted by the Devil, it caAnot 
but be his Work ; for in feveral Places <jod com- 
plains of their offering to the Devil their Sons and- 
Daughtcrs, which they had brought up for him; In 
one Place it is, their bttrning is as a Furnace \ an- 
other place fays^ 'T.hey run into the Fire as a (darnel 
into her Lujl. The firft Step towards becoming a 
falfe Teacher is a Departure from God ; the juft Pu- 
jriifhment of fuch Apoftacy is their Rejeftion, which 
; in fome is feen to be accompanied with a Spirit of 
Magicj operating in Dreams or by Infpirations ; of 
which, incredible as' this may appear, I my own felf 
have had but tbo convincing Experience ; I was once, 
for a while, deceived by a fair Appearance' in one 
who was poffefTed of this magical Talent; he could 
injcdt Dreams into me, and in thofe Dreams get 
from nie what he would ; he could further imprefs 
on me a ftrong Senfation of his Difquietudes j 'tis 
not only I, but brhcr Pcrfons Itill living, who 
have felt this fupernatural Malignancy, and his 
Name is Bernefdorff.' In this refpect it is, that 
God complains of the Dreams of the Jews^ and of 
the Workings of the Spirit in the falfc Prophets. ' 
As the abovementioned principal Clafs rejoices 
with fo much Rapture over the venereal Ener- 
gy, and extoll it ;^s a Heart-reviving Cordial, they 
Jiile the male afid female Members co-operating t her eiUy 
venerable Members: In the tzvclfth/lppendix and the 
two Additions which are in Print, there is acurioug 
'©ifplay ot the fenfual Felicity of thefe renov/ned

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Dignitaries^ and whoever takes a View of that, 
and their impious Expreffions relating to godly 
Living, and the Evidences of holy Men, together 
with the flagitious Practices of their Abfolutenefs^ 
their StygianMagic andPower of lUufioh, then this 
lovely Child may be faid to ftand abfolutely in pu* 
ris naturalibus before them. To fuch an Enor- 
mity does their devilifh Joy rife, to the Contempt 
of God and every divine Truth. 
' Permit me' now. to deliver my own Sentiments ^ 
of heavenly Joy, fpringing from that true Tran-?. 
quillity of Mind, which is only obtained by at* 
tending to the gracious Invitations of the Saviour, 
and by learning from him, under the eafy Yoke of 
Self-denial, true Meeknefs, Patience, and Gentle 
nefs. Oh blefTed State of fuch a Soul! There tho 
Kingdom of God is fet up and eftablilhed ; there 
Righteoufnefs, Peace and Joy. in the Holy.Ghoft,' 
fway the Scepter 5 there Exultation is tempered 
with Reverence j ho Levity or Riot dwell there. 
I aver to have heard the Count fay thefe Words, 
WJbat the fanofified Tribe chatter about the invmri 
Life of God is mere Fanaticifm ; and as to praying tq 
God the Father, it is no whit better than prying to a 
wooden or Jione God. The uttering fuch Words 
muft be thought to proceed from his own Expe- 
rience, being unable to compofe the Agitation of 
his Mind bttt by reading a Story-book till he 
drops afleep over it -, for this I had from his right; 
trufty Confident, the aforementioned Baron IVat- 
teville ; another, who is alfo near him, has faid, 
There is a certain atheijiical Book which the Coufit 
ufesfor quieting his Mind. *

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Thus the Count, by his ownEitampfe, manifirfK 
from his Inability to quiet his Mind, diat he does 
not live in the Spirit of Truth ; whence th€ na- 
tural Inference is, that he cannot call upon God 
the Father in Spirit and Truth,* according to 
Chrift's Words, John iv: 23. So that here aQnef- 
tion rifcs, through what Medium he views hisKe- 
generation and Childhood, to know whether it be 
a right Biith, or an unnatural Monfter ? - 

In this Manner was I afFeded with all I faW and 
heard among the Community ; for I compared 
every 1 hing carefully with the Word and Life of 
Chrift and his Apoftles, but found a general Con- 
trariety, and in fome Points, fuch a Turpitude as 
drew from riie innumerable Sighs and Tears> 
which 'Jofepb Muller in his Letter charges on nie 
as an inceffant Confufion ; but my Emotions were, 
the Retult of my Attention in comparing every 
Thing with Scripture ; and upon my miftrufting[ 
my Knowledge and Feeling, lalfo brought them to 
theTeft of the Praftice andUfages of the primitive 
Churches, and found they ran in a very different 
Channel i but the Count fays, "'I ever have and 
ftill do proteft, that tHe firft Chriftians cannot be 
called a Chlirch, being no more than a Troop of 
Legalifts. The Apoftles were delighted, if they 
could but get about them fuch Peogjle as would 
forfake evil and do good, but they were far enough 
from being converted -, and fo have Matters con- 
tinued till this Time, before the Saviour could e- 
ftablifli to himfclf a true Church as is feen in our 
blefled Times f , 

t Behold and- Wonder ; the Hmv7/^»/;> Sea holds the Count 
to be the only true Church, the Lamb's Bride ; they call him 
the Kjrie, i. e. Lady (the feminine Gender of Ayr/V/theLord,), 
apd have nx^de Copies of Verfcs on him as fuch. 

Here 
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- Here again the poor Man had no Time to re- 
collet the innumerable Hoft of Martyrs who have 
laid down their Lives for their precious Faith, re*- 
fifting even unto Blood. His Thoughts ran on 
other I'hings than the Multitudes who came from 
ail Nations, People, and Languages, Rev. vii. g^ 
who came thither out of great Tribid^titm^ and 
have wafhed their Robes whi^e in the Blood of 
the Lamb, v. 14. poffibly the Count does not 
reckon thefe Souls among his bleffed Ones, they 
coming out of much Tribulation, and not ou€ of 
Eafe, Senfuality, and Merriments. 

Is it alked wherefore thef^ Souls came out of 
much Tribulation, and not out of the Gratifica- 
tions of the natural Life ? St. Peter addreflcs the 
Faithful in this Exhortation. Be fober and 'Watch i 
for your Adverfary the Devil walketh about as a roar*' 
ing LioHj feeking ixbvm he may devour 5 whom refifi 
ftedfaji in the Faith, knowing that the like Su0rings 
are accomplijhed in ybur Brethren in the World, But 
the Gfid of all Grace who has called us to his eternal 
Glory Jefus, after you have fufferd for a while^ 
make you perfeSl^firengthen and efiablifli you, i Pet^ 
V. and2/<?^i. he faith, ^hat through Fmtb thej 
fhaU be made Partakers of the divine Nature, having 
efcaped the Corruption that is in the IVorld tbrou^ 
Luft'i and befides this, they fhall add to their Fa^th 
Virtue, and to Virtue Knowledge, to Knowledgi^ Tem^ 
ferance, and fo ^Temperance Patience, and to Patience 
brotherly Love. Now this Apoftle the Saviour him- 
felf appointed as a Pillar to his Church, pouring 
out on him his Spirit for the Edification thereof.

little xGodlinefs ; I never heard that in the 
Congregation he ever took any Care to put, the 
People. in Mind that whatfocver they do, they 
lliould do it with all Humility and Devotion, as 
in th? awful .Prefcnce and. to die Honour of the. 
holy arid, blcifed .Trinity, fo far from it, that 
if either the Voices or the Mufic happened to fall 
into any Uttle DifFonancy, he would thunder out 
that they did not mind* his Orders, and indeed, it 
behoved thefe poor People to atteijd all his Mo- 
tions as they valued their Souls^, to walk ftriftly 
up to his Directions in every Refpeft;* he alfo

But all enlightened Souls, on the contrary^ hold 
it neceflary to abide by thefe Words oiSt\-Pet€r^ 
We have a Jure Word cf Prophecy^ to which ye d9 
well that ye take Heed as unto a Light which Jbinetb 
in a dark Place till the Day breaks^ and the morning 
Star rifeth in your Hearts. 2 P^/^ i. which agrees 
with what St. John fays, i Ep, i. If we walk in thi 
Light y as he is in the Lights we have Communion with 
each other ^ and the Blood ofjefus his Son cleanfeth iis 
from all our Sins \, fo that all real Followers of 
Chrift whom he hath called and begotten with a 
holy Gallingj walkirlg in his Light, conformably 
xo the Goii^el, muft be very fenfible that to ftrivc 
to enter by the narrow Way (alas! found by fo 
Very few) is another Thing than a negligent eafy 
fenfudl natural Life \ the Saviour himfelf faying, 
^Many fhaUftrive to enter by that Way ^ and Jbail not 
ie able ; therefore fay 1 unto unto you, firive that 
-ye may enter in at the JiraightGaie. For as it cofttour 
Leader, the Captaiu of our Salvation, no lefs than 
his Blood to make a PafTage through the fierce 
Wrath of God and the Kingdom of the Devil, fo 
is Satan with all his Agents permitted to oppofe 
every Soul in the Prefervation of their Faith, the 
Proofs of their FideHty, and the Attainment of 
the Virtues of the divine Nature, by a firm Refift- 
ance of that Enemy who Day and Night goes a- 
bout to deftroy. 

Therefore is it that in fo many Places we are 
exhorted to watch and pray, that we may not be 
robbed of ^hat we have received through Grace;

it h not in rain that the Spirit In the Reveladon 
£iys to the Angels of the Churches : He who aver* 
tometb. as I have overcome^ Jhall inherit aU Tbif^s\ 
but when thefe precious Words of the faithful Sa.* 
viour are inlifted on to thefe Seftarians, would it 
ht imagined they would offer to jeft them awa}^, 
ikying: If I inherit ail Things bow will others fare^ 
and what will become offnj Children ? 

Since then all true Champions and Followers of 
Chrift cannot but experience, that to fight ftoudy 
againfl all the Powers of Darknefs, and againft 
Fleih and Blood, and the fpiritual Wickednefs of 
Men who aflfeft an ufurped Power over Souls and 
Bodies, and who ftick not at an infernal Magic, 
to bring under thofe who have Virtue and Senfc 
enough to difdain a Subjedion to them. . Such 
Souls who by the Strength of the Blood and Me- 
rit of Chrift, by watching, praying and ftriving, 
have made their Way through the Craft andVio* 
Icnce of Man and Fiend, thefe know by Experir ' 
ence what Tribulation is. Whilft thefe People 
make a Mock of them, and call it a vifionary 
Hobgoblin and Re^verie to talk of fighting the 
good Fight of Faith; it is manifeft herein that they 
are a barren baftardly Breed, which derive not 
their Life from the true Regeneration, elfe they 
could not one and all, but love and cherifli thofc 
Souls which are come out of great Tribulation, 
and have wafhed their Robes white in the Blood 
of the Lamb. 

But what can be faid. Thefe People call them*

. die Light of the new Life is cxtinguifhed, and* 
fvery divine Plant rooted up by thefe ^irituaF 
jobbers, Spoilers, and Muixierers ; and infficad 
of God*s Favour they are complicated in Magic,, 
ind by a righteous Judgment fmittcn with Frenzy, 
Z)^«/. xxviii. 28. Thus thefe Difciples^ are ini- 
tiated in the School of Satan, and confirmed' in 
execrable Errors, having poured Contempt on the 
Invitations of Grace, finned againft the Word of 
Truth, and have paid more Regard to the Voice: 
of Men, than tlie Teftimonies of the Father, S&n^ 
rod Spirit, 

Here * 
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flert in PenJUvatda^ the Count was heard to. feyy 
^lat St. Paid complains that he had not any one 
. iik^*minded with him befldes timothy j but he couldf 
^loiy in having twenty-four Brethren who were ia 
every thing of a Conformity with him ; and who 
can tell their Number now ? and in this he extolls 
his Conununity. above the primitive Chriftians. 
I heard one of his Labourers fay, the Papa is fuch 
X a Man that I queftion whether the World ever faw 
his Equal.* Were Su Paul himfclf to come a- 
mong the Community, hie would look upon it 
with Amazement in Comparifon of the Commu- 
oities in his Time. 

I was once talking of David* s^ heroic, Faith to a 
Man of confiderabie Learning, by Name Ueber- 
kuBnj who with a Laugh anfvvered, David was in-^ 
deed a legal good Man^ and bad many fine Things in, 
bis Head^ but with an empty Heart. Tour David. 
was nothing in Comparifon of a common Br other ^^ivM, 
joins with the Lord's People at his Table^ and every' 
abfolute Brother will fay the fame Thing ; fo, that 
it is eafily conceived that their impious Intoxica- 
tion will make no Difficulty of advancing their 
Inventions above the Bible ; and as their Doings, 
appeared to me to .wear the Livery of Profanenefs, 
and Frenzy, no Wonder that they looked upoa 
me as a brain-fick Creature. ' I knew a Brothei; 
who at the beginning was- under a glorious 
Awakening, and for a while walked clofely to thQ[ 
Intimations of Grace, but afterwards ventured on 
fome Duplicity in his Words and Works, at which 
he inwardly felt the Accufations of Grace. The!

Chrift the beloved and dutiful Son in the Bofom 
of the Father, the everlafting Tea sind Amen^ who 
in his Gofpel has taught his Difciples that their 
Tea ihould be Teay and their Nay^ Nay^ and that 
whatever is beyond cometh.of Evil, But if this! 
People be compared in their Dodbrine, living and 
^bfolute working with the Simplicity of Yea and 
Nay, and what is of Chrift and what not, the 
Difference is beyond Expreflion. 

But when the Lord from Heaven Ihall exercifc 
Vengeance on all who have not obeyed the Gofpel, 
and ftiall come like a fiery Tempeft on all the un* 
godly Ways of Men, who affecl Dominion over 
Souls which were purchafed with an incorruptible I 
Price on the Crofs ; for come he will in Flames of 
Fire, to the Deftruftion of all Seducers who hold fo 
many Men immerfed as it were, in their magical 
Clouds; and likewife with an Effulgency which (hall ^ 
breakthrough that Blindnefs which Jias feizedfbma- ■ 
x>y wavering Souls, and to confirm them in the un- j

It is anlazing that Souls &ould perlHl in dur 
Capcutiency, even before the Tribunal of Chrift, 
appealing to their own Doings and pleadings 
Lord^ Lord^ have we not done this cr that in Hrf 
i^ame •, but it not .being done in evangelical Sim- 
plicity rfnd Faith, confequently from evil Princi- 
ples, the Judge of Truth and Falihood mirft nc- 
ceflarily fay to them, D^^r/j^w me. ye W&rken^ 
Iniquity. 

The Saviour gives us this Criterion by which 
to determine our Judgment of Men ?nd Setfts, 
viz. The ^ree is known iy its Frmts. Now, if their 
Power be brought to this Teft, what is thc*^Re- 
fult? it cannot afford any AiBftance, Light, or 

. Comfort, to a Soul panting after its Deliverance ; 
it cannot fix it in that Truth which is the only 
Reftorative from the Dominion of Sin; the in- 

' ward Man is beyond its Verge; nothing indeed is 
better calculated to inveigle the Sehfes and fill the 
Imaginations with toyifli- Fancies about the Crofs^ 

• and bleeding of the dear Lsunb ; • to draw the 
Mind afide to Levity and the Mirth of Fools; 
yet, fay they, with a Blafphemy proceeding from 
the Breath of the feven-headed Dragon, that thefc 
are the Fruits of the Wounds of the holy Jefus. 

Is their fpecious Love tried by the Love and 
Doftrine of Chrift andhis Apoftles? .The very 

- contrary is found amidil all their Boaftings ofthe 
Labour they were put to in bnnging Souls to the

If their fpocious Love to God 
and Cbrift be tried by a Conformity of their Doc<« 
trine and Obedience to the Gofpei, the invaluable 
Gift of God's eternal, Wtfdom and Mercy ; their 
Lore^ falfe, thpre is in it a-dired Cx>ntrariety to 
the Love and Obedience of Chrill ; for he fays, . 
he fpake nothing of himfelf but what he had heard 
of his Father, and that the Words of his Father 
are eternal Life : The Saviour further fays to his 
Difciples ; If a Man love me be will keep my1Vords\ 
he that loveth me notkeepeth not my Sayings ; and af- 
ter his Refurreftion, his laft Charge to them is, 
that they (hould teach all Nations whatfoever h» 
had commanded them. . 

As to all they fay of a new Period, it is but 
Falfity and Craft not grounded upon any one 
Truth : It is owned, that in the Prophets there is 
a Promife of a new Period where Ifrael fliall be 
converted j but whatever Outcry thefe People 
make about it, there is Httle Appearance of its 
being come among them, for I never knew of one 
fingle fpund Converfion wrought by tjtwir Means* 
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Examine their boafted Love ; it is fo narrow, 
that ho other than their Well-wifliers hav^ any 
Share of it ; this is no more than a Love of Pub- 
licans and Sinners, Mat y. 46. Thus confined 
within themfejves, they have no Title to the Name 
of Chriftian ; Chrift having loved us while* we 
were yet Enemies, and our Father in Heaven lets 
his. Sun rife upon the Good and Evil, the Righ- 
teous and the Unrighteous. 

Further, this fpecious Love of theirs, is not 
only deceitful and a compound of Lies, but what 
is aftohifliing, they go about to make Chrift a 
Liar. Chrift, whofe Word is Truth, Life, and 
Spirit, fays, the Way to Ufe is narrow^ and the 
Cate Jiraigbtj andfe^v there be that find it : And in 
another Place, that Menjhould always pray and not 
faint '^ and they who Night and Day call upon, 
him Ihall have fpeedy Deliverance : They 0|i thcL^ 
contrary, will be for deceiving with falfe Ap-' 
pearances, turn praying Night and Day into Ri- 
dicule ; and as in Battle Array, with a frantic 
Impiety, ftrive to demolifli this ftraight Gate* 
A heart-piercing Confideration it is that num-. 
bers of Souls fwallow their gilded Poifon, which 
However fweet to the vitiated Palate, is rotterinefi 
to the Bones. 

I now rccolleft my Promife at my Departure 
from hence to Germany^ of giving Satisfaftion to 
Henry Antes and IVilliam Frey^ who charged me 
upori my Confcience that when I got to Germany 
among the Community, I fl^ould give them a 
faithful Account of whatever I had obferved there. 
Good and Evil 5 for they had feen fuch Deceits 
carried on under a fair Outfide that had made then^ 
wary ; and that if the Community diii not anfwcr 
Expcftation I Ihould return, and they would de-*. 
{ray my Charges^ but neither they nor I then

ftjy Eyts were not opened fo as to perceive that 
futh a Prohibition was a Snare, a Tyranny re^ 
pugnanc to God's written Precept ; for God who 
htK)keth not to the ?crfon of a Man, and whofc 
Righteoufnefs is as the Mountains, and his Judg- 
ments as the great Deep* will judge the Eardi m 
Righteoufnefs, and all the Nations in Truth, Pf, 
xcvi» ver, 13, he has notdifpenfed his cholen Peor 
pie from writing and making known their gocwi 
adKlbifl Things, for their own Amendment and 
^ an Example to their Defcendents, but Lies and 
falfe Reports, and blandifliing Words of PeJu-* 
(ion arc an Abomination to him ; criminal in them* 
feWs-l and die Engines oi^ evil Purpofcs, ^xalt^' 
ing their Inventions above the Spirit of Truth. 

• After hearing fo many groundlefs Panegyrics, 
arid Vibt a few of myfelf, fuch as thofe which Span-^ 
genber^ was pleafed to fpread here, what a power- 
fbl Vntrtefs I was in Gefinanf^ havihg beea vifited. 
bj feveral Perfons of .Rank, Counts. And Princes^ 
whofe Hearts were fo affefted with my Difcourfes 
that they left me with Tears. That I was ho- 
nbured with the Vifits of fuch Perfoni I do not

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dfenf, bitt that I talked fo movingly them h 
Jirh^t J know nothing, of, nor was k any religioui^^ 
Motive but iTj^re CuriojSty which broujghl; thein# 
viz. to fee a Penjylvaman Hermit who they heatd 
live^ in the Garden-Lodge ; befides, their Stay 
was generally too Ihort for me to fay a Word tii 
^heir Hearts. Such Reports among thefe Peor 
pie are like the Sand^ of tht Sea for Number, 
3ut hpw to reconcile Spangenberg^s and J^fipb 
Mkller^s Accounts of me ? the latter fays I 
was under a perpetual Confufion of Mind from 
my being at New Tork till it broke out, when 
J dcferted from them ; but they arc both cquaUy 
wide of the Truth. So far I acknowledge, that 
dyiiiHig my. ftay in G^r«w»y I went through much 
trouble of Mind, with innumerable .Sighs and 
Tears •, but from whence did t^is arife? from be- 
holding their Errors and wicked Ways, with 
fome^Senfeof my own Failings. Bkjfed are tb^ 
who fnourn^ fays the dear Saviour, for tbeyfljalli^ 
(comforted }, and I can truly fay, blefstbe Lord Osny 
Soul\ for God and his Word was what alone cofli* 
forted and fupported me amidft the Diforders and 
Revilings of a Life totally repugnant to an Imi- 
tation of Chrift ; and this no Perfon under a cul- 
pable Confufion can affirm. Such Impurity and 
jDeceit abounding among thefe People, fuch Sto- 
ries being forged to draw the World into a high 
-Opinion of them, I cannot bring myfelf to think 
thefe to be Signs that the Saviour is fetting up his 
Kingdom by fuch Inftruments, as he would not al . 
low the Devils fo much as to fay that he was the Holy 
One, Mark i. 24, 25. As little fuppofable is it to 
Ime, th^ die Saviour co-operates with thefe Folks 
for impofing upon others with mellifluous Speeches 
to make, a total Surrender of themfelves Souls 
and Body, cleny their own Will that it may he 
£4. inoukled 
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moulded by fuch a Set who make a Jeft of Self- 
denial and Indifference to the prefent World, and 
of the Imitation of the holy Life of Chrift. 

Neither can I imagine that it is the Saviour's 
Will, that a Man fhall part with his Subftance to 
others, for them to fquander away in Senluality 
and Parade •, Inftances of which I have both feen 
and heard to a moft exorbitant Degree. 

Far be it from me tij think it the Will of God 
that a Man (hall diveft himfelf of, renounce and 
throw away as filthy Rags what he has received 
from the immediate Grace and rich Bounty of his 
Saviour, knd creep naked and deftitute at the Feet 
of the Community to receive their Blefling, be- 
caufe without this he . cannot be made fit to be 
employed in the Community. 

But it is my firm Belief and Perfuafion that to 
require any fuch Thing of Perfons called by 
Grace, is little better than Satan's, bidding Chrift 
fall down and worftiip him. This is the Bafili^k's 
Egg, whc;cvcr eats of it, fuffers an Extinftion of 
the Life of Grace in the Soul -, and when trod up- 
on, out comes a fierce Viper, Ifa. lix. 5. This laft 
I have experienced, and blefled be God who pre- 
ferved me. 

I have often canvafTcd in myfclf with deep 
Lamentation, for v/hat Rcafons it plealed the 
Lord that I ftiould pafs through fuch a dange- 
rous School ; but when my Unbelief and Fickle- 
nefs prefented themfelves to me, and my Re- 
mifsnefs in following the gfacious Call of my Sa- 
viour to trull him in every thing which concerned 
the Redemption of my Soul ; and not having done 
as I ought, and giving Way to Self Will rather 
than clofe with the Spirit of Grace which called 
me out of pure Mercy, I concluded that the long 
fufFering all-wife Saviour, who never does any 
thing without fuflicient.Reafon, left me to run on 

in 



in my Imaginations-, jprft as a jqft Fuhifiidnent ol 
my Perv^riencfs -, Secondly, that I might expcri^ 
ience the Depths of Satan, how he maxes Ufe of 
Men to feduce each other by fpecious Words and 
attraftive Appearances -, Thirdly, that I might learn: 
to fpeak my Mind with a loyal Confidence and 
never difguife Truth; Fourthly, that I might 
acknowledge his tender Care of me, and how. he 
delLrers.me out of many Dangers without ahy 
Gratitude from me ; Fifthly, to Ihew me that botft 
in Time and Eternity I have Caufe to praife him 
alone for all Things. 

This I have writ in my fixty-third Year, wherf 
I hope I have outlived the Du6tility of Child- 
hood, never more to be decoyed by carnal No^ 
tions and Artifices of evil Men, nor be toflecl 
about with every Wind of Doftrine with which 
they lie in wait to feduce well-meaning Souls. 1 
have nbw efieftuaHy experienced that nothing but 
a divine Power can preferve us ftedfaft in thd 
Faith in- thefe Times lo full of Dangers. It be- 
hoved hie, to add- concerning their voluptuous 
Life, particularly of thofe in the upper Claffesy who 
though many of them were poor mean Folks, 
now figure in fine Cloaths, powdered Wigs, 
Watches, and Rings on their Fingers,^ like .th^ 
worldly Men of Falhion, and conform tfitemfelves 
to the World ; that one Motive of this gay Appear- 
ance is to allure the wealthy, fhewing them by 
their Behaviour, that they have found out a Car- 
pet-Road to Salvation, which no Chriftians hither- 
to could hit upon; and this is no lame Con- 
trivance, for the rich are not without a Defire of 
being faVed, but to deny their State and the Pride 
of Life, was the Rub ; now this is got over, here's 
a new Way which turns ofi^ from every Difcouragcr 
tticnt and Hardfliip, a Way of Gli^efj Eafe and
